The "rapid growth" of Florida 
Sute University was noted as 
tlie primary reason the Budget 
Commission has approved ap- 
proximately 180 newfacultyposi- 
lions for next fall. 

Vice I>resident of Academic Af- 
fairs Lawerence Chalmers stated 
yesterday that despite cuts in the 
statewide university budget, 
Florida State will receive the 
number of new faculty positions 
originally requested. 

Chalmers said the Budget Com- 
mission has recognized the fact 
that Florida State is the most 
rapidly growing university in the 
State arid has treated its budget 
accordingly. Reasons for its fast 
expansion were given as the great 
number of masters and doctoral 
programs unique to FSU. 

"More than half the doctorates 
awarded at this University are 
in areas not even offered at 
other state institutions," said 
Chalmers. The same holds true 
to a greater degree for master's 
programs. 

•Then, too, the graduate pro- 
grams are offered in rapidly 
expanding fields, which attract 
many students," he contlniKd. 

The budget request, as far as 
the faculty Increase Is concerned, 
was not cut by the admission; 
however, the faculty-student 
ratio has been altered somewhat 
with respect to the projected 
student enrollment. 

Presently, 400 student trimes- 
ter hours equals one full-time 
faculty memlier in lowerdlvtekai 
courses, in upper division level, 
250 hours is the equivalent. Next 
fall. 260 hours will be the equi- 
val«)t. In graduate school the 
number presoitly stands « 120 
hours, but that will be qiped to 
125 In September. 

Chalmers mentfamed that the 
Budget Commission recognized 
that increasing the ratio would 
work a hardship on the faculty, 
and therefore it awarded the new 
positions toFSUascompenta- 
tion. 

Lx>oklng ahead to 1968, Chal- 



mers said that the Budget Com- 
mission has already appi ved an 
additional 132 faculty members 
for that year. "This constitutes 
a faculty increase of one -quar- 
ter or one-third over the num- 
ber we have now," he commented. 

"In this area, the Budget Com- 
mission has been responsible, 
if not generous," he continued. 

In comparison with the seven 
other major universities in 
Florldf", Florida State has fared 
well, he said.

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Senator Joe Clark Calls for 
Vietnam War Declaration 



W ASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. Joseph 
S. Clark pressed Tuesday for 
Senate acceptance of his proposal 
to require the United States to 
declare war on North Vietnam 
before US bombing attacks a- 
gainst the north can continue. 

Clark a;tacked US policy In 
Vlerr.siT: in a three-hour Senate 
spe.ch N'onday as President 
Johnson told newsmen he doesn't 
think new types if American at- 
tacks on the north have dimmed 
peace hopes. 

Clark, a Pennsylvania Dem- 
ocrat, is offering his war 
declaration proposal as an 
ainendment to the administra- 
tion's $4.5-billion supplemental 
military authorization bill for 
Vietnam. 

The House has passed the au- 
thorization measure. Clark said 
he would ask a vote on the 
bombing amendment and on a- 
nother that would require a war 
declaration if US forces in Viet- 
nam exceed 500,000 men. 

The President, who met with 
newsmen In the Oval Rom of 
the White House, responded care- 
fully to a question asking If US 
mining of North Vietnam rivers 
plus Army and Navy artillery 
bombardment of the north repre- 
sented a step -up in US mili- 
tary activities. 

Johnson was emphatic In deny- 
ing the moves were a "step- 
up" or escalation, but said, "It 
is fair to say that this is acton 
over and above what has been 
taking place ta the last few weeks.

Kirk told the audience that he 
was striving to make Florida 
"number one in the free world 
in education" and that hewasre- 
ady "to be their commander-in- 
chief in educatln." 

He said education was part of his 
war on crime, in that it would be 
a crime not to be first In educa- 
tion. He also announced he would 
stress vocational training. 

Christian vclced disapproval of 
Kirk's plan to stagger teacher 
salary boots over a period of 
years and termed It "inade- 
quate." 

Kirk's White Papers suggested 
suggested spending an additional 
$85.7 million over the next two 
years to boost minimum salaries 
to S5,000; an increase of $1 ,050 
Christian, a Democrat, stated 
that political affiliation or differ- 
ences should not alter" approach 
and technlqfue" in boosting the ed- 
ucation of Florida diildren. 
Christian said the basic $1,050 
increase to provide a $5,000 
starting figure In the upcoming 
two-year financial period would 
cost an estimated |i47 million. 



He said the Florida Education 
Assoc, the states huge and 
powerful teacher lobby, has pro- 
posed a figure of $302 million to 
reach the minimum and provide 
raises for the higher ranking of 
teachers. 

Christian also recently an- 
nounced that nineteen counties 
are scheduled to get proceeds of 
a $12,435,000 Issuance In capital 
outlay bonds for school construc- 
tion this May. 

The state cabinet approved the 
issue, the 21st. since a constitu- 
tional amendment authorized 
them in 1952. Christian said he 
e^aed a "very good" interest 
rate, perhaps as low as the 3.62 
per cent bid on higher education 
bonds last month. 

In other business, the cabinet 
was introduced to Dr. Albert T. 
Graig, newly-appointedpresident 
of Orange County Junior College. 
Craig received Ms badMor s. 
masters and doctorate decrees 
at FSU.

WARSAW.Poland (AP) -Poland. 
Czecfeoslovakia and East Ger- 
many ue foi^glng a new Commu- 
nist sub-Moc dedicated to perpet- 
uating tbe division of Gumany. 

Poland and Czedioslovakia take 
the first st^ in Warsaw today 
with the signing of a 20-year re- 
newal ot tHeir 1947 £cieixMiip 
and assistance treaty. 

Closing the triangle. East Ger- 
man government and Communist 
party chief Walter Ulbricht will 
travel to Warsaw and Prague in 
mid-March to sign similar pacts 
with Poland aral Czechoslovakia, 
informed Communist sources 
said. 

They said the result will be an 
"iron triangle" to secure East 
Germany against \Sest Germa- 
ny's territorial aspirations and 
its claims to represent thewbole 
German people. 

Some Western diplomats call it 
a "paper triangle" of pledges 
stemming from Polish and East 
German anxiety about the respon- 
siveness of their southern allies 
to overtures from the new West 
German government in Bonn. 

Evidence Is mounting that Cz- 
ecfaoslovkia's two northern 
neighbors plus the Soviet Union 
have stiffened Prague's resist- 
ance to opening diplomatic rela - 
tions with Bonn unless the West 
Germans renounce their claim to 
speak for all of Germany.

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MOSCOW (AP)-Pravda charged 
yesterday that the US Central 
Intelligence Agency has used 
American exchange students in 
the Soviet Union for espionage 
work. 

The CIA "would like to replace 
the lofty cause of cultural and 
scientific exchange with the dirty 
cause of espionage," said a long 
article in the Soviet Communist 
party paper. 

"Of course," Pravda said, "far 
from all American scientists and 
students who arrive in tbe Soviet 
Union are professional agents of 
US intelligence or are " "vol- 
unteers' who took upon them- 
selves the fulfillment of 
espionage functions. 

"But one has to take into con- 
sideration that the CIA tries by 
any means to involve in espionage 
work aS many American students 
studying In the Soviet Union as 
possible," 

The article said some 300 stu- 
dents and exchange prctfessors 
have come here since the So- 
viet -Americancultural exchai^e 
pi ram began In 1958.

Adams said he reminded the 
members — whom he didn't iden- 
ti^-of their obligations and they 
decided to suy. Adams did not 
elaborate on the incident. 
But he said one of the mem- 
bers was offered a "lucrative 
position" within state govern- 
ment if he resigned, .\gain, there 
was no elaboration.

Insurance men questioned about 
the appointment said Behrlnger 
had notified the 1 2 companies who 
write insurance for the state 
e mployes that they must deal 
through him. 

On anonymous executive said 
it now appears that any compa- 
ny wanting to do business with 
the employes will have to pay 
commissions to Behrlnger even 
though he did not sell the insur- 
ance. 

insurance men estimate that 
employes of the dozen state a- 
gendes pay between %2 million 
and $4 million anniudly in pre- 
miums on their groif) policies. 

The company agents whom Beh- 
rlnger now q>parently rcplSoes — 
receive more than $25,000 a year 
in conrmtissloas, the companies 
reported. Under the arrange- 
ment, the money apparently wcwld 
go to Behrlnger, they said. 

Some Insurance executives, who 
declined to be identified, 
questioned the authority to tell 
die employes who their agent will 
be or to tell the companies to 
whom they must pay commis- 
sions.

1 AUOMA, Wash, (AP)-A 
sl^ly built Army medic who 
decided early Monday ttiat he 
would rather starve to death then 
remain in the Army was unable 
to talk or swallow late Tuesday, 
a spokesman said. 
Atty. William L. Hanson, a Qua- 
ker, said PFC. Robert Levy, 22, 
Kansas City, Mo., was in great 
pain but still refused all l^ids 
or food. 

A hospital spokesman saidtoday 
tliat tte last report he received. 
Levy was still fasting. 

Levy, an Orthodox jew, enlisted 
In the Army 18 months ago for 
three years in the Medical Corps, 
then extoided his enlistment for 
four extra months to fulfill re- 
quirements for a clinical 
specialist school. He has been at 
nearby Ft. Lewis for six months. 
He began the total fast at 8 a.m.

Comedy-Satire a Hit

Lillian Hellman's new version of "My Mother, My Father and 
Me" is a comedy satire that may not seem to be much like conven- 
tional plays, and It Isn't. As if to mimic aU of life-at-laige, the play 
is not compact, but center's one's attention on tlie different and 
difficult phases of Individual Isolation. This exposes some ci dw 
anxiety and paradox that reculi from the lack of so ovenriew, just 
as a blackout hauntlngly sugicets that this Is the waf to which life 
changes its silly scenes. 

The action is pessimistic only in the sense that the role of the 
sensitive person — who looks for meaning and understanditq; — draws 
a blank. Many of the Unes are futive digs at traditlona! values, and 
some are open attacks upon great national themes and the well-known 
and accepced phenomena ot peoplehood. Entertainment has never 
been so personal. Wtting hard at home bases is a way to alienate, 
and a way to give credrace ud truth to perspective. The audience 
of this play may laugh at the people oa the stage and prompty foifet 
what happened; the Joke would be on them, became they are only 
laughing at themselves. 

This play is a means for theatre to use contemporaiy IriMery. 
If is doesn't work, history will change b. 

The mother of the play is convincingly portrayed by Carmen 
Mathews. Her wandering mind and one-track personality vivify a 
selfhood of middle-class wanting to get wherever the crowd seems 
to be. She accomplishes this by doting on her twenty-six year son, 
who is over-protected under the security of his mother's breast. 
If her friend sees a psychoanalyst, she must do the same. If her 
husband Insists that she stop spending money she doesn't have, she 
exaggerates the Income, And if the great god satisfaction commands 
her to neglec: her aged mother and her f;.ii;l!y f. r the sake of a 
little spendthrift variety, she worships at the altaronly after lighting 
the most expensive candles that wax Ln the glory of crisis. 

Miss Mathews plays the role with utter seriousness and conviction. 
As her dreams are shattered and her fears are made gradually 
evident, .she covers up, true to form. In her single avenue of 
happiness: the buying p<iwer m unearned doitsr tiHC ChMKl the 
magic of doing what really i an't t-e done. 

The husband, played by Henry i'olic, exhibits ma.^y of the pains 
of having .such a wife. He wa'k.s rather stuop-shouldered and has a 
pronounced Jewish accent: he is set in only one way: action at that 
vital time when niMney Is the C'lnceni. I'olic ai hieves a polished 
Style in his acting, 1 he Irrp.'-e'^sli ri riilght : e that If -he lights faded 
at some length and someone rTieir loiied money, he would know Just 
where to Jump. 

Patrick Egan as the son is one of the more curious 
roles. The audience discovers 'hit he is the narrator, that what he 
Is telling them is what pan of the 20th century is about. He is 
thoroughly confused about most things, but not evei-ythlng, for It is 
he who decides that his parents are finding themsehes too. Egan 
delivers a stirring performance as a spoiled child who n ay make 
good, that is, once he determines to stop worrying about the under- 
privlledged and to help himself. 

ingrid Scbweska as the grandmottaer is the character who under- 
stands much ci the action as it bapptoM, though she has her moments 
of sentimentality that reek of turptttide.

The dazzling, hilarious Harlem Globetrotters 
earned a niche in American entertainment long 
ago, but last Tuesday's aRiearance in Tallahassee 
reminds us that these showmen are enacting an 
historical precedent, too. 

Ten years ago Deep South athletic departments 
wrvmg their collective hands about the prospect 
of competing with Negro-staffed sports teams. Mis- 
sissippi seems to be the last remnant of this 
era, but otherwise the waters are calm. 

The Univ. of Miami's recent signing of a Negro 
football player is the latest link in a chain of 
racial harmony for southern sports. Lenny Hall's 
prominent presence in the FSU basketball lineup 
next winter will reinforce Dixie's new era, 

Globetrotter squads performed in the Deep South 
more than a few years ago, but this FSU appearance 
two days ago revealed a new and interestintj side- 
light. The Kappa Alpha fraternitv, long identified 
as the "Old South" frat lodge, invited the Trotters 
to dinner and served then as gracious hosts. Yes, 
it seems that segregation in athletics is about to 
perish. 

♦ ♦♦♦**»♦ 

The question most often posed regarding Globe- 
trotter talent is: "How would they do against 
the top pros? "Any answer is conjecture at best, 
because the Trotters earn their keep as enter- 
tainers and not competitors. However, one can 
get a hypothetical inkling by learning the sources 
from which Globetrotter material is recruited.

Wednesday night. He quoted the 
members as saying the result 
would be only to further inject 
personalities and politics in the 
administration of education in 
Florida. 

Adams made today s remarks 
in a specially called news con- 
ference. At first he dealt only 
with the regents issue but De- 
fore he was through he discussed 
what he termed inconsistencies in 
the Kirk administration and 
warned of tendencies toward 
"disregarding the law. . .politi- 
cal comies. . .pon barrel ap- 
proach." 

Adams said that Kirk's attempts 
to get two regents to resign and 
to change the makeup of the 
Board of Regents are documented 
and that he confronted Kirk with 



that fact in a pre-speech en- 
counter in Orlando. 

He said Kirk backed down from 
a full showdown. 

Adams had issued his charges 
earlier Wednesday here. The 
secretary gave a blow-by-blow 
account of meeting Kirk. 

"1 stood up to greet him and 
the first thing that hit me was 
that this guy had lost his cool. . . 
he was visibly disturbed and up- 
set," Adams said. 

Adams said he asked Kirk what 
had happened. 

"I just assumed insurance had 
been the big news of the day but 
he said "Who was is? Who were 
they, tell me who they were.' " 

"I said, 'Governor you know 
who they were better than I do. 
You talked with them," Adams

Adams called for "a creative pro- 
gram" for appropriating funds for 
the universities by placing operat- 
ing money on an equal footing >v:th 
capital outlay. 

He proposed a study todetermir.e 
whether junior colleges, now ad- 
ministered by county school 
boards, should be run at the state 
level. 

Adams also suggested that the re- 
gents be handed full authority u, 
spend the money appropriated by 
Legislature for higher education. 
Currently, the Cabinet has this 
responsibility. 

He proposed, too, that standards 
f ir county school superintendents 
be established presumably a re- 
quirement f- r at least a m.a.-ier's 
degree and that they be removed 
from the pressures of day-to-day 
politics. 

Comptroller Fred 0. Dickinson, 
also making his first appearance 
at the meeting, touched on the 
political strain between Kirk and 
his Democratic Cabinet. 

He said he hoped "In our zeal to 
improve education, we don't allow 
well-intentioned or misguided peo- 
ple to destroy confidence in our 
elected officials. 

"If there Is conflict in reaching 
the same ends, all of us should 
face it," said Dickinson. 

'The political and economic face 
of Florida has changed. 

"We need dedication and nt dic- 
tation, walk-in and not walk-out; 
not another speech and anottier 
headline."

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Court Revises Procedures, 
Makes History in Florida 



'Kirk Plan Illegal'

TALLAHASSEE (AP) - fii aWs- 
torlcal step, die Florida Supreme 
Court has officially adopted a sei 
3f rules governing crinUnal pro- 
cedires for all state courts. 

Within less d»an two years the 
high court also ei^ects to ptsln- 
to eSecc procedural rules for 
probate courts, dvU courts and 
courts of lesser jurisdiction. 

This would give Florida a com- 
prehensive package of court rules 
for the first time. 

"It's a significant thing in Flor- 
ida," said a highly placedsource 
in the State Supreme Court, who 
declined identification by name. 

The series of rules on criminal 
procedures for all state couns 
were officlalh approved Wednes- 
day b\ the high court, which di- 
rected that they go into effect at 
midnight, Dec. 31 .19c'"-givir.g at- 
torneys, judges and legal author- 
ities almost a year to absorb the 
rules. 

"\ou can safely say It's a com- 
plete set of rules governing cri- 
minal procedure in Florida," 
said the source, "They cover 
criminal processes from the time 
of arraignment tothepostconvic 
tion ar«a," the source added. 

It was pointed out that the rules 
deal only with procedures and 
don't affect the substantive rights 
of persons charged with crimes. 

This is the first major Imple- 
mentation by the Supreme Court 
of power awarded it in 1956 by 
a constitutional amendment, 
which said the court can promul- 
gate rules regarding policy and 
procedure.

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Segregation 

Segregation is still prevalent on the FSU campus. 
It isnotsegregationintheoldsense.lt is a far more 
subtle thing, an attitude which regards Negro students 
curiosities to be ig-nored or patronized. This form of 
segregation breeds a sense of alienation in the stu- 
dent, an antithesis to the "identitjr" all members of 
FSU are supposed to have. 

There have been several concrete manilestations. 
Negroes have had to form their own intramural team 
because they have been refused admittance to exist- 
ing ones. There have been excepti<Mis, but mostly on 
a token basis. 

So far, they have not been able to gain entry in any 
fraternity on campus, including the APO service fra- 
ternity. APO. in fact, went so far as t T !)le '.2:e one and 
then blackball him after he had compicrted ail the re- 
quired pledge activities and was ready for initiation. 

At "open" social events, Negroes are excluded 
from any sort of conversation and from Rathskeller 
dances, which are almost alwasrs crowded and peo- 
ple will stand up ratter than sit at a table or booth 
with them, ^"hy? As they said, "We don't bite, and 
the color won't rub off." 

True, it is difficult to break down the barriers of 
tradition. Those steeped in the "Old South Ethic" m iy 
find it difficult to adjust to the idea of equality. But 
moral equality can and must be achieved. We are not 
so naive as to tiiink we can legislate brcrfherhood, but 
we are hopeful enough to think we canpromcrte basic 
human civility. 

Kirk's Flaps 

After two montiis in office, one definite thing may 
be said for Gov. Claude Kirk — no one ever knows 
what controversy he is going to stir up next. 

Presently, there are two flaps in the Capitol. The 
first one concerns his attempt to have all state insu- 
rance channeled through his former camf^ign man- 
ager. Jack Behringer. This is clearly to repay a po- 
litical debt at the expense of the agents that are hand- 
ling State insuraiK;e. 

Fortunately, State Tr d Insurance Com- 

missioner Broward W iliianii nas declared that sort 
of action illegal. It now appears as though Behringer 
A ill have to peddle his wares elsewhere. 

Following on the heels of that fiasco was the dis- 
closure from Sec. of State Tom Adams that Kirk has 
asked four members of the Board of Regents to re- 
sign. Apparently, Kirk is trying to stack the Board. 

So far. no one has re-icrned, and Kirk lias denied 
-Aai.n.s' allegation. AsianiS said one of the regents 
"was offered a very lucrative, very glamorous posi- 
tion if he'd step aside." 

These two incidents are an indication tliat Kirk may 
be a Haydon Burns type of politician. It would behoove 
the Governor, if he has further political ambitions, 
to remember that Burns was votecioutof office by 
the people last spring for just this sort of thing.

Cluster Program Successful 



The Cluster Program of 1965, 
initiated at FSU with a small, 
conc«itrated group has grown to 
be one of the most dynamic and 
potential developments of higher 
education in the 20th cenutry, 
said Dr. Arthur Murphy, direc- 
tor of DeGraff Hall where cluster 
students now live. 

In the fall of 1965 the first 
cluster was formed without the 
knowledge of the 27 students or 
tbeir 4 faculty members. This 
select group was put together 
so that all 27 students bad the 
same classes. 

It wasn't long before they 
realized that they were seeing 
tlie same faces in each different 
class, Murphy said. 

Through thiis dally association 
they grew to Icnow one another 
more intimately and demon- 
strated what tlie initiators of 
the program had anticipated: 
through knowing one another they 
were more at ease in the class- 
room and contributed sig- 
nificantly more within tlie in- 
formal atmosphere created, he 
Indicated. 

Results from ihe initial cluster 
were so satisfac:.ry :ha: plans 
for a Digger and ever, .-i.-re dy- 
namic program for the fall of 
1906 were Degun through the com- 
bined effons of the Dean of Arts 
and Sciences, the Dean of Stu- 
dents, the Dean of Women and 
the Dean of Men. 

Eleven clusters of approxi- 
mately thiny students were set 
up. Each cluster was to attend

four classes together. 
After much deliberation and 
consideration the Cluster Pro- 
gram Directors decided that if 
the classrcon- day-to-day asso- 
ciation had reen s resourceful 
in itself, then h^usir.g cluster 
students together ir. ne resi- 
dence hall m.ight bring even 
greater results, Muri^ con- 
tinued. 

DeGraff was consequently 
designated as ttie cluster co- 
educational residence hall. 

There were several reasons why 
the administrators thought this 
bousing would be beneficial as 
related by .Murphy: 

1^ When the new freshman enters 
a Dig university he feels left out 
and unimponant. He needs 
a group with which to identify. 
The cluster would pr i ie such 
a group. 

2) Study problems often face 
the new freshman. Since there 
would be many other freshmen 
in the residence hall havii^ the 
same courses and teachers, 
working out such problems in 
group study sessions might be 
advantageous. 

3) The new freshman's oppor- 
tunity to met.-: ; :hers of the 
opposite sex can very limited 
at first m large universities.

They are governed solely by 
broad university regulations and 
those regulations which the 
elected hall government feels 
are necessary, Murphy added. 

Dr. Stephen Wi.-.ters, Dean of 
\rts and Sciences and a cur- 
rent direct.ir r,f the Cluster Pro- 
gram, said in an anicle in the 
January- is>ue of "College 
Management " tti.r "students get 
much the same feeling of Delniig- 
ing from a cluster as they would 
get from a sorority or fraternity. 
But the cluster is built around 
the student's primary concern 
his academic life— not his soc: 
life. " 

Winter's article also gav. 
several assets of the cluster 
from the administration's point 
of view; 

1) It costs little or nothing 
extra. It needs no new faculty 
members, no new or renovated 
facilities and no formal revi- 
sions of courses. 

2) It does not disrupt the or- 
ganization of the university, it 
needs no new departments, ad- 
ministrators or faculty commit- 
tees. 

3) It vercomes the faculty's

Passing in review, the 1966-67 basketball season 
is an array of fleeting promise, thudding disappoint- 
ment and the belated emergence of a new Seminole 
offense. 

Lenny Hall's twisted knee, descending to the hard- 
wood floor, signaled the dive of FSU cage fortunes, 
when the season was but three minutes old. After a 

ream of glowingly inflated pre-season words, this 
writer was forced to swallow the ballyhoo and sit 
back to suffer. 

Without Hall's playmaking and floor leadership, 
new Head Coach Hugh Durham didn't quite have the 
horses. Each starter had a particular skill — Glenn's 
set shot, Hogan's jumper, Stewart's steals, Danford's 
tap-ins and Morrison's passing — but the total picture 
still revealed a ragged offense molded into the 
"shuffle" style which failed to excite most spec- 
tators. 

Durham and his squad, a notably short aggrega- 
tion in the forest of 6-4 guards and 6-7 forwards, 
deserve solid praise for their efforts. This season 
record could have been something like 7-19 instead 
of 11-15. Wins against such outfits as Tulane and 
Miami were notable. 

Evidence accumulated that Durham is not a stand- 
pat coach. He innovated the "mongoose" and proba- 
bly several other formations which did not earn 
lasting names. But, the culmination of his cerebral 
efforts appears to be a crowd-pleasing, run-and- 
shoot ol^ense that FSU used with success in recent 
games. 

WTiat's more, next season Durham will welcome a 
whole pack of stallions to dazzle the point-loving 
fans. In addition to the return of every varsity man 
except Captain Brian Murphy, Durham will employ 
FSU's 1966-67 freshman corps, which rumbled to 
a 16-2 record. 

Larry Moore, 6-2 strongman with the versatile 
scoring touch, will be joined by 6-8 Dave Cowens 
from the frosh ranks. Cowens is an utterly fierce 
rebounder who seems to repeatedly make the "big" 
play that a cage winner needs.

"I'm sick and tired of reading 
that the leftist minority is telling 
us how to run our tax-supported 
colleges and universities," an 
angry man from .Mouni Vernon in 
eastern Iowa wrote The Des 
Moines Register. "I'm forform- 
ing a Shape Up or Ship Out Club 
by the citizens of Iowa demand- 
ing of our legislators that the 
men in charge of I'ur state schools 
make students conform with the 
rules or expel them." 
Decadence, a number of state 
legislators agreed, is abroad in 
the land. 

State Senator William J. Rei- 
chardt, a Ues Moines Democrat, 
took the floor last week to declare 
that he was "nauseated" by re- 
cent events on the university 
campuses. 
Senator Reichardt, a former 
University of Iowa football star, 
went on to denounce the Iowa 
State election, the refusal to 
grade liis students last semester 
by a Marxist professor at the 
University of Iowa in Iowa City 
who opposes the Vietnam War and 
the draft, and a talk last week 
by George Lincoln Rockwell, 
leader of the American Nazi 
party, at Drake University in 
Des Moines. 

State Senator Gene Condon, 
Democrat of Waterloo, chimed 
in that he was just as "concerned 
and nauseated." He added to the 
catalogue of disturbing events the 
forum on homosexuality held at 
the State College of Iowa in Cedar 
Falls. 

At Iowa State, 30 miles of dor- 
mant brown cornfields north of 
the Capitol at I>es Moines, the 
university administration main- 
tained a discreet silence. Legis- 
lative action on appropriations 
lies ahead. 

A spokesman for the university 
said, however, that the topic of an 
address by W. Robert Parks, the 
school's president, at the mid- 
year commencement Saturday 
would be 'The Universfty and 
Tolerance.'' 

Students and faculty mem.bers, 
meanwhile, seemed quietly proud 
that the l.irge.'^t turnout of voters 
in the school's lustory might have 
und the Union Pool produced a change in its "Moo-U

A poll by The Iowa State Daily 
found that many of the 3,292 stu- 
dents who backed Mr. Smith in a 
four-man r:ice that brought7,014 
of the school's 14,641 students to 
the ballot box had jBst thtt in 
niiiid. 

"It's usually a very quiet cam- 
pus," said Eric Abbott, a 2i-year 
old senior from St. Louis who is 
editor of the student daily. "I 
thing that's what has upset people 
more than anything. Ard 1 think 
many faculty members nere are 
really very happy about tliis elec- 
tion. They look at this as sort of 
a gateway to increased interest 
on the part of students." 
Observing that he saw the elec- 
tion as evidence of a liberal trend 
on campus, Mr. Abbott said; "We 
were much more ready for this 
sort of thing than we would have 
been even two years ago." 
If outsiders and many students 
were startled by his election 
earlier this month, none was 
more surprised than iJon Smith. 

"I'd hoped, but 1 wouldn't have 
bet too much money on it," he 
said in an interview at tlie clut- 
tered off-campus apartment he 
shares with several friends. 

He had campaigned for the re- 
moval of university control over 
the private lives of students, the 
establishment of a cooperative 
book store and the organization 
of a fight against high prices 
and high rents hi Ames. 

"1 thi^ a lot of students are 
dissatisfied the paternalism 
of the university and this gave 
them an oi^rtunity to express 
their dissatisfaction," he said. 

As for the battle against the 
town's merchants and landlords, 
he added: 

"We'll organize students to fight 
high rents and the high cost of 
living in the Ames area. First, 
we'll talk to the landlords. If 
they refuse to reload, we'll have 
a rent strike." 

After he takes office on March 
6, he said, he will work through 
the Student Senate "if possible" 
to achieve his goals on campus, 
but will reson to sit-ins and 
other demonstrations if that fails. 

Mr. Smith, a quiet, sometimes 
diffident 21 -year-old senior in 
mechanical engineering who 
maintains a dean's list average, 
has unlikely credentials for a 
banner-carrier of the New Left. 
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Draft Proposals Get Top 
Attention in Legislatures 



WASHINGTON (APWProposals 
for a drastic oveniaul of tbe 
nation's military draft system got 

top attention Sunday from both 
ends of the Congress. And they 
seem cenaln to precipitate pro- 
longed dispute In both chambers. 

Majority Leader Mike Mans- 
field, D-Mont., said the Senate 
will give very careful attention 
to a long list of changes in the 
Selective Service systein pro- 
posed this w^eekend by a special 
presidential commission. 

President Johnson is expected 
to ask in a message to Congress 
on Monday that it adopt most of 
the commission's reconunenda- 
tlons. 

Chairman L. Mendel Rivers, 
D-S.C, said the House Armed 
Services Committee "would take 
a long hard look at this one." 

Operative portions of the 
present compulsory draft act will 
expire June 30, so Cong res :^ 
must make decisions before then. 

Another advisory panel named 
by Rivers' committee already 
has urged retention of the bulk 
of the existing system, despite 
protests from many groups that 
It is unfair. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., who has been pushing for 
some of the changes recom- 
mended to President Johnson by 
bis 20-member special commis- 
sion, plans early hearings on tbe 
entire Selective Service system. 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark, D-Pa., 

chairman of the Labor subcom- 
mittee on manpower, will hear 
testimony March 14 and March 
20,2!, and 23. 

Cutbacks in 

Ships Seen 



WASHINGTON (AP)- A shar^ 
cutback In visits by free world 
ships to Nonh Vietnam in re- 
cent mon Jis was reported i)y US 
diplomats Sunday. 

During the last six months of 
1966, the Washington sources 
said, non-Commimist vessels 
paid only 20 calls at North Viet- 
namese ports. 

This is about one-third the 59 
such visits in the first half of 
1966 and Is even further below 
the rate of 254 visits in 1965 
and 402 the previous year. 

None of the more recent free 
world callers at North Viet- 
namese harbors carried stra- 
tegic goods, the sources added. 
They said the dwindling number 
of ships still on this route, while 
under the flag of non-Commun- 
nist countries, are controlled or 
chartered by Communist inter- 
ests. 

The fall-off in non -Communist 
sh4>ping to North Vietnam has 
been steeper than the US dip- 
lomats saidtheyanticlpated,when 
tbey began dielr campaign In 
1965, after large-scale US Invol- 
vement in Vietnam, to curb such 
commerce with tbe Communist 
North. 

Limiting international shipping 
presents a delicate problem, es- 
pecially with countries whose 
livelihoods depend on foreign 
trade and who claim they lack 
governmental power to interfere 
with private mechant vessels. 
Adding to the pressure of US 
diplomatic representations in 
foreign capitals have been con- 
gressional legislation aimed at 
barring US help to those trading 
with North Vietnam plus the 
dwindling attractiveness, from a 
business standpoint, of sailing 
Into the war zone.

Romney Confident 
of Johnsons Defeat 



WASHINGTON (AP)-Govemor 
George W. Romney said Sunday 
le hopes Presldnet Johnson ell- 
ninates Vietnam as a 1968 issue 
3y ending the war. But he ex- 
pressed confidence Johnson can 
je defeated r^ardless of whe- 
ther he settles the conflict. 

Tbe Michigan governor told the 
Associated Press he is convinced 
Johnson is vulnerable, apan from 
Vietnam, because he believes the 
people have lost confidence in 
the President and are "uncer- 
tain about his Conduct of domestic 
and international affairs." 

"1 think Vietnam can be the 
major issue or it can be set- 
tled," he said "I hope it's set- 
tled and I hope the President's 
present strategy results in its 
settlement, but If It isn't settled 
It's bound to be a primary Issue 
-or the vital Issue." 

The governor, regarded as a 
leading potential contender for 
the 19b8 Republican presidential 
nomination, has taken what his 
critics call a "nonposltion" or, 
Johnson's conduct of the war. 

Replying to a series of ques- 
tions on international Issues, 
Romney said: 

-He is going to have to deter- 
mine whether outside aggresslor 
or civil war sparked the conf lie 
before be can pass on the "mora:

-He doesn't believe the Unltec 
States riiould try alone to police 
tbe world i^ainn Conuntmist ag- 
gression. 

-He supports "basically" John- 
son's proposals for an expansion 
ci East-West trade, under anack 
in Congress from Senate Repub- 
lican Leader Everett M. Diiksen 
of Illinois.

Viet Students Protesting

South Vietnamese students are 
continuinc t^. protest the exis- 
tence of foreign schools and the 
teaching of ihe French language 
in South Vietnam, according to 
the "Asian Student Bulletin" in 
New Delhi. 

The Bulletin Report, contained 
in the Asian Student, newspai^er 
for Asian students in the United 
States, said that Saigon students 
have formed a new organisation. 
Committee for the Use of Viet- 
namese at University Level and 
Against Foreign Schools in Viet- 
nam, to intensify their struggle 
for the closing of schools teach- 
ing in foreign languages, espe- 
cially French. 

A seminar held recently in Sai- 
gon under the auspices of the 



new body demanded an end to 
teaching in the French language. 

"It is absurd that the govern- 
ment does not control the pre- 
sence f foreign culture, a sem- 
inar spokesman told newsmen. 
"Ihe maintenance of French 
Schools and the use of a foreign 
language in the university is an 
insult 10 Vietnamese education." 

I he seminar was interrupted by 
shouts from a F rench school stu- 
dent who opposed the seminar's 
demand and said, "If y -u want to 
close French schools, you had 
better change the syllabus and 
improve Vietnamese schools 
first." 

The student was booed and the 
microphone was snatched from 
him. A group of students sur 
founded him but he was led out 
unharmed.

Johnson also said yo uths oe- 
rween 17 and the mlnltr.uti-, draf 
age of 18 1 2 will get priority 
for reserve enlistment. But men 
18 1/2 or older who enlist In 
the reserves will get deferments 
only if necessiry to fill a spe- 
cific vacancy in a reserve unit.

1 he two biggest changes In the 
draft system, however, will be 
these: 

Younger men will be drafted 
first. The present pattern is to 
Induct older men first. 

For the first time since World 
War n, men to be drafted will 
be chosen by lot. The precise 
system hasn't been devised but 
Johnson gave it a name and a set 
of initials: "Fair and Impartial 
Random System of Selection." 
It will be known as FAIR. 

In essence, here Is how U will 
work. 

Each year there will be a lot- 
tery pool containing the names 
of all eligible 19-year-olds plus 
older men whose deferments ex- 
pired in the panlcular year. The 
names will be ranked under the 
"fair" system and will be in- 
ducted in order, as needed. 

Since the draft claims 
only 100,000 to 300,000 men each 
year-and nearly 2 million reach 
19 annually-many youths classi- 
fied l.A can expect to maintain 
their civilian status throughout 
their one year in the prime 
pool. 

In the following year their prime 
pool would be replaced an- 
other and their chances of in- 
duction would drop sharply. 

Johnson said these Innovations 
would take effect not later that 
Jan, 1, 1969, 

"We would hope it would be 
much sooner," one high admin- 
istration official said.

Foreigners? 

The administration, as the ultimate authority at 
FSU, should be the first to step in an alleviate 
conditions of **de facto" segregation here. There 
is no substitute for equality. 

It is hard to cite specific instances of discrimi- 
nation on this caminis, but it does exist. It is 
manifested in a "Ni^er go home" sign on a 
dormitory room door, a milkshake thrown on a 
colored boy in the cafeteria, or harrassement by 
campus police while walking across the campus 
at night. 

In the dorms, four colored boys were assignee 
two adjacent rooms on the ground floor of Kellum 
Accidentally? Another incident involves a whitt 
girl who was rooming with a Negro. Although 
neither the girl nor her parents voiced any dis- 
approval, ; the girl was moved. Why? This sort 
of action cannot do an\^hing but reinforce ideas 
that became outmoded in 1865. This is not the 
kind of thing the administration should allow. 

By the same token, the off-campus housing office 
whould be instructed not to deal with any dwelling 
which would discrinainate against any FSU student 
on the basis of creed or color. By not taking 
a positive step towards eradicating the last vestiges 
of segregationist thought, the administration unwit- 
tingly condones them. 

It is also time that the Campus Security Force 
"called off their dogs" and allowed Negro students 
to walk across campus at nisjht without having to 
go through a Third Reich interrogation In addition 
to having to produce their student I.D. cards, they 
are forced to answer stupid, intimidating questions. 

A few years ago, the administration waged a 
successful campaign to make the foreign students 
feel at home. Let the administration now make the 
same effort for the Negro, who is at home yet 
feels foreign. 

We Goofed 

In an editorial last Friday we criticized FSU's 
Alpha Phi Omega service fraternity for black- 
balling its only Negro member .According to many, 
many members of the fraternity he was not voted 
out of the chapter because of his race as the 
editorial implied. 

The Negro pledge in question did not have the 
required qualifications for initiation (The fraternity 
requires each pledge to complete a specified num- 
ber of service hours, as well as i)assing several 
pledge tests). In fact, he was well below the minimum 
requirements. 

We apologize to the men of Alpha Phi Omega 
service fraternity. In the past we had always 
believed APO was above such pettiness as dis- 
crimination on the basis of race of religion. Now, 
more than ever, we believe this to be true. 

Again we apologize to APO for our mistake.

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Vigorous Struggle Only 
Skirmish in Long Battle 



The current vigorous struggle 
between school administrators 
and young males over long hair 
Is Just a skirmish in a long bat- 
tle, according to B. B. Chapman, 
a visiting lecturer in Florida 
State's history dept. 
The Office of Indian Affairs be- 
gan a canqwign in 1901 to de- 
prive young Indian males of their 
long locks In much the same 
manner school administrators a- 
cron the country did this fall. 
The 1901 order raised an angry 
howl among die Indian young- 
sters and a long series of de- 
risive snidcers firom newspaper 
editors. 
Indian Commissioner WilHam 
A. Joiws saw the Indian lads' 
custom of wearing their hair 
long as an "objectionable and 
immoral practice." He also 
viewed da^dng and feasts in die 
same dark light. 
He directed Indian agents across 
the country In Induce "young male 
Indians to cut their hair." 
While the commissioner saw 
flowing locks on males as a 
"badge of servitude to savage 



wa>s," the young 



Indians, like 
modem teenagers, viewed their 
tresses with a good deal more 



affection. 
"The young Indian male con- 
sidered his long hair as a badge 
of manhood and as a natural form 
of dress," Dr. Chapman ex- 
plained. 

The Indian Affairs bureaucracy 
found it a difficult task to force 
the youngsters to cut their 
plumage. They didn't give up their 
hair to the administrators with- 
out a struggle, he said. 

The famous "short hair" order 
was seized by the press of the 
day. and editors had a delight- 
ful time poking fun at the order. 
Dr. Chapman said. The dif- 
ficulties encountered by the In- 
dian agents and modem school 
administrators present a striking 
resemblance, he pointed out. 

However, time and changing 
customs among the teenagers 
did what administrators could 
iMt. "As the Indians became 
moi« assimilated into American 
culture they voluntarily gave up 
their long halr,"'Dr. Chapman 
noted. 

The "short hair" episode in 
1901 Is part of Dr. Chapman's 
recendy published book "The 
Otoes and Mlssourlans."

South Carolina Students 
Plan to March on Capitol 



ORANGEBURG, S.C. (AP)-Boy- 
cotdng students at South Carol- 
ina State College said they will 
make a 42-mile hike to Colum- 
bia to march on the office of 
Gov. Robert E. McNalr. 
The students who have been 
boycotting classes since last 
Thursday, are protesting the dis- 
missal of three classmates who 
led earlier demonstrations and 
are demanding more snideit 
freedom. 
Isaac Williams of Charleston, 
presiding at a gathering of 300 
students at the campus student 
center today, said he expects 800 
students "and their friends and 
parents" to panicipate In the 
march to the capiral city. 

"We thinlc we have the right to 
be heard and this n.ay :ie ;heway 
to get that right," said W illiams, 
The smdents met Monday night 
and rejected for the second time 
several compromise proposals 
by the administration of the pre- 
dciminateiy Negro college. 

Williams, president of the 
senior class, had saidearlier the 
proposals included "everything 
we wanted" except "inuiiediaie 
reinstatement .f the three dis- 
missed students." 

At first, the three were or- 
dered suspended after a demon- 
stration at least until 1974. The 
date was moved back to August 

Guiltless art* 
Given Help by 

Newspapers 

SYRACUSE, N.Y. (AP)-"The 
records are considerable where 
Innocent people have been con- 
victed by Juries and eventually 
been freed through the contin- 
uii% efforts <d a newpaper," a 
publisher says. 

Richard H. Amberg, publisher of 
the St. Louis Globe Democrat, 
also maintains that "the court- 
room belongs to the people-and 
not to the lawyer*' in an attack 
on what he called "increasing 
efforts. . . to limit the role of 
newspapers in our society." 

Amberg, In the first annual 
Jesse W. Fleck lecture at Le 
Moyne College, said recominen- 
dations by an American Bar As- 
sociation committee "would se- 
verely limit what police and law- 
yers, on penalty of contempt 
ruiLngs.can tell reponers about 
pending criminal cases." 

"It should be utterly obvious 
that failure t'.i obtain and print 
the news, when it is fresh news, 
hangs a veil of ignorance over 
the character of crime andcrtoi- 
inal issues," he said. 

Amberg noted recent restric- 
tions on press coverage of crim- 
inal cases, including the trial of 
Richard Speck, who is accused 
in the murder of eight student 
nurses In Chicago. 

An.ierg said lawyers and bar 
associations were attempting to 
keep the processes of Justice to 
themselves. 

He added: "Since lawyers are 
advocates with a pa nis an interest 
in the proceeding of the court, 
1 submit to you that there are 
actually only two pc' pie In the 
courtroom, except for the jury, 
who are interested in the tri- 
umph of justice. One of these 
is the judge, and the other Is 
the newspaperman."

TALLAHASSEE (AP) - Secre- 
tary of State Tom Adams Tuesday 
proposed a "massive fleet insur- 
ance policy" for all state vehicles 
which he said would realize "vast 
savings" for Florida taxpayers. 

Adams made the state'iier.t as 
Hugh IJonovan of Jacksonville, 
one of Gov. Claude Kirk's insur- 
ance consultants, reported to the 
Cabinet he was studying state In- 
surance programs for the Turn- 
pike Authority and itie Highway 
Patrol. 

Kirk commented that .Adams' 
proposal was 'one of the things 
Mr. Donovan Is studying."

Forest Fires Controlled 



Florida Cattlemen are respon- 
sible for the controlled burning 
technique which is used to man- 
age the forests of Wisconsin, a 
speaker told the Sixth Annual 
Tall Timbers Fire Ecology Con- 
ference Monday. 

Richard J. Vogl of the Dept. 
of Botany, California State Col- 
lege at Los Angeles, said Her- 
bert L.Stoddard formulated ideas 

f using fire for game aid for- 
e-i management from seeing Flo- 
rida range cattlemen use fire 
for vegetati'.n control. 

Stoddard has used controlled 
bumina on the quail plantation 
lands "around Tallahassee and 
I homasville for years and his 
ideas h..ve circulated around the 
nation and have De^ n adopted In 
VMsconsin, the speaker said. 

Before Wisconsin was settled, 
Vogl said, tlie landscape was "a 
rich niLxture of prairies, 
:;-rrens, clearing^. ^avannahs 

,:.a forests," but he said that 
after settlement the land was 
over-protected from fire and 
large areas have become "an 
unproductive, monotonous, ho- 
mogeneous and almost endless 
f(jrest.' 



Controlled burning, he said, has 
been used "to check and push 
back the encroachment of woods 
vegetation and create conditions 
similar to presealement."

Senate of Florida State. Every time this group passes 
a new act it should, ideally, exam evez-y past 
regulation for any changes which should be made. 
Such daily codification of regulatioons, however, 
would be entirely too time consuming for human 
efforts 

When a system of regulations, such as the one 

here at Florida State, has undergone ( hange after 
change, year after year, decade after decade, the 
need for a complete revamping becomes much 
greater. In fact, the system becomes useless in 
many aspects because of this nvvd for purification. 

An answer to this problem of how to clean the 
system of regulations here at FSU could be with 
what might be termed "computer codification." 

Tht' idea of codification is nothing new; it wis 
first done over 4,000 years ago by a Babylonian 
ruler named Hammurabi. 

Today, however, we have a svsteni for codification 
far greater than the efforts of the scholars of 
ancient Babylon. The computer of 20th eentuiy 
society provides a perfectly rational codifier. 

A correctly jirogramet! computer could cU-ir up 
the uselessness ami meanlessness within the rules 
and regulations here at Florida State University 
and provide the University with a system of laws 
which would be far closer to perfection than any- 
thing we have at the present. 

We feel that all parties concerned with the regu- 
lations of Florida State University should look into 
the idea of "computer codification." 

Students, faculty members and administration mem- 
bers all should be concerned with having a system 
of regulations as fair as possil)le here at this 
institution. Nothing less should ever be considered. 

Florida State has the computer facilities for such 
a codification of laws. Let us put them to use so 
as to provide a stronger structure for our regula- 
tory system.

Soccer in Campbell Stadium? 

We have learned that FSU's Soccer Club, a reason- 
ably talented outfit in its own right, has the possibi- 
lity of attracting a US Olympic soccer team to Tal- 
lahassee for an exhibition contest. 

The opportuntiy is an exceptionally ripe one, but 
we face the major obstacle of guaranteeing a certain 
pool of income to the Olympic visitors. The rather 
obvious solution is to stage this exhibition in the com- 
manding confines of Campbell Stadium, where a dis-

What are the obstacles? Football people claim the 
grass might be torn up by soccer cleats, or other- 
wise marred.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. Tho- 
mas J. Dodd, D~Conn.. called 
on the Senate yesterday to with- 
hold ratification of the US-Soviet 
consular treaty until Moscow 
cooperates in ending the Vietnam 
war. 

Dodd, who voted against the 
treaty when the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee approved it 
by a 15-4 tally, denied ihat there 
was any letup in the cold war. 

Along the same lir,e, Sep.. Krii l 
E. Mundt, R-S.D., said he w.uld 
seek a reservation which would 
keep the treaty from taking ef- 
fect until President Johnson as- 
sured Congress that Soviet wea- 
pons were not pr. longing the war 
in Vietnam. He also proposed 
other conditions. 

Present prospects are that the 
Senate will ratify the ireaty, bu: 
opposition fr^m Dodd, Mundt a.nd 
some others appeared likeiy ii 
delay acti n until nexi week. 
Sen. J.W. Fuiurlght, i)-Ark., 
opening debate on the treaty 
Tue-day. said it offered "mutual 
accommodation" in relations 
with the Russians rather than 
"mutual annihilation." 
In advance of Dodd's Senate 
speech, Mundt announced his 
plans after a conference of Re- 
publican senators. 
Mundt said tliere are enough 
senators not yet committed to 
make the two-thirds vote neces- 
sary for ratification "reasonably 
close. ' 

But Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., 
predicted in a separate inter- 
view that fewer than 20 of the 
Senate's 100 members would vote 
against the pact. 

The treaty, signed in 1964, sets 
guidelines for establishing ad- 
ditional consulates by each coun- 
try on tlie other s soil. It grants 
diplomatic immunity to staffs as 
well as officials. 

Each country would be required 
to give notification of the arrest 
of any of tlie otlier's nationals 
and provide access to any who 
were jailed.

NLF Speaker Looks Ahead

.Mr. Fham further contended that 
the US military command's 
"schorched-earth techniques," 
"free-bombing i;ones," "white 
areas" and "sweeps" are euphe- 
misms for the mass-murder of 
Vietnamese ci\ilians friendl\ to 
quarters compares the destruc- 
:ion of V ietnamese villages to the 
genocidal leveling of the Czec- 
oslo\aklan town of Lidice b> the 
.Nd/is. In punish:nept for the death 
of a German officer, the Na/is 
shot to death all the inhabitants 
of Lidice, set fire to the city and 
bulldozed the remains out of ex- 
istence. For example, in com- 
parison, the Front cites the face 
of Phuoin Dlnh village asdescri- 
bed by A.FJ*. (FrwwA Press Ag- 
ency) on Mar<±21-24.1966:"The 
Phuong Dinh village. 22 kilome- 
ters south of Chu Lai. now exists 
only on staff maps. It was razed 
under a deluge of fire together 
with two othe villages subjeaed 
to operation "Texan" conducted 
by three battalions of Marines. 
Not even single tree was spared 
by American shells. To the north 
and at the edge of the village, a 
rice field w as turned into a char- 
nal house. Scores of putrified 
corpses were thrown pellmel! 10 
Inches deep into muddy water. Not 
even one human being was alive 
in the village. .Neither women nor 
childrei; were found there." 

C'-mi: tn" ijig "Vt the 
widely-[iu;,licl/ed :>a. ific.-it'.'.ii 
prograrti i,f the i :.i:c.: -^'.ite,' 
and Saigon govemmeni, Mr. 
Pham characterized it as a 
system uf concentration camps 
designed to overcome the will 
of N.L.F, supporter* to resist. 
"Whettk.T called agrovilles. 
strategic hamlets, or pacifi- 
cation." Mr. Pham assened, 
"tliese programs spring from the 
same consideration — that the 
guerillas live and work amoi% 
the population." Maintaining that 
America could not admit this 
ipenly without facing contradic- 
ion in its official claim that the 
war resulted from North Viet- 
namese agression, Mr. Pham 
continued by way oi an analogy 
comparing the N.L.F. forces to 
fish in water: "To get rid of 
the guerrllas, you (US milbaiy 
command) scoop out the water and 
catch the fish. Without the water, 
the fish would inevitably die. What 
they fall to understand is that the 
water itself contains fish." 
Mr. Fham described as an 
understatement the US military 
command's rationale for estab- 
lishing pacification, that "every 
peasant might be a Vietcong." 
In reality, he added, almost all 
the South Vietnamese peasants 
are active supporters of the 
N.L.F. Destruction within US 
base perimeters could not be ex- 
plained any otter way, he con- 
cluded. 

"I di n t see any Vietnamese 
bearing any grudge against ordl 
nary .Americans, an off iclal of the 
National Liberation Front (N.- 
L.F.) commented in a pn ject- 
tlon of future relations between 
America and Vietnam at the end 
of the war. 

The spolcesman, Pham Van Chu- 
ong, correspondent of the Libera- 
tion Press .Agency, discussed a 
variety of political topics in an 
interview here at the Front's 
Czecholosvakian Mission located 
on the fourth floor of an office 
building in downtown Prague. 

Formally, he related, the Viet- 
nam independence forces made a 
distinction t>etween the French 
govenunent and the French 
people, as illustrated by today's 
conUal relations between French 
and Vietnamese amdeBts, artists, 
and worlcen. It will only 
be natural tlierefore, he con- 
tinued, for die N.L.F. to make 
the same dlstteetioa regarding 
America. 

According to Mr. Pham. the 
N.L.F. represents a broad co- 
alition of political, religious, cul- 
tural, and labor groiq>s In the 
South, united In a common effort

to liberate South Vietnam from 
American military domination 
and the dictatorial rule of the 
Ky regime. Mr. Pham explained 
that the Frrint is now receiving 
consideraiiie suppon frcm he 
Soviet Union, China, and North 
Vietnam. "And that is no secret," 
he added. 
Politically, Mr. Pham, ex- 
plained, the Front sta.nds for in- 
dependence, democracy, peace, 
and neutraliiy in ^he South with 
gradual reunification with the 
.North. In foreign affairs, he said, 
this meant that the Front could 
accept no foreign military bases 
on Vietnamese soil, norwouldit 
join any military alliance. The 
Front will, however, seek to 
establish friendly relations with 
all countries and accept techni- 
cal aid. Mr. Pham declared, 
"provided no political strings are 
attached and tte relationship Is 
conducted on an equal footing." 
In Mr. Pham's opinion, the re- 
lation between the United States 
and ll>e present Saigon govern- 
ment is not an equal one. 
If and when the United States 
withdraw^ from Vietnam, the 
Friint will seek to estajlish a 
coalition g(i\emnient m the South 
that includes "elements not now 
In the Frent,' Mr. Phans 
indicated. Whether this coalition 
would include or exclude mem- 
bers of the present Ky govern- 
ment or members of the Con- 
struent A 5<:embly, be pointed out. 
h is n : yet been officially Stated 
by 'he Fr ^nt. 

He did tiiemlon, however, that 
the makeup of any future coali- 
tion depended on "practical con- 
ditions." After the fall of Diem, 
lie related, practical conditions 
persuaded ilie Front to offer 
anuiesty to officers, though not 
generals, in the Saigon army. 
Some quarters, particularly 
Americans willing to recognize 
the Front as a major constituent 
in any future government, have 
expressed apprehension that the 
Front will dominate tte coali- 
tion and anempt to liquidate Its 
former enemies. Tte Front, ac- 
cording to otjservers, considers 
ttese fears ill-founded In i^h: 
of Its public statements wel- 
coming anyone to Its inemtersh^) 
wbo subscrU>es to Vietnamese 
sctf-determination, regardless 
of political teliefs or past acti- 
vities. Moreover, tte Front con- 
siders such apprehensions as 
delaying tactics similar to ones 
tte French government made on 
belialf of its local siq>poners for 
staying in Algeria. 

Queries abmu Pmnler Kosy- 
gln's and Prime Minister Wil- 
son's efforts last week to con- 
vince .America to suspend bomb- 
ing of the North, ,\1r. Pham 
characterized as a "pre-text for 
further escalation President 
Johnson's charge that a steady 
stream of North Vietnamese sup- 
ply trucks and ships to tte South 
warranted resumption of US 
aerial bombardirient. 

Past excuses forescalaiion, ac- 
cording to Mr. Pham, have oc- 
curred since the Tonkin Gulf 
Incident in .August, 1%4, when 
Pres. Johnson justified initial 
bombings of the Northern coast 
as punishment for unprovoked 
attacks on US patrol ships. Tte 
N.L.F. correspondent funter 
cited as a pretext America's 
justification of strategic bomb- 
ing attacks on tte Nonh com- 
mencing In February, 1965, In 
retaliation for an attack on US

played in America's decision to 
support tte French. In 1" lit- 
erature, the NX.F. quotes a Ne« 
York TIMES editorial of 19^0 
"Indo-Chlna la a prize wortn 
a large gamble. Even before 
World War U, Indo-Chlna yielded 
dividends estimated at^ 
million dollars per year.'

Dean of Students 

What you are reading about in today's FLAMBEAU 
is the greatest thing that has been proposed in Talla- 
hassee since FSCW became coed two decades ago. 

Finally, Florida State University is taking a giant 
step forward into the 20th Century. As of July 1, 1967, 

-T- should be ranked as one of the, if not THE, most 
. -gressive universities in the South — indeedalmost 
the entire United States. 

In less than a year Dean of Students John J. Carey 
nas done more in the Division of Student Affairs 
than has been done in the past 20 years. The changes 
ii as proposea are long overdue in a university of 
;::..)St 15,000 students. 

Ihe most significant aspect of the proposal 
is that of separating the duties of counseling and 
discipline in the dormitories and in \^■estcott Hall. 
V\ ith this change, students should feel free to go to 
a dorm counselor for aid and advice without fear of 
fficial reprimand due to the counselor reporting to 
" roper authority." 

C ompletely abolishing the offices of Dean of Men 
!nd Dean of Women is logical. In this day and age 
idea of having these offices is archaic. Under 
•i.c new system the matters presently handled by 
these offices would be handled more efficiently 
and equitably. 

Also, it might be pointed out that this would come 
lose to making the title of Dean an academic honor 
rather than a fear-inspiring word in the minds of 
■tudents. 

So far, so good. What is needed now is going the 
rest of the wj^ and abolishing the Dean of Students. 
^Ve do not advocate abolishing the Division of Student 
Affairs, but we do advocate making the title of Dean 
ttiily academic at Florida State. 

Where there is a Dean (rf Students now, there should 
Le a Vice President of Student Affairs. Why not? 
Already there is a Vice President of Academic Affairs 
and a Vice President of Administrative Affairs. 

The Vice President of Student Affairs would round 

* the executive officers to encompass all areas 
■ the University. No longer would the man who is 
second only to the President of the University in 
-tudent affairs take a back seat in title and status. 

The time is ripe for this change to be made. How 
ibout it, Mr. President?

Dean Carey Proposes New 
Division of Student Affairs 

A new and different administrative structure which woulc! eliminate the posi- 
tions of Dean of Men and Dean of Women was proposed yesterday by Dean of 
Students John J. Carey. 

K approved, the reorganization would go into effect July 1 , the day after 
Dean of Men Donald Loucks' and Dean of Women Katherine Warren's resig- 
nations take effect. 

According to Carey, the Division of Student Affairs consists of 10 depart- 
ments at the present time, all of which are administratively responsible to 
him or to Assoc. Dean of Students Jack Arnold. Under the new plan, the whole 
department would be subdivided into three areas: student services, student 
counseling and student activities. 

Each of the separate categor- administrative plan would be the

Since the administrative struc- 
ture of the Division of Student A- 
ffairs has remained essentially 
ihe same for the past 20 years, 
Carey noted that the growth of 
he siudent body and the increas- 
ing variety of needed student ser- 
vices prompted him to consider 
reorganising the division. 
Carey's suggested reorgniza- 
tion places all student activities 
under the responsibility of an 
assistant dean of students. The 
University Union, student pub- 
lications, Greek organizations, 
student activities and t)rganiza- 
tions, intramurals and Westcott 
Auditorium would be in this 
realm. 

Carey has confirmed thai pre- 
sent Assoc. Dean of Students 
Jack Arnold would continue in 
his duties, but his responsibi- 
lities would be redefined to in- 
clude health services, housing, 
off -campus housing, financial 
aid, placement, and disciplin- 
ary and judicial affairs. 
The third sub-division would be 
that of counseling, under another 
associate dean of students. This 
administrator would be in charge 
of the Counseling Center, resi- 
dence hall counseling, off-cam- 
pus counselli%, the forei^i stu- 
dents' office, student records 
and orientation. 
"We are trying to break away 
from this image which the of- 
fices of the deans have now," 
said Carey. By completely sep- 
arating thedisciplinary and coun- 
seling functions, be hopes that 
students would not confuse the 
offices. 

The dlsc^linary aspect would 
be handled by investigative bod- 
ies idlich would work closely with 
the campus judicial organiza- 
tions." he related. "Hopefully 

this would operateonamorc pro- 
fessional level than before," he 
added. 

Now Carey said, persons in stu- 
dent personnel are forced to as- 
sume disciplinary and investiga- 
tive responsibilities as well as 
counseling duties. 

'We feel that the separation of 
these two would enable the coun- 
selors to work in amoreeffect-

with the problems of individual 
students." 

Under the new program, Carey 

pointed out that all departments 
of the Division of Student Affairs 
would be distinguished by func- 
tion, rather than according to sex. 
All the responsibilities formally

Women would be integrated and 
combined in the two new proposed 
deans. 
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Powell Controversy Could 
Spur Congressional Rules 



WASHINGTON {AP)-The Adam 
Clayton Powell case is pushing 

Congress :o :he brink of draft- 
ing meanmgfui rules to police 
i:s ,'wn conduct. 

To date, more than 75 bills 
proposing ethical standards for 
representatives have been Intro- 
duced in the House, most of 
them Dom in the controversy 
stirred by the high-flying Har- 
lem preacher. 

There were many last year, 
too. Bui they got nowhere. Still 
other biiis have been introduced 
in the Senate. There, a specia. 
ethics committee — set up after 
revelations of the wheeling and 
dealing of Booby Baker— is 
Investigating allegations that Sen. 
Thomas J. Dcdd, [)-Conn., con- 
verted tc personal use funds 
raised for him at campaign and 
testimonial dinners. Dodd denies 
the charges. 

The drive for some sort of 
ethical guidelines is being 
spurred on by an outpouring of 
words from members w. rried 
about growing public suspicion 
of the moral climate in Congress. 

Chairman William M. Colmer, 
D-Miss., said Wednesday the 
House Rules Committee hopes to 
make a recommendation next 
week on what sort of committee 
should police ethics. 

There have been no witnesses 
during several weeks of hearings 
who opposed the Idea of setting 
up a watchdog group. 

The House Administration Com- 
mittee Wednesday Increased the 



membership of its ethics and 
contracts subcommittee from 7 
to 10 members— five from each 
party- -and the House voted $50,- 
000 for the subcommittee's acti- 
vities. The subcommittee is one 
of the candidates for ethics 
watchdog in the Rules Committee 
deliberations. 
Some samples of the cries of 
concern that have echoed through 
Congress in recent days include: 
•The public's faith In Congress 
is going steadily down, down, 
down." 
"Let us c.ean h use." 
"Our linen is m the line." 
"A cloud of moral suspicion 
IS hanging corrosively over ttie 
sr.; ire Congress." 

In recent years, Congress has 
been severe in its surveillance 
of the executive and judicial 
branches. But the public appar- 
ently believes Congress failed 
to watch itself. 
A recent Gallup Poll asked 
Americans whether they thought 
misuse of govemme:;: funds by 
congressmen was f ainy c- >mmon. 
Sixty per cent said yes. 21 per 
cent said no and 19 per cent 
had no opinion. 

In many ways. Congress has 
itself to thank for the current 
crisis of confidence In its integ- 
rity. 

Members of Congress who are 
bankers can sit on a committee 
framing legislation affecting 
banks. 

Those who own big farms can 
sit on agriculture committees 



that draft bills for price sup- 
p rts on crops they raise them- 
selves. 

A congressman who is a law- 
yer can personally represent- 
or his law firm can represent — 
clients before courts or regula- 
tory agencies that depend on 
Congress for operating funds. 

A senator w^o has big oil hold- 
ings can flgat on the Senate 
floor for legislation benditing 
the Oil ifldtistry. 

A senator or representative can 
put his relatives on the congres- 
sional payroll--ln fact, a recent 
AP survey showed that more 
than 50 did at some lime during 
the past year. 

Or a congressman can, with 
the taxpayers picking up the tab, 
fly off to Paris, to Rome, to 
Hong Kong on official business, 
maybe concerned with interna- 
tional problems, maybe con- 
cerned with personal 
pit .lEure. 

Why doesn't Congress set up 
strict ethical standards? 

The reasons, minor and major. 

are manifold. But a key one 
is this: t-^thlcs are w :.derfui t. 
talk about, but hard : itfine 
and still harder to e;ii .ce. 1 he 
world of ethics is, in fact, a 
gray, shadowy, encharted thick- 
et where delicate legal and mor- 
al questions lurfc. 

The I'owell case already has 
produced some reform in the 
House, albeit slight.

He said atKirk's request 
he discussed the matter with Dar- 
den several weeks before Darden 
was indicted for mlsustag sdiool 
property. 

Kirk wasn't available for com- 
ment but Darden' s attorney said 
he planned to sue the governor. 

Attorney Ed Kirkland said he 
would put the suit in the mail to- 
day. He ctaargedKirkhadexceed- 

ed his aiohorlty in hiring Week- 
enhut a^Rtsfarhiswaron crime. 

Darden,49. was Indicted on four 
counts of grand larceny Ftb. 23 
following an investigation by a 
Wackenfaut agent who testified he 
found a waAerdryer aet in Dar- 
den's Htusville home diat been 
purdiased with achool funds. 

KiiUand said his suit would 
cbarge tliat Ae Wackenfaut firm 
was paid by funds "not adminis- 
tered by law." 

He announced he would put the 
suit in the mall today and would 
name a "hi^ government of- 
ficial" who had been askedby the 
governor to seek Darden' s resig- 
nation. He later confirmed the 
man was Christian. 

Christian, queried b;, reporters 
while speaking at Atlantic Beach, 
said he had discussed iJarden 
with the governor and had been 
advised 'jarden might be indicted. 

"He Kirk did ask ;ne to discuss 
this with him barden and 1 did in 
a professional manner. I'm sorry 
that somany people were involved 



in this incident," Christian said. 
Kirkland said Christian contac- 
ted Darden by telephone Jan. 6 
and was met with an unequivo- 
cal refusal from Darden, later 
removed from the board by Kirk.

Assassination Probed 



NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - A 
grand jury moved Into the con- 
troversial Kennedy assassina- 
tion probe yesterday with a sub- 
poena for a lawyer wbo once in- 
cluded Lee Harvey Oswald among 
his clients. 

The Orleans Parish County 
grand Jury ordered Dean A. An- 
drews Jr. to appear at its secret 
session for questioning. 

It marked the grand jury's first 
step into the Investigatlon.which 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison contends 
will prove that a conspiracy was 
hatched in New Orleans which 
culminated in the assassination of 
President John F. Kenedy in 
Dallas Nov. 22. 1963. 

The Warren Commission said 
Oswald, a former New Orleans 
resident, shot the president and 
there was no credible evidence 
any one else was Involved. 

Andrews, ^Mbo said he handled a 
few minor legal matters for Os- 
wald In the summer of 1963, told 
the Warren Commission that- 
shortly after the assasslnatic ; - a 
man he knew as Clay Benrand 
telephoned him and a^cad that be 
represent Oswald. 

The FBI could never find aCUy 
Bertrand. Garrison contends that 
Clay L. Shaw, a prosperous .\ew 
Orleans businessman, used the 



name bertrd-d as an alias. 

Shaw, -4, ; rr er -^lanagmgdir- 
ector of the International Trade 
Mart here was axrested March 1 
and booked on conspiracy to mur- 
der. He is free on $10,000 bond. 

Under Loulsana law, being 
booked does not constitute a for- 
mal dbarge. The question of for- 
mal charge niay be decided Tues- 
day at an umuuai preliminary 
hearing for Shaw In Criminal Dis- 
tria Court. 

Shaw's attorneys lost a bid Wed- 
nesday to have the case quashed- 
bttt Criminal DIR. Judge Bernard 
Bagert said Garrison may have to 
produce his unidentified Vonfi- 
dentlal Informant" i^ainst Staw 
during the preliminary bearing. 

"It Is my inclination now that 
the identity of the Infoimant will 
have to be disclosed at the hear- 
ing," said Judge Bagert, after re- 
fusing to dismiss the case on a 
claim of lack of jurisdiction. 

The Informant was first men- 
tioned in Garrison's application 
for a warrant to search Shaw's 
home. The application alleged 
that Shaw, Oswald, David W.Fer- 
rle and others met at Ferrle's 
apartment here in September 
1963 and agreed "to klU John F. 
Kennedy."

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EDITORIALS 

New Elections 

Wednesday afternoon the Board of Student Publi- 
cations met for the annual selection of editors 

for the various campus publications. The selec- 
tion, which normally runs very smoothly, ended 
in utter chaos. 

It seems that some people were elected, some 
were rejected and others were delayed. 

One publication had several applicants. No one 
was selected because the Board wanted to take 
more time to study their applications 

The other four publications each had only one 
applicant. Two people were elected and two were 
rejected. The reasons for rejecting two applicants 
were: 1) The Board did not like to have to settle 
for only the one applicant ~ the Board wanted a 
choice. 

In questioning the qualifications of the applicants, 
the Board said neither had the required grade point 
average. The Board's decision was based upon the 
Student Body Constitution which says in part: the 
applicant "must have an overall scholastic average 
of 2.3 for the position of Editor-in -Chief. . . or 
have achieved (this) average in the trimester pre- 
ceeding their application. . . " 

The Constitution also states; "The Board of Stu- 
dent Publications may waive these requirements, 
if there are no individuals applying who have the 
above qualifications." 

One of the rejected applicants received a 3.0 
average last trimester but his overall was still 
short of 2.3. The other had a 2.29 average. 

In the Board's interpretation, neither afiplicant was 
qualified and the members chose not to waive the 
requirements. The Board members said they wanted 
to re-open the call for applications to see if more 
people would apply. 

As for the other two publications which also had 
only one person running for the editorship, there 
were no problems or qualms in the Board's accep- 
tance of the applicants. 

There is an inconsistency in these actions. In 
one case three applicants appeared to be too nviny, 
in two cases one applicant was not enough, but 
in two other cases one applicant was just right. 

This is ridiculous. If the Board of Publications 
wants extra time to review applications, arrange- 
ments should be made previous to the night of 
the election. Also, if the Board is to insist on having 
more than one applicant for each publication it 
should be stated when it is announced tliat appli- 
cations are being accepted for the positions. 

Finally, if the Board of Publications is not going 
to accept the only applicant for any publication, 
then the same should hold true for .ALL publi- 
cations with only one applicant. 

The actions of the Board of Student Publications 
are not final until accepted by the Dean of Stu- 
dents and the President of the University. In the 
sense of fair play and good judgment, we ask 
the Board to either accept all of the lone appli- 
cants or none of them. At this time we would 
prefer to see all positions, that had one applicant, 
be re-opened for applications. 

If the Board will not take this action, we en- 
courage the Dean of Students to call new elections 
for the four publications.

The second basic reason for 
" American agression" In Viet - 
nam, according to Mr. Pham. 
Is the strategic mllltar> role 
South Vietnam has played his- 
torically as the main mllitai^ 
access to control of Cambodia, 
Laos, and North Vietnam. In 
1865. he remarked the French 
InvjJed the southern part of Viet- 
nam first in their drive to con- 
quer Indu-Chlna. .■Vgain In 1945. 
he continued, the French used 
South V ietnam as a jumping off 
point in anacking the Nordi where 
a government under Ho Chi Mlnh 
had declared us independence 
from French, Japanese, andother 
foreign rule. 

Mr. Pham held that .America's 
prime military interest in V iet- 
nam is to create and maintain 
a permanent circle of air bases 
"too big and too many" for the 
sole purpose of advising the Viet- 
namese, according to the 
observations ot Mr. Pham. 
The third reason he dted was 
the evolution in American mili- 
tary strategy from massive re- 
taliation in the 1950's. to waging 
lirnited wars In the 1960's, to 
projected "limited, limited 
wars" in the 1970's. "For man;, 
years," the correspondent ex- 
plained, " Vmerican strategy was 
to deliver an intensive, lightening 
response to what it called agres- 
sion frttm the other side." 
After ttie Kurean VV..r a-id the 
death of Secretary of State I )ulles. 
.Mr. Pham continued, there 
e lerged a "more flexible 
r sponse." He cited General 
Maxwell Taylor's theorv of coun- 
ter- insurgency warfare as the 
model for currer,: ^•nerlcan 
strateg> in V iet-j ju. li is in 
this sense th.it the N.L.F. accuses 
America of using Vietnam as 
"the ideal testing ground" for 
perfeaing experimental wea- 
pons. 

In Mr. Pham's cry stal ball, tlie 
United States plans to apply coun- 
ter-insurgency warfare to main- 
tain the social and economic 
status quo in other nations in 
Asia, Latin America, and .Africa 
if it is successful in Vietnam. 
But unexpeaedh . Mr. Pham con- 
tends, the United States dis- 
covered In Vietnam that It could 
not rel> on lir power to Intimi- 
date the jnilaMcri jnJ al so Sf rl- 
ousl . iin^leresrij'iateii ttie wl!! of 
the N.l .F. .0 resist. 

In support of rJiis j:;. 
I'hj:-i s^ser\ eii ;h it, 
.AnieriCj f'eiia;; tvi cn'r, 
forces, did the war 
cause an impact on the American 
public. Prevloush. he com- 
mented, when the US ,Mllltar\ 
Coninuind relied on planes and 
helicopters to avoid losses of 
G.l.'s. the war commanded lit 
tie publicit\ or concern b\ the 
general American public. Tie 
US Milltar) Cortiiiiand, he con 
eluded, would lot uri::ecessaril\ 
risic ad\erse reaction to the 
deaths of Xr- ericin soldiers un- 
less It had to co-;i-i!it combat 
troops to avoid losini: ihe war. 

The final. Immediate cause for 
America's "clinging" in Viet- 
nam, according to .Mr. Pham, 
is national pride and unwilling- 
ness to admit defeat by a small 
nation. "President Johnson has 
stated over and over again that 
America means 'to set an exam- 
ple, to give a lesson.' to the Viet-

Pham. whose own province was 
divided in 1954 at the l"th paral- 
lel, stated that because of dif- 
ferent social and political 
systems now prevailing between 
North and South Vietnam, the 
N.L.F. conceives of reunification 
as a gradual process, extending 
over a period of years. 

Asked whether the N.l .h. would 
pcr'n.r the Lnitec NaMons. the 
International Con:ro; Co'nmlS- 
sion, or another glof a! -irganiza- 
:ijn to supervise elections m the 
S ■uil .r idminlster reunifl- 
Cdiioii. .Mr. FhaiTi replied that 
tt»e N.L.F. has not made a defi- 
nitive pollc> on the role of third 
parties. In this connection he ex- 
plained thai the .N.L.F. has been 
highly critical of US Secretary- 
General U Tltant's second point 
to ending the war, namely that 
calling for bilateral deescalation 
of mUUar> aalvities by America 
and the NX.F. .\coordlng to the 
Front, Mr. Pham communicated. 
"Tliere is no point in asking 
victims to cease resistance a- 
gainst aggressors." U Thant's 
statements take an attitude of a 
"plagLie o.'j both \our houses." 
.Mr. I har:-, assertevl, when there 
are ^OO.WX) LS troops m Viet- 
nam and not a single V tetnamese 
soldier on American territory. 

The NX.F. believes that .Ameri- 
ca has conipJetely miscalculated 
its will n resist. "I am not 
boasting." Mr. Pham maintained, 
"but the Vietnamese are very 
scrupulous about itsir uUmosi- 
des--no cotnpromises." He then 
recited the history of the Viet- 
namese struggle for national in- 
dependence since 40 B.C. against 
the Chinese. French, Japanese 
and now the Americans. 

.As to some claim s that two V let- 
nams prescnth exist. Mr. F'ham 
clarifieif N.I .F. thinking: "Up 
until the Gereva agreements, 
there was onl\ one Vietnam for 
thousands of vears. When France 
cai?ie in the 19th centur-, there 
vas onh one.

Using a $426 000 three-year 
grant from the Public Health Ser- 
vice, the Florida State School of 
Nursing and WFSU- TV plan to 
produce 40 television videotapes 
on nursing techniques for vZistrl- 
butlon to 24 Florida institutions. 

Florida presently has four dip- 
loma programs in nursing, five 
bachelor of scienceprograms and 
15 associate degree programs. 
Miss Vivian Duxbury, dean of die 
School of Nursing, said. 

"With the rapid emergence of 
the associate degree program in 
Florida, getting qualified faculty 



in sufficient numbers has been a 
major problem," she said. 
"The development of television 
materials will enable the nursing 
programs to increase their en- 
rollments and still be able to pro- 
vide a sound educational program 
for the student," Dean Duidjury 
said. 

"It will also conserve faculty 
time which is currently used in 
repetitions setting up and taking 
down demonstrations designed to 
teach nursing students skills 
ranging from bed bath to the ad- 
ministration of owgen therap\," 



Dean Duxby said. 

The TV lessons will also pro- 
vide a better and more detailed 
view of the demonstration than 
students, often in classes of 50 
or more, can get when equipment 
Is set up In the nursing labora- 
tory . st,e said.

Florida Is currendy In use at the 
University of Florida, St. Peters- 
burg Junior College, Florida State 
and Florida A and M University, 
but "no ideal set of lessons is 
pre«e"tl\ en videotape for pmper 
uti;:, : si.iit v.

Busy Week for Congress viet Meeting

WASHINGTON (AP) -Senate de- 
cisions on a consular treaty with 
the Soviet Union will make the 
main congressional voting news 
this week. But more Capitol Hill 
headlines are likely to come from 
public examinations of a sen- 
ator's finances and of the anti- 
poverty program. 

After more warmup debate on 
Monday, the Senate starts voting 
Tuesday on two reservations to 
the consualr convention. These 
have been offered by Sen. Karl 
Mundt, R-SJ3., and proponents of 
tl» treaty say if diey are adopted 
the paa will be killed because 
Moscow will reject it. 
"I'm cautiously optimistic we can 
defeat these reservations," said 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 
field of Montana. 

The Senate ethics committee be- 
gins on Monday its inqfuiry into the 
financial affa^s of Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd, D-Con., seeking to 
learn how he handled extensive 
sums raised at testimonial af- 
fairs put on by friends. 

The group expects to look alsi 
Into Dodd's expense accoun 
claims and his reported accept- 
ance of favors from corporations. 

Probably less sensational but 
potentially more far-reaching in 
Its effects on the nation will be a 
Senate Labor subcommittee in- 
quiry, also opening Monday, into 
the antlpoverty program. This is 
expected to last four months and 
could result in extensive reshap- 
ing of one of the most controver- 
sial of President Johnson's 
"Great Society" projects.

MOSCOW (AP)-Former Soviet 
Premier Nlkita S. Khrushchev 
was mobbed Sunday by friendly 
Russians when he made a rare 
public appearance to vote in a 
parliamentary election. 

Khrushchev, 72, looking thinner 
and older than in his days of 
power, said ' let there be peace" 
when asked if he bad a message 
for the world. 

At least 1,000 Russians turned 
out to see tttelr former leader 
vote at the schooUiouse polling 
place near his downtown Moscow 
apartment. His appearance had 
not been announced in advance 
but he had cast his ballot there 
In last June's elections and people 
expected Iiim again. 

Khruschev raised his hand tc 
bis familiar gray Homburg hai 
and smiled as Russians called 
out, "HeUo, Nlkita Sergeyevlch" 
and waved to him. 

Forgotten 

MOSCOW (AP)-The Soviet Union 
took only casual notice Sunday of 
the 50th anniversary of the revo- 
lution that ended tsarist rule of 
Russia and established a middle- 
class government. 

The Bolsheviks overthrew that 
govemm.ent eight months later 
and will celebrate that event Nov. 
7. The press, radio and tele- 
vision arealreadyfull of material 
on "50 years of communism." 

But Sunday only a few anicles 
mentioned the "February Revo- 
lution." By the calendar then used 
in Russia, the key day of a tumul- 
tuous period in Petrograd, the 
capital of Tsar Nikolai II. was 
Feb. 27 -March 12 bythe Western 
calendar.

Up to You 

In a recent editorial we implied that the FSU's 
Alpha Phi Omega service fraternity discriminated 
on the basis of race. 

The next few days we heard complaints from all 
over campus that we were wrong. After the APO 
president, past-president, advisor, et.al. told us 
"the truth" on tlie matter we decided to clear 
the name of APO v.ith a retraction. 

The retraction caused complaints from the other 
side. 

This issue has no empirical data to base any 
sort of decision upon. Therefore in the hopes of 
being as fair as possible, we shall present both 
sides and leave it up to the reader to decide. 

APO claims: 1) The Negro did not have enough 
service hours; 2) He did poorly on pledge tests; 

3) He did not go to social events with the chapter; 

4) If there was any discrimination, it was in the 
Negro's favor; and 5) Because the FSU APO chapter 
has athletic contests and social interaction with 
the FAMU chapter, they do not discriminate. 

According to the Negro in question and a person 
who was an officer when tiie Negro was voted out 
and a few other individuals: 1) The Negro had 
80 service hours (40 required and APO claims 
he had only 30); 2) He had a B plus average on 
pledge tests; 3) He did attend several parties with 
the chapter; 4) Ehiring the meeting when the Negro 
was voted out an APO brother said, "Do you want 
to call a black man brother?"; 5) APO could not 
have a social function in many places because 
there was a Negro in the chapter, 

Because there are no facts to prove or disprove 
the various claims we leave it up to you to decide.

The Governor of Florida has 
pledged to make Florida "number 
one" in education.

The gloDa.1 warfare between FSU and the U of F ath- 
letic teams is taking an orbit for the worse. Follow- 
ing Saturday's golf win and tennis loss, the ledger 

reads 2-9 versus Gator squads in 1966-1967. 

Two seemingly short years ago the record was an 
eye-opening 8-1. Is this alarming reversal of success 
against our key rival as ominous as it appears to be? 

Seminold losses in football, basketball, tennis, 
track, swimming and golf are seriously upsetting, but 
the string of defeats does not portend total darkness 
hy a long shot. 

Most of the current year's defeats to the U of F 
were hotly contested, as were the victories in 1964- 
1965. Does anyone question that the football game last 
fall was an evenly matched affair? 

Basketball losses were decisive, but, a worn-out 
phrase notwithstanding, there will be a change in the 
cage next year. 

Baseball competition is yet to oome, and the FSU 
diamond squad has five different games with the gri- 
sly crocodiles. 

Although competition with the U of F is still on an 
even basis, there are certain danger signs which e- 
merge on the sporting surface. 

FSU kept in football recruiting this year, but evi- 
dence appears that Gator money is outweighing; our 
funds in certain areas. The U of F landed Neal Walk, 
the state's top basketball prospect two years ago; 
whereas Coach Husrh Durham had to find his prize 
recruit, Larry Moore, from an all-service team. 

Tennis Coach Lex Wood has only two men on full- 
time schlorships, while his U of F counterpart has 
six. Bim Stults has molded championship teams at 
the FSU pool, despite having less money than Gator 
swimmers. 

Gainesville athletes will be treated to a lavish new 

dormitor\' in the near future. Dollar signs are expand- 
ing, but don't count the Seminoles out.

Assn. (USSPA), a young organi- 
zation of which the FLORIDA

created a committee to deal with 
censorship disputes in its col- 
lege members newspapers. 
A congress formed last summer 
established a standing committee 
on censorship with the responsi- 
bility to intervene in censorsh^) 
cases, to recommend National 
Executive Board (NEB) censure 
of the Individuals responslblefor 
censoring a college paper and to 
submit an annual report on cen- 
sorship. 

Success has been limited so far 
because of the difficulty of es- 
tabllsliing an effective network 
of committee representatives 
across the country. 

Committee Chairman Phi Ga- 
ron, managing editor of die Rice 
University Thresher, has inter- 
vened in some cases, arnoi^ 
them pre-censorsh^) of copy in 
the Texas A & M University 
Battalion and the firing of the 
editor. Protest letters were sent 
to the Texas A & M President 
Earl Rudder, aad the NEB for- 
mally censured Rudder and the 
public relations director. 

At Queens College, the e^r 



was suspended from his position 
for the rest of the semester 
because he printed an cnicle 
analyzing power relationships In 
the deans' offices. Appealing this 
decision, the editor presented 
tetters supporting his right to 
publish the anlcle from faculty 
members, former editors of the 
paper and from the USSPA gen- 
eral secretary.

Kirk Challenged, 
First Suit Filed 



TALLAHASSEE (AP)-A suit 
setting the stage for the first 
legal challenge of Gov. Claude 

Kirk's privately run crime com- 
mission was filed in the Florida 
Supreme Court Monday. 

The suit prepared by the at- 
torney for suspended Brevand 
County school superintendent 
Woodrow Darden, says that Kirk 
is on an "illegal course" and 
demands that Kirk account for 
money his office has collected 
for the priv«ely financed "war 
on crime.' 

It was received In tbe weekend 
mall at the clerk's office. 

Kirk's office in 7 allahassee said 
the governor had no immediate 
comment and didn't believe the 
governor had seen the papers. 

No immediate hearing date was 
set by the high court. 

In strong terms, tiae suit claimed 
Kirk does not have tbe statutory 
or constitutional authority for 
collecting funds for the "war on 
crime" and not reporting them 
t'l the state.

The question is: Are there 
any reasons for such ideas to be spreading across 
the United States? 

According to the Defense Department, the only 
missiles on the little island to the south are 
sam's, surface-to-air-missiles. Such missiles are 
for defensive measures only and could not be used 
in an attack on the United States. 

Refugees from the island, however, recently re- 
ported that Russian generals have taken command 
of a battery of long range ballistic missiles located 
on the Communist held island-missiles which, ac- 
cording to reports, could threaten the United States. 

Who are we to believe? Are we to accept, without 
question, the statement our Department of De- 
fense that the only missiles on the island of Cuba 
are short range weapons which can not endanger 
the safety of American lives or that long range 
missiles do exist on the Cuban island and that 
they are being commanded Russians? 

The statement by our Department of Defense 
appears to be the shakier of the two. Back before 

the 1962 crisis thev were making the same confident 
statements that Cuba had no missiles which could 
threaten the United States. 

The point which should worry every American 
citizen is not whether the loi^ range missiles 
are manned and ready on the island, but rather 

that the Department of Defense, in situations such 
as this, tries to keep tlie public in a fairyland, 
admitting the truth cmly when they have no other 
choice. 

Physically, Cuba would never launch a missile 

attack upon the United States because of the know- 
ledge that such an attack would end in the complete 
desolation of the Communist toe-hold in the new 
world. 

We ask the question, does the Department of De- 
fense feel it is doing a good job when it lies to 

the American public about facts, coming forth with 
the truth only when trapped in a direct lie? 

If Americans can question the honesty of a single 
governmental department then the entire system 
is weakened and in danger of collapsing.

We must now take It ^x>n our- 
selves CO accept the responsibi- 
lity of being mature studeus. 

ff ttwse changes seem "radi- 
cal,' it Is because our present 
ndes system has Iain relatively 
dormant for 30 years and we must 
now catch up widi die other 25 lar- 
gest sdiools in the ntiton. 
(1) That no-bours dorms be es- 
tablished for all second quarter 
freshmen and up wbo attain a 2.0 
average or better. 

(2) That, for theprotectionofper- 
sons and belongings, ail dormi- 
tories be locked at 1 a.m. any 
night of the week and either of 
these alternate plans of entry be 
established : (a) a key system, 
supported by the students invol- 
ved; (b) a nig^l watcharnn estab- 
lished in each dorm at the front 
door. 

(3) That the pareiital permission 
forms mailed to parents at the 
beginning of the freshman year be 
highl) liberalized and humanized. 

(4) That tlie parental permission 
forms be mailed every yearuntll 
the student Is 21 years old. 



(5) That at the affe of 21 die stu- 
dent is free to ^ oik iriien and 
where they please. 

(6) And that in Signing out only 
phone numbers for emergency 
purposes be necessary. 

(7) That the "gtiidellnes" for 
social conduct be immediately 
dropped and left to "L^ar .\bby** 
where they belong. 

(8) Decentralize all dormitory 
rules, allowing the women, by 
democratic process, to make 
their own rules guided by the pur- 
pose of aiding a person's scholas- 
dc endeavor at FSU. 

(9) That we write as few rules as 
possible as this does not lend us 
to as mudi mlsliaapretation as 
presendy occars. 

(10) That any rules wiildi are 
judged by die students and deans 
of this university to be morality 
Judgments beaboUshadimmedlar- 
tely. This indudes wortbless 
"motel" rules. 

(11) That more communication 
between the Dean of Students and 
the Student Senate be condoned, In 
a manner feasible to both parties. 

(12) That the Women's Senate, in 
conjunction with the recent an- 
nouncement of the Dean of Stu- 
dent's office, on the aiiolishment 
of Dean of Mer. and Dean of Wo- 
men, abolish Its power honorably 
for the betterment of the students 
of FSU and look forward to ful- 
filling its task and purposes 
through the Student Senate. 

(13) That the Student Senate take 
the responsibility of recognizing 



State. Fedral and County laws as 
their guidelines In conduct on and 
off campus; they are quite clear, 
in dieir meaning, and a restate- 
ment of their purpose is not nec- 
essary in our university rules, in 
fact sudi rewriting Is unconstitu- 
tional. 

(14) That the faculty andadmir- 
Istratlon be provided with seats i.-, 
the Student Senate on an advisor, 
basis; a lot of the mal-praciiceof 
the former women and student 
senates could have been avol(ted 
if we had some advice fronj ex- 
perts in their fields; the senate 
may wish to recognize the advice 
or not as they see fit. 

(15) In what will be hoped to be 
its last legislative act on rules, 
we hope the women's senate will 
recognize the student's maturity 
and voice in diis matter. 

The guidelines above are sug- 
gested by the majority of students 
at FSU. It Is hoped that the wo- 
rn en's senate will adop: 'he ai'ove 
procedure, . As students who have 
put them in power, we must influ- 
ence oiu" senators In our I directiiin 
we must not fear change, nor re- 
jection of our change b\ the ad- 
ministration. They ARE behind us 
100^^. This problem has taker 
enough of our time; let's worr. j- 
bout broadening our sc res. 
opening :.ew intellectual l.,r:- 
zons, and better scholastic inter- 
est and get through with diese pet- 
ty problems.

'Rockets, Bombs: My Village' 



By mid 1966 there were 1.300 
000 persons offldally listed as 
refugees in Soudi Vietnam. Ac- 
cording to a NISW YORK TMES 
editorial (Aug, 21, 1966): "Moat 
of South Vietnam's irefugees, who 
now total more than a mlllion.ap- 
parently have fled allied firepow- 
er rather than VC depredations. 
Almost every provincial hospital 
Is crowded with cllvllan wounded, 
a majority of who -i eviden.tly are 
vlalms of American air power 
andSoudiVtatBaineseanillacy. . 

Bemand Fall, Profeasorof In- 
ternational Relations at Howard 
University, recently flew as an 
observer with an American attack 
group. He gives some indication 
of how refugees are made. 

"Our Skyralder was loaded with 
750-pound napalm, bombs and ^00- 
pound napalm bombs. . . Our 
wing load carried 7,500 pounds 
of high explosive anti-personnel 
bombs. We were In the lead plan 
going in. . . 

As 'ive fliiw over the target it 
looked to me very much as the 
normal would look on the edge of 
a river, sampanr and fish nets In 
the water. It was a peaceful scene 
Major Carson put our plane into 
a neap dive. 1 could see the 
impiJm bombs.' dropping from tb 
wtayt; • The big bombs, first. As 
«• pealed bade from our dive, I 
SBW an incredibly bright flash of 
fire as napalm exploded at tree 
level. The first pas« had a mt- 
two eflsa. The napalm was 
pectad to force tbm people-foar- 
Ing the heat and the burning-out 
into the open so our wli^man 
followed. Then the second plane 
was to move in with heavy frag- 
mentation bombs to hit whoever 
had rushed out inot the open. So 
our wingman followed us in and 
dropped his heavy ei^lotlves. 



By Philip M. MulUns 
Mushroom-like douds drifted 
into the air. We made a second 
pass and drop ped our remaining 
SOO-pound bombs. Our wingman 
followed. Then we went in for 
a third time and raked over the 
vlUage wldi our cannon. Wccame 
down low, flying very fast, and 
I could see some of the villsfers 
trying to head way from the t>um- 
Ing shore In their sampans. The 
village j-ds burning fiercely--I 
will never forget the sight of the 
fishing nets In flame, covenK? 
with burning Jellied gasoline. 
Behind me I couldj hear, even 
through my padded helmet, the 
roar of our plane's 20- millimet- 
er cannon as we flew away. 

There were probably between 
1,000 and 1.500 people living in 
the fishing village we attacked. 
It is difficult to estimate how 
nianv were killed. It is equally 
difficult to Judge if there actualh 
were any Viet Cong in the village, 
and If so. if an> were killed. 

A more graphic description of 
the simie pro:ess, only this time 
from ground level, was given b> 
a Catholic priest In an interview 
In the PARIS-MA I C ti. 

"It began at 9 a.m.," f ather 
Currlen stated. 'No one was in 
the village except for sume wo- 
men, children and old people, 
whom neither the Viet Cong nor 
die regidsr troops dwugbttoplck 
up as coolies. 

1 heard some planes. The first 
bomb fell on my church. There 
wai nothing left to it; I ran for 
shelter to the presbytery, awood- 
en house adjoining the church. A 
second bon^ cntshaditandlwas 
pinned under the beams. Qilldrer 
cried, women shrieked and the 
wounded moaned. They wars near 
me but 1 could notbudpa. Finally, 
some of the faithful who had been 
looking for me drsfisd me out. I 



made tlie women and children He 
dovrn under the flooring of the 
house. There we passed the entire 
night while those accursedplanes 
hammered with rodtets and 
bombs at my village. 

Next morning my back hun bad- 
ly, but 1 gadiered 42 women and 
diiUhren and took the Host in c 
buUec-ptaroed pyx and staned 
off for Plciku. The bombing could 
start again at any moment. On the 
way I burled as best 1 could the 
bodies of die faithful. Yes, I re- 
member now, 1 buried seven c 
diem, comoletelv torn to bits. I 

had to abandon some otf the" 
wounded and dying. labsolu- 
tion. I tried to keep alive those 
who were still alive. The children 
were exhausted, the women wept; 
they dragged themselves along. It 
was a real wa> of the Cross. . . 

1 have seen my faithful burned 
up with napalm. I have seen the 
bodies of women and children 
blown to bits. 1 have seen all my 
villages razed. My God. It's not 
posslblel' 

"As the destruction and the er- 
ror Intensih. so does the hatred 
of the villages for the Ameri- 
cans, leaving the American sold- 
ier, who believed he had come tc 
help, caught ma quicksand of hat- 
red and frustration. It Is a hard 
fact for Americans to face, but 
It is a fact dut die more Vietna- 
mese dieIr troop* succeed u. • 
ling, and the largertheforc 
introduce into Vietnam, the in^re 
surely diey buUd the very thing 
d>ey are trying to destroy.

Great Britain, whch has a Nat- 
ional Health Service program of 
free medical care, Is losing some 
doctors to the United States but 
others are coming to Britain from 
India, attracted by higher salar- 
ies and better opportunities, ac- 
cording to a new faculty member 
at Florida State. 

Edward James, who Joined the 
Dept. of Social Work faculty at 
Florida StM last fall, said in an 
Interview this wert that an "In- 
credible amount of demand" for 
medical services and"malntaln- 
Ing high standards of care" are 
twin prot)lenis of the British free 
health services. 

"The effect of charging is to de- 
press frivolous demand," James 
said. "When anything is free 
there is an eni rm jUs- demand, 
high case loads, overworked per- 
sonnel and a possibility that the 
quality of the service ma\ de- 
cline." 

Charging also puts the decision 
up to the patient as to whetheror 
not he needs the service while un- 
do a free service s\ stem, the 
practitioner has to decide, James 
said. "The doctor cannot refuse 
CO see a patient, but be can refuse 



t(. prescribe." 

"People who suffer minor medi- 
cal ailments they would have put 
up with before seeking help for 
them undo- a free service." 
James said. "This makes for a 
healthier population but the de- 
mand on the doctor becomes much 
greater."

Each camp privately was accu- 
sing members of the other today 
of leaking distorted information 
that made both the President and 
the New 'i ork Democrat look bad. 

Some of the President's asso- 
ciates were read> to blame the 
senator's men for the version of 
the encounterthat Time magazine 
pieced together. 

The senator's associates noted 
that threeofthefourpersonspre- 
sent at the White House session- 
after Kennedy returned from a

The four were the President, 
Kennedy, Undersecretari of State 
Nldiolas Katzenbach - a former 
Kennedy associate - and presi- 
dential assistant WaltW.Rostow. 

Rostow and Kennedy denied sep- 
arately that the tone and the par- 
ticulars of the meeting depicted 
by Time were accurate. 

Time said Johnson castigated

Ethics Committee 
Now Judging Dodd 



W.'VSHINCTON (AP)-The Senate 
Etiiics Committee was told today 
that Sen. Thomas j. Dodd, 
pressed by the Internal Revenue 
Service for back taxe?. irranged 
to draw $6,000 from lesiimonial 
funds without discl osing the 
source of the money. 

The testimony came from Mi- 
chael V. O'Hare, the Connecti- 
cut Democrat's former book- 
keeper. 

O'Hare swore that Dodd agreed 
to have personal bills paid by 
money order because be didn't 
want "political checks going 
out. " O'Hare said Dodd made 
chat decision on tlie iiandling of 
funds raised at a S^. IS, 1963, 
testimonial reception. 

The bipartisan committee also 
received additional testimony 
Uniting contributions to Dodd to 
a possible ambassadorial ap- 
pointment for A. N. Spwicl, 
chairman of the ixtard of the 
International Latex Corp. 

Spanel never got an appoint- 
ment, but tlie committee tias 
been told that the company con- 
tributed $8,000 in cash for tick- 
ets to a 1965 testimonial dinner 
for Dodd and charged it off to 
"industrial relations expenses."

PowelTs C 
Problems 

Ni.W \ORK (AF)- Adam Clayton 
Powell was reported VVednesday 
Still planning to return to New 
York from the Bahamas Simday 
despite a :x)urt's refusal to con- 
sider an appeal from his crim- 
inal contempt citation which 
makes him subject to arrest In 
the state. 

Powell's attorney. Heniry R. 
Williams, said, "I'm surehe.the 
sheriff, knows that if he makes 
an arrest on Su.nday, he will have 
violated the law." 

"Under state law." said Wil- 
liams, "ail Sabbath-day arrests 
are prohibited except in misde- 
meanors or felonies. This Is a 
civil offense. The judge who Is- 
sued the arrest order last No- 
vember made a mistake." 

Williams said that if Powell is 
arrested, he woidd move immed- 
iately to file a writ of habeas 
corpus to free him. 

But H. Williams K^, an attor- 
ney in the sheriff's office, quoted 
a sentence in the majority court 
opinion haixled down Tiiesday by 
the Appellate Division, New York 
Stale's second highest court, 
which said: 

"Surdiy one who disobeys an 
order during six days of the week 
is not entitled to an advisory 
opinion that he may safely Ignore 
It on the seventh."

WASHING fXJN (AP) - Legal- 
mtnded House members said If 
Adam Clayton Powell is re- 
elected and the House again 
moves to exchuie him, it might 
violate the double Jeopardy pro- 
vision of the Fifth Amendment to 
the Constitution. 
That provision says no pers< ti 
shall "be subject for the same 
offense to be twice put in Jeopar- 
dy of life or limb." 

It poses one in a mass of legal 
questions surrounding the Powell 
case. 

Powell has been punished once 
b> being denied the seat he won 
through election. Would another 
exclusion vote amount to a sec- 
ond punishment for the New York 
Democrat's same alleged of- 
fenses? 

Some congressmen argue that 
the action excluding Powell was 
for the two-year life of the 90th 
Congress, which convened in Jan- 
uary. They say another exclusion 
vote merely would be a reaffir- 
mation of the original action. 
But others say the House ban 
irelates only to Powell's election 
In 1966. To exclude or other- 
wise punl^ him if he again is 
eleaed, they contend, would a- 
moiun to a secondpunlshmentfor 
the same causes since no new 
charges have been raised against 
him.

WARSAW, Poland (AP)-Poland and East Germany signed a 20- 
year treaty Wednesday pledging immediate aid in case of an attack 
by West Germany or its allies. 

It was ttie second in > series of pacts the Polish and East Germar. 
regimes have been fostering In Communist east Europe to counter 
West Germsn moves for closer relations with Soviet bloc nations. 
Poland and Czechoslovakia signed a similar treaty March 1. 

Tile pact, signed in the Polish hall of ministers, declared that 
Poland and East Germany regard West Berlin as a separate politi- 
cal unit. Although West Berlin has remained under British, French 
and American occupation since World War II, for purposes of trade 
much of the world treats the Communist -surrounded city as pan 
of West Germany. 

Points out Breakthrough 

MIAMI (AP)-Polnting with price to a "breakthrough"— a narc tics 
rmg raid with seven arrests — in his war on Florida crur.e,Gi '. 
Claude Kirk has again defended his controversial assault >n the 
underworld. 

"I think we're proving that the state can handle its crime prob- 
lems," Kirk toU a Miami news cooferance Tuesday. He exhibited 
coolness toward addkiimal federal help. 

Kirk said he'd be "delighted" to have FBI Director J Edgar 
Hoover malce a three-week survey of Florida's crime-figbtlng 
poteiuial, as suggested by Comptroller Fred Dickinson. 

"But I based my campaign and have based my administration on 
the premise that Florida can handle its own crime problems " the 
Governor said. He added that Hoover isdoinga "fine Job" in Florida 
on cases that are the FBI's responsibility. 

Kirk said his agents and State Board <rf Health officers teamed 
with Miami authorities to break a narcotics ring that bad been 
supplying Miami-area teenagers and young adults with marijua- 
na and cocaine. 

Seven persons were arrested in tlie early morning raid Tuesday 
at a Miami apartment.

Too often in the past the Senators have gotten 
bogged down in petty squabbles while an important 
issue is killed by party politics.

In fact, yesterday the Senators were more concerned 
with the content of the bills rather than who introduced 
or siq)ported them.

One of the progressive bills abolishes the present 
apportionment of Stadent Senate based upon living 
areas. The new apportionment will be by academic 
major with one Senator for each 500 students. 
The only qualms we have aboit the bill is that it 
allows students to be elected to represent con- 
stituencies from areas in which they are not majoring. 
We give credit to the notion that students should have 
the ri^t to elect anyone they wish to represent 
them. This system should work fine as long as one 
faction does not control the Senate as has been done 
in the past under other apportionment plans. 

We also endorse the bill to change the Honor Code. 
The time has long since passed that students should 
be harshly punished for not turning in anyone 
suspected of cheating. Under the new provision it will 
not be so serious an offense as it is now. 

Actually the most exciting bill of all passed by 
Senate yesterday establishes the ground work for 
abolishing, or at they very least, revamping Men's 
and Women's Senates. 

Of course it would be asking too much to expect 
the Senators to abolish the two most useless organiza- 
tions in Student Government. Maybe a good reor- 
ganization will make Women's Senate wake up. 

Now that Student Senate has taken a step in the 
right direction, maybe Student Government can 
become what the politicians term "a meaningful 
experience."

(ACP)-- It Is possible to write 
off the firing of Clarit Kerr from 
the presidency of the University 
of Califomla as Just one more 
IrresponsiU* polUcal act In a 
state that has become a symbol 
fd political Irrationality, the 
Michigan State University News 
comments. 

But to do this, the State News 
concluded, would be to miss the 
overwhelming significance of the 
action the California regents. 

Kerr and Gov. Ronald Reagan 
were engaged in a classic strug- 
gle of state university versus 
state government. And in one 
swift, totally unexpected move, 
government reigned supreme. 

While a faculty member at Berk- 
eley in the early '50s, Kerr 
established his liberality by 
fighting against the firing of col- 
leagues who refused to sign loyal- 
ty oaths. Shortly thereafter, he 
was named chancellor of the 
Berkeley campus, and in 1958 
was made president rif the entire 
university system. 

Kerr was out of the country when 
the now -famous Free Speech 
Movement rebellion erupted at 
Berkeley in 1964. 

He subsequently took a strong 
hand against student lawlessness 
but refused to follow the bidding 
of some conservative regents 
who told him how to punish the 
"filthy demonstrators. " 

It is still not certain exactly 
what prompted the firing. Reagan 
had charged Kerr with politicking 
because of his suppon for incum- 
bent governor Pat Brown in the 
recent election. 

And ttiere had been friction 
recently over Reagan's pl«as to 



cut the University's budget and to 

charge tuittou 

Reagan had also i^exked a dls- 
puee with his demand thtt Kerr 
"clean up tlw beatniks." rafttr- 
rlng to the studan activist boo vs- 
ment at Berkeley. 

What is certain is that the far- 
ranging implications of the firing 
are political, no matter what the 
precipitating cause. Kerr has 
stated that the ' "University should 
serve truth, not political partner- 
ship." This strikes home parti- 
cularly hard in a ttata-wqiported 
institution. 

Kerr's case demonstrates the 
precarious position of a univer- 
sity president. He must absorb 
pressures from above, from the 
monetary powers that kl^hishl- 
stitution functioning. 

\i the same time he must 
respond to the demands of an 
increasingly restless faculty 
and student tiody. But the 
monetary control of the poli- 
ticians must not extend to the 
point where it violates a presi- 
dent's intellectual and educa- 
tional cmtxoloverhls instiOttion. 

Kerr's dismissal was a regret- 
table mistake; yet it underlines 

one of the most pressing prob- 
lems — external Influence and 
control — of the university today. 

It is hoped that Kerr;s successor 
will manage to re-establish the 
integrity of his position. Other- 
wise, as the Daily Califomian 
suggests, four years from now, 
"people will be wondering how 
he (Reagan) managed in such a 
short time to turn thfi Univer- 
sity of California into a second- 
rate 'college on the coast.' "

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Nitrofjen Now Available 
for FSU Scientists' Use

. . . in fact, liquid nitrogen is minus 320 degrees F. cool. FSU scloitlsts now can visit an outskle 
spigot any time day or night and draw off a few gallons ol the liquid nitrogen manufactured by FSU's 
new nitrogen liquifier. Above, (I. to r.) Don Sanford, Mike Mellow and Dr. William Moulton draw off 

a 25 gallon container full. 



Any time durli% the day or night 
scientists at FSU now can come to 
an outside spigot at the Nuclear 
Research Bldg. and draw off afew 
gallons of liquid nitrogen. 

Nitrogen in liquid form has a 
temperature nl minus 320 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and since it is 
inert is perfectly safe to use. 

It is used as a cooling agent In 
a dozen or more research labs 
in the Science Center. 

The need for liquid nitrogen has 
become so great, in fact, that two 
small nitrogen liquifiers have 
been unable to supply it and Flor- 
ida State, with the aid of an insti- 
tutional grant from the National 
Science Foundation, ha^ newly 
Installed a king -sizeliquid nitro- 
gen machine costing $42,375 
which presently is supplying 
about 1,400 liters a week. 
Dan Sanford, low temperature 
research technician who oper- 
ates the facility, sabl only sci- 
ence departments with the keys 
to unlock the spigot have access 
to the nitrogen.

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New Ambassador to Replace Lodge 



WASHINGTON (AP)-President 
Johnson is sending his top crisis 
diplomat, 72-year-old Ellsworth 
Bunker, to Vietnam to replace 
retiring ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge. 

Bunker's immediate task will 
be to assure success of efforts 
already under way to form a new, 
constitutional South Vietnamese 
government. 

Tbe Lodge resignation and Bun- 
ker appointment, suddenly an- 
nounced by Johnson Wednes- 
day, were the most important 
changes in a far reaching shake- 
up of the US Embassy staff in 
Saigon. No changeover date was 
announced, however. 

The overhaul reportedly re- 
flects a determination by the 
President to put new emphasis 
on trying to develop political 
stability in the South Vietnamese 
capital and to step up paci- 



fication of the war-ravaged 
countryside. Johnson is report- 
ed to consider both as vital 
fronts in the fight to defeat Com- 
munist conquest of the South. 

Almost as Johnson talked, there 
were reports from Canadian 
Foreign Secretary Paul Martin 
and United Nations sources of 
fresh peach lnitiati>es. Washing- 
ton sources said they were aware 
of these developments but that 
no indication of change in Hanoi's 
policy had been received. 

Johnson also announced that 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland's 
military command will be 
strengthened by "additional top 
flight military persoiuiel— the 
best that the country has been 
able to provide." He promised 
intensive ground operations In 
the months ahead. 
There is continuing speculation 
here that Westmoreland may be 



givoi a new Southeast Asia 
theater command, but Johnson 
made no mention of any such 

change in the course of his an- 
nouncements during a speech at 
.Nashville, Tenn. 

The President is scheduled to 
fly to Guam, leaving Washing- 
ton Saturday night, for a Viet- 
namese war ci inference which 
will bring together Bunker, 
Lodge, Westmoreland and other 
US leaders involved in the con- 
flict. South Vietnamese leaders 
including Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky will als.j attend. 

Despite denials from various 
official sources. Ambassador 
Lodge is known to have been 
interested for some months in 
relinquishing the Saigon post as 
soon as the President could find 
a replacement. He began his pre- 
sent tuur of duty as ambassador 
In South Vietnam In August 1965. 



He had previously held tbe post 
from August 1963 to June 1964. 

At a news conference last 
Thursday, Johnson was asked 
about repons Lodge wanted to 
resign and Johnson was looking 
for a successor. 

"No, there is no truth that I 
am looking for a successor," 
said Johnson. "Ambassador 
Lodge has talked to me on sev- 
eral occasions that he. In due 
time, wouid leave his post. ' 

The President's decision to ac- 
cept his resignation at this time 
apparently triggered the series 
of moves which was made public 
Wednesday.

termined to convince her part\ 
it should endorse Powell, as it 
did In 1958, when she supported 
him.

DALLAS, lex. (AP)-"I never 
met D.ivid Feme, or any of the 
others, ' says Marina Oswald 
Poner. once wed to the man 
the Warren Commission declares 
singlehandedly killed President 
John F. Koinedy. 

Marina, now remarried and 
pleading for privacy, said Wed- 
nesday In an Associated Press 
interview she never heard of 
the persons New Orleans Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison claims con- 
spired with Lee Harvey Oswald 
to assasshiate Kennedy. 

She said she had never heard 
of Clay Shaw or a Clay Ber- 
trand and saw Shaw the first 
time "on television recently," 
after Garrison arrested him and 
said he would pr.ve Shaw was 
pan of the conspiracy. 

Garrison asserts that Oswald. 
Shaw and Ferrie met in Ferrie's 
New Orleans apartment in Sep- 



te:i:.oer Nfi3 and pi -tted the as- 
sassin. iti n. A three-judge panel 
is hearing evidence to find cut if 
there Is enough to warrant fillt^ 
charges against Shaw. 

Marina, 25, still slender and 
pretty, but firm about netgrani- 
ing formal press interviews, 
talked from her brick duplex in 
North Dallas. Two of her three 
children circled shyly but curious 
around the visitor.

Garrison has said the con- 
spiracy talk in Ferrie's apart- 
ment was heard by a "confi- 
dential informant' who repeat- 
ed the Information after being 
given a truth serum in the cor- 
oner's office. Presumable tlie 
Informant is Russo. because he 
has testified to bearing such a 
conversation.

to appeal to the Senate,"- Eat- 
mon said. He added that he was 
"mudi insulted that the Gover- 
nor did not talk to me before 
he let them, Mrs. Snider and 
Greco, go." 
In apparent retaliation, Eat- 
mon told the Tampa Tribune he 
intended to call Thursday for a 
motion to fire the board's execu- 
tive secretary, A. H. Pat Eld- 
rldge. 

The Tribune said Eldrldge and 
several board members appealed 
to the Governor Monday to sus- 
pend Mrs. Snlder--cited for mis- 
sing 26 meetings In a row and 
28 of the last 30-- and Greco, 
charged with missing 10 of the 
last 19. 



Hong Kong (AP)-Canton Radio 
said yesterday die Red Chinese 
army has taken over the Com- 
munist party apparatus and most 
major factories In the south Chi- 
na metropolis, but other reports 
said stubborn resistance to Mao 
Tse-tung's purge is continuing 
there. 

The Canton broadcast said units 
of the people liberation army 
seized control of all party com- 
mittees In the city of "smash 
revolutionary influence by small 
numbers of authorities plotting 
with enemies and planning sabo- 
tage." 

Another broadcast said troops 
loyal to Mao took over factories 
and businesses In an effort to 
restore production and were 
"enthusiastically welcomed" by 
the workers. But other reports 
from Canton, which could not 
be confirmed, said there had 
been many fights between work- 
ers and Maoists and thousands 
of workers were stayiiq; away 



from their jobs. 

Canton, 90 miles northwest of 
.Hong Kong, die capital of Kwang- 
tung Province and south China's 
largest city, has long been a 
center of opposition to Mao's 
"great proletarian cultural revo- 
lution," his name for the purge 
begun last summer. Recent 
reports have told of Increased 
resistance of peasants and 
workers as Mao brought new 
pressure ID take ooKiol of die 
province. 

Moscow Radio, in a Japanese- 
language broadcast monitored in 
Tokyo, said Wednesday that large 
numbers of troops were being 
moved from north China into the 
south. Tlie broadcast identified 
Kwangtung and Kweichow Pro- 
vinces as the key trouble spot.s. 

Hong Korig ne'.vsp.ipers reported 
earlier that thousa.-ids of Canto- 
nese workers armed with clulis 
and Iron bars had clashed with 
pro-Mao soldiers who were 
trying to force them back to their 
jobs last Saturday.

"A major point for not disaf- 
filiating, espedally now after 
our first year back to NSA, is 
that we are obl^atcd wteh a two- 
year Student Stress and Environ- 
mental Study, betag one of die 
six schools in the country to 
participate. 

"We are completing the first 
year, headed by a steeri^ com- 
mittee of two a dmini strators, 
five students and some eight 
departmental advisors. We plan 
to continue this study for the 
second year as promised. 

"I certainly hope that any stu- 
dents who have signed the peti- 
tion will reconsider their actions, 
in light of facts presented, "Miss 
Richardson concluded. 

Miss Leagon also pointed out 
that the stands taken by the 
NSA do not necessarily represent 
those taken by the member 
colleges. 

NSA claims to be the most 
representative student organiza- 
tion In the US; it speaks on be- 
half of Its "democratically 
chosen delegates "Ki Its annual 
congress. 

"Neither is NSA primarily a 
political organization," she con- 
tlniwd. Most of the organization's 
money is spent on educational 
ami service programs for stu- 
dents. 

As recognized by the g( \em- 
ment and its own constitution, 
NSA is a "non-profit, non-par- 
tisan, non-sectarian, educational 
association." 

As for its attitude toward Com- 
munism, Miss Leagon said, it 
has beoi labeled by the Christian 
Science Monitor as an "anti- 
Communist buhraik.'^' 

It has offered alternatives to 
Communism to students abroad, 
offsetting the propaganda efforts 
of the Soviet udChtaesegovem- 
ments. 

"Instead of Irrflulglng in useless 
Ideological politics , NSA at- 
tempts to introdu( e f- relgn ■^ni- 
dents to democratic ideais, 
states the organization lltera- 



The literature also clearly 
States that affiliation does not 
bind a school to NSA policies: 
"Members are asked only to ac- 
c^ the NSA Consiinitlon and 
By-Uws." 

Miss Leagon supported the 
claims of the NSAUteramre 
that the National Snident 
Congress, an annual event, is 
primarily an educational event. 

"Delegates at the Congress can 
and do pass resolutions on poli- 
tical topics; this however, is not 
the primary purpose of the Con - 
gress." 

"NSA also offers various ser- 
vices to its members, ■ added 
Miss Leagon. "NSA answers 1,- 
000 requests yearly for Informa- 
tion from the nation's largest 
lending library of program Ideas, 
research and program reports 
for student governments. 

"It also offers a specialist on 
some area of student govern- 
ment interest, available for cor- 
respondence, conferencesandin- 
dividual consultations.

■\\\ of the property is located 
in Ohio, but he had previously do- 
nated some land in Brevard 
County. Bosworth has no heirs. 

FSU President John E. Cham- 
pion, on learning of Bosworth's 
death, said: "We at Florida 
State are saddened by the unex- 
pected and untimely death of our 
good friend and benefactor. 

"because of Mr. Bosworth's 
generous contributions to the 
Florid State University Founda- 



tion, many students who would 
not have been able to anend 
Florida State may now have an 
opportunity to do so. 

"Mr. Bosworth has mae an 
enduring contribution to higher 
education and to young people in 
Florid." 

All of the revenue from the 
Bosworth estate is to be usedfor 
scholarships. 

A former West Vifgiiria coal 



miner. Bosworth worked for 20 
cents an hour during the depres- 
sion. He was a native of Chicago 
and lived in Germai:v iluring his 
childhood. He was interned in 
Germany during the eaily part 
of World War 1. 

In 1918 he moved to SebastlMl 
where his parents were In the 
hotel business. He attended the 
U of F for a brief time In the 
early 1920's.

They Don't Have it So Bad' 



(ACP)-If college administra- 
tors think they have It roug^ 
dealing with today's demonstra- 
tion-happy students, a look at 
some "demonstrations" in the 
early 1800's mig^it convince them 
that they don't have it so bad 
after all, comments the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Diamondback. 

In those days students were 
fined, suspended or expelled for 
such offenses as using profanity, 
playing billiards, associating 
with "idle ordissolutepersons," 
traveling more than two miles 
from campus or attending the 



theater. 

Reacting to such harsh disci- 
pline, students at Hobart College 
heated cannon balls till they were 
red-hot and rolled them down a 
dormitory coiridor, seriously 
injuring a faculty memtwr. 

In 1807, Princeton e;9)elled 
more than 60 per cent (125 of 
an enrollment of 200) of Its 
student body for rioting. 

Seven years later some pyro- 
technically-inclined Princeton 
Tigers constructed a giant fire- 
cracker out of a hollow logpacked 
with two pounds of gunpowder and 



nearly blew up a campus build- 
ing. 

Not to be outdone by Princeton, 
students at Bowdoln in 1827 set 
off powder charges under several 
tutors' chairs. Three students 
were expelled and 20 more were 
disciplined. 

Sma^ng things were in vogue 
at several colleges. At Harvard 
it was crockery. In 1817, fresh- 
men and sophomores demolished 
every piece of china the college 
owned.

Government Not so Close 



Florida 's system of county gov- 
ernment, designed during the last 
century to place government 
closer to the people, has "often 
accomplished just the opposite." 
according to two county officials. 

Jack Durrance, former presi- 
dent of the State Assn. of County 
Commissioners, and Howard 
Weston, administrative asst. to 
the Alachua County Commission, 
conclude that "The mission of 
County g .ernnient has changed 
bey :id anyuung that even the 
!: SI imaginative person might 
have nceived a century ago." 

1 he u rren give their views 
in a ij v. i irJientalResearchBul- 
letin pu:,'.! hed :;y the Institute of 
Governir.eir.... Research at Flor- 
ida State. 

rhe authors said go.ernmenta.' 
pr- blems have bec-irr.e S '^oni- 
plex that "it has become unreal- 
istic to assume that the average 
citizen will dev ite the time re- 
quired t acquaint himself satis 
fact riiy with the activities and 
inner w rkings i the number 'US 
independent components fc un-y 
g i\emment. ' 

As an example, they i-.iy 
persons concerned with 
taxes blame everything n ^ 
Commissioners tjecause 
think commissioners supervise 
and control all county expendi- 
tures. 

"This is fallacious," the 
authors said, pointing out that 
more than a dozen other elected 
county officials may "conduct the 
affairs of their offices without 
benefit of a clearly defined ad- 
ministrative hierarchy ... (may) 
operate virtually as autonomous 
units, having only the electorate 
to supervise tlieir activities."

year Florida's elected officials, 
not including County Commission- 
ers, charged and collected fees 
for services totaling $50 million. 
These funds, they said, "can be 
used at will tu pay exorbitantly 
high salaries, purchase plush 
carpetii^, gold door knobs, or 
expensive automobiles—all out of 
the public's view." 

The authors said the family of 
1865 took care of its neighbors 
orphaned child, cared for its own 
aged parents and lived 15 years 
less than the family of today.

Despite their criticisms, the 
County officials had S' tne kind 
Words for the present system; 
"Lest all persi>ective be lost, 
it should be noted that with all its 
shortC"m!:igs, county g vern- 
ment has served the ciii/ens f 
Florida exceptionally well ver 
the years. This fact does credit 
to the many hundreds of dedicated 
men and women who have rist r, 
above the handicaps of a poor 
system because of their intense 



desire to serve the public inter- 
est." 

Durrance has been on the Ala- 
chua County Commission since 
1954 and served as State presi- 
dent in 1961. Weston, a former 
State auditor, served as president 
of the County Finance Office 
Association in 1959. He has been 
an assistant to the AlachuaCom- 
mission since 1960. Both men are 
graduates of the University of 
Florida.

The traditional image of an 
accountani as underpaid, timid 
little feliuw with green eyeshades 
cringing amid ousiy files while 
the boss shcuts at him is a pic- 
ture far from reality in today's 
business world. 

The accuntan: has made a dra- 
matic rise in the executive hier- 
archy and I his is reflected in the 
highly cimpetitve recruiting 
taking place '.nc liege campuses. 

M Florida State University it 
is not at all unusual to see a 
dozen recruiters with bulging 
attache cases each day prowling 
the placement 'iffice. The re- 
cruiters bring ..ffers of high 
St - rung salaries and promises 
of expanded opportunities forac- 
countants. 

For the FSU student with a mas- 
ter's degree in accounting job 
offers starting at $8,400 to $9,600 
are not unusual. For a bachelor's 
degree in accounting, the going 
salary offers are about $l300 a 
year less. 

While the.starting salary is at- 
tractive, the recruiters also hold 
out the very real possibility of 
rapid promotion into the top ranks 
of the organization. 

"Businesses and other organ- 
izations no longer want to recruit 
an accountant whose only skill 
is keeping the company's books," 
according to Ur. Homer Black, 
head of FSU's accounting dept. 
"Instead they are seeking the man 
who Combines high technical 
skills in accounting with a broad 
background in other departments 
of the business. 1 hey are looking 
for the student with leadership 
and judgment abilities who can be 
promoted into top executive posi- 
tions." 

liver since Fra Luca Pacioll 
gave the world his treatise on 
double-entry bookkeeping in the 
15th century, the status of ac- 
countants has risen steadily. 



However, the real growth of tte 
profession began in the United 
States only during the 20th cen- 
tury. 

As American businesses devel- 
oped into the huge organizations 
of today, the need for a careful 
and reliable check on fiscal flow 
became Increasingly important. 

In addition. Increasing govern- 
mental regulation and taxes in- 
creased the value of accountants. 

By the very nature of the accoun- 
tant's job in a complex organiza- 
tion, he is near the center of 
executive power and has a chance 
to become knowledgeable with 
all parts of the operation. In this 
setting, the accountant Is in- 
creasingly assuming manage- 
ment and advisory roles. 

Former accountants have be- 
come heads of t.ip business or- 
ganizations, educational andgov- 
ernment;i' .leeitctes. 

\ recei, ■ f 24 FSU stu- 

dents le^o;.!! . the master of 
accountancy de^ret since 1962 
when the program got underway 
reveals that six liave i; i;e into 
College teaching, two into college 
administration, two into state 
government, three are control- 
lers in business, se\en are with 
public accounting finiiS, three 
are career men in the armed 
forces and one is cont inning his 
education by going ii> law school. 

Of the 17 who received the mas- 
ter of accountancy degree more 
than a year ago, 10 have passed 
the national examinatii^nforCer- 
tified Public Accountants (CPA). 

The master of accountancy de- 
gree program at FSU is designed. 
Dr. Black said, "to prepare the 
candUate for a professional ca- 
reer in public accounting, teach- 
ing or for an executive posiii n 
in private accounting. The em|)ha-

Sebring officials are taking lessons from the 
Navy for this year's 12-Hour Classic to be run 

April 1, 

They've added a new safety feature to be set up 
at three of the dangerous curves in the 5.2 mUe 
track, and all the credit goes to the US»s sea-going 
force. 

The same system that the Navy uses to catch 
aircraft which bounce free of arresting cables on 
the decks of carriers and head seaward will be set 
up to catch speeding racers at the Grand Prix 
of Endurance this year. 

This is the first time that this innovation will 
be attempted as a safety feature at any major 
race anjrwhere. 

The system was prompted by five deaths at 
last year's race. Four spectators were killed 
when a car rolled out of the T^'ebster turn. Several 
hours earlier veteran driver Bob McLean met a 
firey death in the treacherous hairpin. 

This year the Webster has been replaced by a 
Chicane, and the Na\y netting has been set up 
where McLean rolled to his death. 

Alec Ulmann, president of the Sebring race 
said, "Naturally, after last year, we talked safetv 
and somewhere along the line Jerry Morici read 
about the Navy system." 

♦•I think," Morici explained, "that it was after 
an accident aboard a carrier in the Coral Sea in 
1956, when a plane's tailhook sheared off and 
it escaped the arresting cables, then plowed into 
about 15 other aircraft, that the Navy came up 
with a new ;ilan. 

"It developed the net syste. If the carrier's 
cables don't catch the aircraft, a technician pushes 
a button and a huge net telescopes up at the bow, 
or wherever, and catches the plane. 

"The webbing is 10 inches wide and three-eighths 
of an inch thick." Morici continued. "It is made 
of nvl-:^. md his a trdr.endous softening effect," 

"We'rt going to anchor the netting at those 
three key spots on the course with telephone poles," 
Ulmann said. "You can stop anything reasonably 
softly when it is absorbeci, when it is not stopped 
without giving," Ulmann continued. "This has never 
been tried, but it may be a partial answer." 

It is hc^d that this is more than just a partial 
answer. 

If the Navy netting system works as well with 
speeding sports cars as it does on the decks of 
aircraft carriers, it will be the first major in- 
novation in safety for drivers in a long time.

Swimmers and trackmen are members of a breed 
that is distinct from most athletic endeavor.

This still does not explain 
the internal push of swimmers and tracksters. but 

it directs attention to the challenge and achieve- 

msnt which abound in these two sports.

Tbe Board of Regents had 
recommended raises ra:.gir.g 
from U to 22 per cent the first 
year of the next biennlum iv 
bring academic pay up to the 
average of comparable institu- 
tions throughout the country. 

Increases, averagli'g 7 percent, 
were requested lor the second 
year of the biennlum. The Bud 
get Commission recommended 
raises averaging 6.72 per cent 
the first year and 5.39 per cent 
the second year. 

On the Board of Regents agenda 
will be consideration of proposed 
policies relating to University 
Foundations and University Ath^ 
letic Programs.

Commissioner of Elections 
Uave Giordano explained that the 
amendment dealing with Senate 
cannot be placed on Wednesday's 
ballot because statutes require 
that all proposed amendments be 
printed in the FLAMBEAU one 
week prior to their appearance on 
the ballot. 

Although both amendment pro- 
posals were not approved by 
Student Senate until last W ednes- 
day afternoon, the Honor Court 
charges amendment was printed 
that day. 
The referendum vote, which 
needs 25 per cent of the Student 
Body's vote to validate the re- 
suits, directs FSU's StudentGov- 
emment to withdraw from mem- 
bership in NSA for a period of 
at least one year.

Approve Draft Constitution cooperation urged

SAIGON (AP)-South Vietnam s 
mllltaiy leaders announced Sun- 
day night their approval of the 
draft constitution adopted unani- 
mously Saturday by the Consti- 
tuent Assembly. They said they 
would not propose any amend- 
ments. 

This apparenity cleared the way 
for a return to civlUan govern- 
ment in South Vleraam. 

The decision was taken by the 
military Junta and the Cabinet 
only hours before Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky and Chief of 
State Nguyen Van Thleu were 
scheduled to fly to Guam for a 
strategy conferttoce with Presi- 
dent Johnson and other top US 
leaders. Ky had let it be known 
he wanted to take the completed 



document with faim to show John- 
son. 

The constitution will become 
law when it Is given final ap- 
pro '.al by the ruling Armed 
Forces Council. Such approval 
Is considered cenaln after Sun- 
day's action by the National 
Directorate, made up of 10 mil- 
itary leaders and 10 civilians. 

The constitution as drafted by 
the 117-man Constituent Assem- 
bly provides that a president 
and vice president be elected 
within six months of the consti- 
tution's promulgation, and that 
national elections for a two- 
house Assembly be held within 
twelve months after that.

Conference Starts 



GUAM (AP)-Presldent Johnson 
arrived Monday on Guam after 
an overnight flight from Washing- 
ton for a two -day conference with 
top American and South Viet- 
namese leaders on the paths to 
peace in Vietnam. 

The presidential jet landed ai 
Guam International .Airport after 
a trip of about 18 hours. It had 
made one stop en route— for 
64 minutes in Honolulu to re- 
fuel. 

Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Defense Secretary Robert 
S. McNamare were among the 
top-levei Washington officials 
with Johnson. 

Henry Cab^ : Lodge, who is step- 
ping d-;wn .S' on as US ambassa- 
dor in Saigon, his sue, ess r. 
Ambassador-designate Ells- 
worth Bunker, Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland, the US military 
commander In Viet Nam, and 
Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
arrived Sunday to await the 
President. 

South Vietnamese Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky and Chief of 
State Nguyen Van Thleu, flying 
from Saigon, had with them the 
draft Constitution, Just approved 
by the Constituent Assembly and 
the ruling military Junta, that 
will pla^ South Vietnam's 
government In civilian bands once 
again. 

Administration cffidals have 
said the conference will focus on 
the pacification program and 
civilian development — the effort 
to build a strong, democratic 
society in South Vietnam, gov- 
erned by dvlUans and idjle to 
withstand pressures of the Com- 
munists. 

The changes in the civilian com- 
mand in Saigon also areejqiected 
to be a major topic. In addition 
to the Bunker-Lodge shift, Eu- 
gene Locke, now US ambassa- 
dor in Pakistan, will succeed 
William Porter as deputy am- 
bassador. Porter has had 
primary responsibility for the 
pacification program. 

Locke is here for the confer- 
ence, but Pnner stayed in Sai- 
gon. 

US officials have said that no 
major decisions a.re expected to 
be made or announced at the 
Conference. 

As the participants In the con- 
ference assembled, the Vlet Cong 
denounced the meeting as "a 
gathering of the US war culprits 
and their henchmen to discuss 
plans for further intensifying and 
widening their war of aggres- 
, slon."

The Constituent Assembly on 
Saturday rushed approval of the 
draft OHistitution because of 
pressure from Ky. The assem- 
bly kilned to write Into tlie 
constitution several suggestiuis 
put forward by the Junta, includ- 
ing one that would have continued 
the current practice of appoint- 
ing province and district leaders. 

The new constitution provides 
that these key power positions in 
the countryside be elective. The 
assembly started working on the 
consdtudMi last Sqxember and 
had a March 27 deadline.

Mansfield, tbe Senate leader, said Bonn Chancellor Kurt Georg 
Kieslnger's annouacement that a solution has been found under 
which there would be no major withdrawals of American and 
British troops does not go to the heart of the issue. 

If the solution is to have the United States borrow money from 
Germany by selling Bonn long-term bonds at an unspecified in- 
terest rate.

Don't Veto 

Rumor in that sacred sanctum of political activity, 
the third floor of the Union, has it that Student Body 
President Larry Gonzalez will veto the academic re- 
apportionment bill passed by Senate last W ednesday. 

Vetoii^ this bill would be a grave mistake. This 
measure, introduced by President-elect Gene 
Stearns, is the first real protrressive step toward 
turning Student Government into an organization vi- 
tally concerned with education rather than petty poli- 
tics. 

Although the reasons given for opposing the bill are 
valid, they can be corrected. 

As the bill stands now , a student may be elected to 
office even though he is not enrolled in the school 
which he represents in Senate. This inconsistency 
can be amended by the senators in another bill; 
several of them have already noted the situation. 

Even if th^ senators choose to let this situation 
stand, we however, support them. Although a ciariii- 
cation of candidate regulations might offer positive 
points to the bill, it could be worked out satisfactorily 
in its present form. 

The other main reason listed by the opponents of 
the bill is that it does not specify, for instance, that 
basic studies students can vote only for basic studies 
candidates. As it is written now, the bills provides 
for "at-large" elections. This is simple to clear up 
through the amending process. 

\Miile these are two inconsistencies which detract 
from the bill, they are such minor ones that they 
should be icjnored when studjdng the overall implica- 
tions of the bill. 

The bill is good in its intent. It can change the im- 
age of Student Government as well as its goals and 
eventual actions. 

The bill should not be vetoed.

CHICAaO (AP) - Barn-bumlng. 
dynamiting and anther poisoning 
dir«at were reported yesterday 
by law enforcematt officials in 
some of the 25 stales where the 
National Farmers OrganlzaHon 
has ordered withholding of milk 
from the market In an effort to 
raise the price paid dairy farm- 
ers. 

There was little evidence that 

prices are rising. 

As the violence increasedonthe 
fifth day of ihe embargo, NFO 
spokesmen said either the cam- 
paign will succeed ormanymem- 
bers will get put out of the milk 
business.

Reagan May 

Be Getting 
Nomination 

WASHINGTON (AP)-The sus- 
picion is dawning on some mod- 
erate Republicans that conser- 
vative Gov, Ronald Reagan of 
California may be more than a 
favorite son candidate for the 
1968 GOP presidential nomi- 
nation. 

Latest to acknowledge this is 
the Rlpon Society, a mostly- 
privately financed organization 
of Young Republicans wtao class 
themselves as liberals. 

The Rlpon group says in its 
current "Fonim" publication 
that "signs of a serious presi- 
dential bid by Callfomia Gov. 
Ronald Reagon are multiply1i« 
quickly." It said he may become 
the favorite son of several Wes- 
tern states, in addition to entering 
presidential primaries. 

Suggesting that Reagan might 
inherit s -uthem support if for- 
mer Vice I resident Richard M. 
Nixon faiis to make the nomi- 
nation grade.the "forum" added: 
"It is not unthinkable that a con- 
vention with more southern dele- 
gates than the one which 
nominated Barry Goldwater 
would give its endorsement to 
the evaa moie charismatic Rea- 
gan.' 

Reagan has said he will be a 
favorite son candidate in Cali- 
fornia but won't campaign out- 
side the state. He will not, how- 
ever, ask for removal of his name 
in states where there are free- 
for-all primaries, he has said. 

Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said when he met 
Reagan in Paim Springs, Calif., 
recently that the California gov- 
ernor is qualtfiedfortbenatlon's 
top job. 

'There are a number of men 
who would make fine presiden s 
in our party," Elsenhower said. 

"Gov. Reagan is one of the men 
I admire most in the world.' 

Elsenhower went on to say that 
he and Reagan had discussed 
Vietnam. The governor has cal - 
led for an all-out military rf- 
fort. 

Eisenhower's comment: "I be- 
lieve in winning wars or settling 
them as soon as we can on an 
honorable basis."

In St. Louis, the president of the 
Sanitary Milk Producers Assoc- 
iation said producers should seek

Two simultaneous barn fires 
near Canton, N. Y., early today 
destroyed more than 50 milk 
cows and 8.000 bales of hay. Clar- 
ence La Pointe, one of the own- 
ers, told a reponer. "It looks 
like somebody set them." He said 
: either he nor his neighbor are 
NFO members and he knew of 
none in the area. Sheriff's offic- 
ers were investigating the possi- 
bility of arson. 

There were scores of milk 
trucks being stopped and the milk 
polluted with oil or drained into 
roadside ditches or streams, of 
farm milk houses broi en into and 
supplies destroyed. 

The Michigan Milk Producers 
Association today sued the NFO 
today for (1 mflUon in Ingham 
County Circuit Court, alleging 

"vandalism and terror." The 
milk producers asked an Injunc- 
tion against NFO interference 
with marketing of milk. 

Ir. Wisconsin, Gov. Warren 
Knowles conferred with the attor- 
ney general and ordered action to 
stop further interference with 
m.ilk production and marketing. 

Nonviolence is NFO's stated 
poIic> in this withholding action. 
Two \ears ago in a meat with- 
holding action two Wisconsin men 
were killed. 

Occjs;or,ally the milk withhold- 
ing tactic took a more benevolent 
form. In Ashland, Ohio. NFO 
Chairman Wade Puster said 
members bought all available 
milk in three major stores and 
gave it to needy families .r i 
charities. But Puster also saiJ 
his members dumped more than 
59,000 pounds of milk there Sat- 
urday. 

For Arrest 



GUAM (AP) - President John- 
son's avowed intent to focus his 
Guam conference on the works 
of peace clashed yesterday into 
a call by Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky for a sharp escalation of the 
Vietnam war. 

Johnson also got a report from 
his own close advisers that the 
Communists are doing some es- 
calating of their owr:. 

At the first formal conference 
session, atop the highest hill on 
this damp tropical island, Ky in 
his opening public statement 
questioned whether the time had 
come for the United States to 
bomb Hanoi, block the harbor at 
Haiphong and expand the war Into 
Laos and Cambodia. 

The public eaqpressions of such 
quesUons made it apparent that 
Ky thinks theUnttedStates ^uld 
do all those things. But both Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Secretary of Defense Roben S. 
McNamara, meeting with news- 
men after the session, emphasi- 
zed repeatedly that there was no 



discussion of escalation. Rusk 
contended that Ky raised his 
questions only In the context that 
Hanoi Is unwUling to seek peace. 
However, both McNamara and 
Gen. WUUam C. Westmoreland, 
the US commander in Vietnam, 
said Johnson was told that tile 
fighting in South Vietnam is be- 
coming more intense and the 
Communists are stefiping «^) the 
tempo of their offensive Opera- 
tions. 

.McNamara said the chief execu- 
tive's military advisers report- 
ed: "The tem.po of the war has in- 
creased significanth in recent 
weeks but, despite this fact, they 
believe the trend of the war is in 
our favor." 

He said the Communists are us- 
ing new weapons- rockets an.d big- 
ger mortar-s-ar.d are --.aVingan 
unsuccessful effort "to sei^e the 
initiative." 

"The enemy is by no means 
beaten," said the defense chief, 
"but he is no longer capable of 
winning a military victory."

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Talks Produce No Great Changes 



GUAM (AP) - President John- 
son said yesterday his two days 
of Vietnam talks on the cloud - 
shrouded Pacific Island of Guam 
were instructive and constructive 
but produced no momentous de- 
cisions. 

Holding a surprise news con- 
ference before he took off for 
Honolulu and Washington, John- 
son said: "We took no decisions 
of a military nature. ' ' 

South Vietnam's Premier Ngu- 
yen Cao Ky and chief of state 
Nguyen Van Thieu flew back to 
Saigon, and as soon as they ar- 
rived Tlileu announced that be- 
fore the Guam conference his 
government had asked North 
Vlemam to Join It in a peace 
meeting. But be said no answer 
had beoi received from Hanoi. 

"If Hanoi is ready to discuss 
peace with us, we are ready to 
meet with tbem," Thieu told a 
news conference at the Saigon 
airport. 

White House Press Secr«ary 
George Christian said he had no 
comment to make on Thieu's dis- 
closure. 



Johnson spoke to newsmen in a 
hilltop Navy officers club where, 
just seven hours earlier. Pre- 
mier Ky had made an emotional 
appeal for united American sup- 
port that Concluded: 

•There is no reason that you or 
other per. pie should impose onus 
to surrender or accept domina- 
tion from the Communists. We 
are willing to fight." 

Johnson obviously was disturbed 
by the attention gi\en to some of 
Ky's earlier statements which in 
effect called for sharp escalation 
in :he war and rejected a place 
at any peace talks for the Viet 
Cong's National Liberation From. 

The President s=.id he wss a 
mazed that the newsmen gave s^ 
much attention to Ky's statement 
Monday that ' even to permit the 
front to pose as representatives 
of any segment of the South Viet- 
namese people would betray the 
sacrifices made by thousands of 
Vietnamese, Americans and our 
other allies." 

The President said he lus al- 
ways felt that the NLF would have 
no difficulty making its views 



heard at any negotiations. And he 
said nothing that ha{^ned in 
Guam caused him to change his 
mind. 

Ky himself toned down his re- 
marks at a news conference be- 
fore his departure, saying he is 
ready to talk peace with Hanoi 
and ' if they have the intention to 
have iiienibers of this so-called 
front of liberation with them, we 
have II' rejection." 

Conceding that his statement at 
the pening st-ssion of the con- 
ference had kicked u(i S' luedust, 
Ky remarked wi;h a gnn- 'The 
next tirtie I have to find a better 
English writer - too much con- 
fusion. ' 

In a remark that was widely in 
terpreied as a reference to Sen. 
Robert F Kennedy, D-N.Y., Ky 
ti'id his news conference: 

"1 arri against those whose 
course is of their own interests - 
their i,>wn [lolitical future ornear 
future who speak only for tbem- 
selve:^ and try to blame as tai this 
country. ' ' 

He said his government Is not 
composed of profiteering mili- 



tarists who want to keep the war 
going for their own ends. Instead, 
he said, they are fighters for 
freedom. 
Johnson also made a statement 
that could easily be applied to 
Kennedy, who said early last 
month that the succeeding few 
weeks might be crucial to peace 
prospects. 

Asked about "peace flurries' 
at the United Nations, the pres- 
ide.it said: "I am not really aware 
of these flurries, except some 
people do have flurries from time 
to :lm.e." 

He added -ha: he :je!ie.es indi- 
viduals "do a disservice to the 
people if they predict something 
is just around the corner unless 
they have a factual basis for It." 

Johnson said from all signs 
available to him Hanoi still ada- 
mantly fipposes negotiations. 

Ky, his voice quavering at tmies, 
had made a highly charged plea 
for united American support, ar- 
guing that unity in the United 
States would bring Hanoi to the 
peace table. 

Newsmen asked Johnson if he 



th-ught h. me Ir .nt prime obsta 
cle to peace. He replied thatdis- 
agreements are ever ; resent and 
an integral part of the American 
system. 

"We want to preserve that 
right," he said. "We get many 
strengths from it. " 

He conceded, however, that it 
"is irritating and damaging at 
times to have any deep divi- 
sions.' 

The President concluded by say- 
ing: "I don't think Hanoi is goinj 
to get much encouragement frorr. 
thinking she can divide the Amer- 
ican people." 

Johnson summed up the Guair. 
meetings wi'h 'he words: 

"We are leaving feeling hopeful 
and that we have had a very con 
structive two days." 

He taid the conferees had "a 
ve:7 instructive exchange" but 
tha- ' we have not made any mo- 
ment us decisions one way or

Fire Probe 
Will Finish 

CAPE KENNHUY, Fla. (AP)-A 
board of review expects to con- 
clude its protse of the Apolio 

I fire within a few days without 
pinpointing the exact cause >f the 
fire that killed three astronauts. 

For several weeks the board, 
aided by 1,500 experts, has con- 
ducted a methodical search for 
clues to the cause of the space- 
craft blaze during a iatmch pad 
test Jan. 27. 

It believes the fire was suned 
by an electrical malfunction un- 
der the couch of Air Force Lt, 
Col. Virgil I. Grlssom, the com- 
mand pilot. Specialists have nar- 
rowed the possible sources to five 
and six, mostly short circuits, 
but are unable to determine 
whether these caused the fire or 
resulted from It. 

Killed with Grlssom were Air 
Force U. CoL Edward H. White 

II and Navy Lt. Cmdr. Roger B. 
Chaffee. 

Another question Is the affect 
of Crlssom's failure to depres- 
surl/e the cabin when the fire 
was discovered. One of his first 
duties in such an emergency 
was to operate a lever to start 
reducing the 16.2-pounds-per- 
square-inch pressure in the 
pure oxygen environment. 

Either the fire already had 
covered the depressurlzation 
handle or Grlssom forgot it in 
his haste to attempt to remove 
the spacecraft hatch. 

Had Grlssom started the de- 
pressurlzation process, it might 
have slowed the spread of flames. 
But experts are uncertain 
whether It would have been e 
nough. Ninety seconds would have 
been required to open the hatch, 
and the astronauts were dead 
within 18 seconds after the fire 
was first reported by Chalfae. 



Kirk, though initialU irritated 
by the prospects of a dela> . said 
he was delighted to accede to the 
postponement and said he be- 
lieved the Cabinet had shown its 
intent to endorse his program. 

Kirk did not disclose the names 
of private donors to his "War on 
Crime." nor sa> exactly how 
much he had collected. 

He said that the onl> issue today 
was the "mechanics" of disburs- 
ing funds. 

Kirk said that the delay ma> 
mean he'll have to set up some 
kind of private tr-st fund r-iear:- 
while to pa> some of the costs 
accrued In conducting the War on 
Crime through the Wackenhut 
Corp.-oneof the nation's largest 
Investigative agencies. 

The governor said he preferred 
to get Cabinet approval and have 
the War on Crime operated 
through an audited slate trust 
fund, with contributions being 
placed in the State Treasury and 
disbursement cleared through the 
Sute Comptroller's office. 

Key reservations to approval of 
a trust fund, with an initial bud- 
get of $150,000, came from Com- 
ptroller Fred Dickinson and 
Agriculture Commissioner Doyle 
Conner. 

Dkddnson said thatsome"basic 
legal questions" siwuld be clear- 
ed first. He said these questions 
included: Should the trust have 
corporate Identity, would the 
trust be a permanent one, who 
would get the files once Kirk 
leaves office, who would be the 
officers of the trust fund. 

"Before I think >ou can expect 
us to cornpletel> embrace this 
thing I think we'd want to know 
these things." Dickinson said. 

"I'd like a couple of weeks to 
go into the total program," said 
Conner. 

Kirk said later that he'd be de- 
lighted to brief the Cabinet mem- 
bers on the War on Crlme"ever> 
day and ever> morning.,, He said 
the cabinet postponement would 
not delay the War on Crime. "The 
only thing we're delaying is de- 
laying payment." Kirk said. 

School Supt. Floyd Christian 
said that his only reservation was 
whether the Governor's private 
Investigators had any subpoena or 
arrest powers and would infringe 
on the official ones.

To the Editor- 
Hurray for John M. O'Brien! 
I endorse 100 per cent the ideas 
espoused by Mr. O'Brien, pub- 
lished in the FLAMBEAU March 
lo, concerning dissentorsandour 
support, or lack of support to our 
soldiers in Vietnam. 

I ann thankful, along with Mr. 
O'Brien, that we have this great 
nation in which to live, learn, 
and prosper. .No, it isn't perfect, 
but I, for one, am grateful to 
those who had the wisdom to 
establish a government whose 
laws would be based on majority 
rule, but with the right of min< rity 
dissent. 

Our Judeo-Christlan heritage 
greatly influenced the outlining 
of the Constitution of this country 
and has helped mold our views 
concerning equality, hum an i- 
tarianism, and individualism.

Republicans Start Drive 



To the Editor: 
The FSU Young Republican Club 
has initiated a drive to have 
FSU withdraw from membership 
in the United States National 
Student Association. 
The National Student Associa- 
tion is a confederation of approxl- 
mately 330 college and univer- 
sity student government. While 
this number is less than one- 
fourth of the institutions in this 
counry elegibleformembership, 
NSA nevenheless claims to rep- 
resent the American Student 
Community, in this "represent- 
ative" capacity, NSA has con- 
ducted itself as the principal 
spokesman for the Radical Stu- 
dent Left In the United States. 
It is in the vanguard of those 
organizations which advocate the 
abolition of the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities, 
the repeal of the Communist Con- 
trol Act, the repeal of the Cun- 
Dlts the flooding of the mails with 
Communist propaganda, and the 
cessation of economic ar.d mili- 
tary assistance lo our non-Com- 
munist allies in Europe, .Africa, 
and Latin America who fall to 
meet the Leftist standard of "In- 
ternal democracy." On the other 
hand, there is no NSA criticism 
of aid to Communist Poland or 
Yugoslavia, and no condemnation 
of Communist Cuba or its bearded 
dictator.

Jr. College Grads Successful 



How successful are America's 
junior colleges in attracting and 
educating the acadetnlcally talen- 
ted student? 

The answer, according to Dr. 
Raymond Schultz of FSU's School 
of Education, is that honor gradu- 
ates are scoring impressive re- 
cords in senior colleges and uni- 
versities, in careers and In con- 
tributions to community life. 

Schultz, along withgraduate stu- 
dent Lois Garrett, recently com- 
pleted a research project which 
studied the accomplishments of 
r.o .or students after graduating 
from junior colleges. 

Contacting former members of 
Phi Theta Kappa, a national jun- 
ior college academic honorary, 
the survey reached 2,758 per- 
sons. Students selected for the 
honorary usually rank in the top 
10 per cent in their colleges. 

0 f those reached by the survey, 
1,814 came from 51 public insti- 
tutl'ins and 944 from 21 private 
uinior colleges. The survey in- 

1 ded junior colleges in 27 
.tes. 

llie research included former 
Phi Theta Kappa members who 
attended junior college in the 
years 1947-48, 1957-58 and 1960- 
61. 

Among those honor students who 
transferred to senior colleges or 
universities, 94 per cent— the 
figure was 98 per cent among men 
received a bachelor's degree. 

Nearly two-thirds of these stu- 
dents reported academic scho- 
larship honors and one fourth 
were awarded academic sdiolar- 
ships in senior colleges. 

In a detailed analysisof 386men 
who received bachelor's degrees, 
50 per cent majored in the sd- 
encos, mathematics and engine- 
ering. 

One possible reason for this 
c incentraiionis science-mathe- 
matics may be found in theback- 
grounc of these students. "The 
bright young men from lower so- 
cio-economic backgrounds pro- 
bably see careers in technology 
related fields as the fastest and 
best way to find 'a place in the 
sun' as contrasted to careers in 
such fields as lawandbusineas," 
Dr. Schultz reponed. 

In the same group, 42 per cent 
had also received graduate or ad- 
vanced professional degrees. 

The tendency of junior colleges 
to democratize higher education 
is indicated by the fact that 70 per 
cent of the students heads of 
household had no education be- 
'.ond high school. 
' In providing reasons for attend- 
ing a community college, 40 per 
cent listed living at home and a- 
nother 22 per cent noted low cost 
as their primary reason. 

"WhUe there is no way to deter- 
mine how many of these bright 
> oung people would have been de- 
nied the opportunity' for a college 
education had It not been for a 
junior college in their community 
certamh the number would have 
been large and the resulting loss 
-o them as Individuals and to so-

ciet> would have been great," the 
report pointed out. 
How do former honor students 
view their junior college exper- 
iences? Seventy-one per cent of 
those who attended public junior 
colleges and 58 per cent who went 
to private junior colleges report- 
ed they probably or definitely 
would attend a junior college a- 
galn. The group especially point- 
;d to good counseling and gui- 
dance services in the junior col- 
leges. 

The honors students also prais- 
ed their instructors in junior col- 
leges with 75 per cent reporting 
chat they believe a high ability 
student can receive as good an ed- 
ucation during his first two years 
in a junior college as In a senior 
Institution. 

Transferring to a senior college 
presented few problems to most 
of the students. Eighty-three per 
cent reported no delay in gradua- 
tion after moving to a senior col- 
lege. 

The honor students also report- 



ed significant contributions to the 
community. Eight per cent re- 
ported they vote in most or all 
elections. 

Nearly 50 per cent have helped 
In a political catnpaign and six 
per cent have held or run for po- 
litical office. 

Twenty per cent have held office 
in educational groups and half of 
the group reported they are very 
active in religious affairs. 

In sunmiing up the research, 
Schultz said: "The findings 
strongh support the contention 
long made by those of us assoc- 
iated with the junior college; 
nameh . that studt rrs .- f high abi- 
lity are not penalized b\ taking 
their first two years of higher ed- 
ucation in a junior college. 

"The results are dramatic and 
we should shout them from the 
rooftops." 

Schultz reported the results of 
tlie research to a convention of 
the American Assn. of Junior 
Colleges hdd in San Francisco 
this month. 



Someday Students May 
Face Police Draft Too 



(ACP) - Twenty years from now 
college students may have to face 
a police draft as well as a mili- 
tary draft, the director of die pub- 
lic safety program Wayne State 
University predicted recendy. 

Donald Stevens, in a Daily Ck>l- 
leglan report, said that "if Jht 
nation's police depanments are 
not able to substantially increase 
their work force within the next 
20 \ears, some type of draft or 
recruiting program will be nec- 
essay to maintain the operation of 
law enforcement agencies." 

Inadequate wages are not the 
main detterrent to police work, 
Stevens maintains. "A high scho- 
ol graduate with no experience 
can be hired Immediately by the 
Detroit Police Dept. at a start- 
ing salary of $7,340," he said. 

"Tnis IS a higher annual wage 
than many Wayne graduates earn 
at their first jobs.." 

"The image, concept, and em- 



ployment conditions of today's lo- 
:al law enforcement agencies 
discourage men interested in po- 
lice work." 
Stevens, who holds a master's 
degree in police administraion 
from Wayne Stae, criticized "an- 
dquated traditions, "such as the 
use of the sqMad cars for allpo- 
lice asslgnemitts (he advocates 
scooters for some jobs). 
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Article on 
the Cluster 

FSU's unique "Cluster Plan" 
experiment is the subject of an 
article in a recent issue of Col- 
lege Management magazine. 

The four-page article traced the 
history of the "Cluster Plan" 
which got undeway at FSU last 
year. 

Under the initial program, ad- 
ministrators assigned 27 fresh- 
men students as a groi^ to four 
of their five classes. 

At the end of the trimester 20 
per cent of the clustered students 
got signmcantly better grades 
dian unclustered students with the 
remaining 80 per cant receiving 
about the same grades as die re si 
of die student body. 

More impressive was tlie atti- 
tude of tlie students and their 
quick adjustment to college life. 
None of the studoits dropped out 
of school and their reladonsblp 
with administration and faculty 
became smoother. 

From the single- cluster, the 
program has grown and now there 
are 11 dusters In the University. 

Next year administrators hope 
to expand the cluster plan to the 
sophomore class, the magazine 
reported. 

The feature story included five 
photographs taker, on the FSU 
campus of the clusrer students.

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Friday's column discussed a net-like apparatus 
borrowed from the Navy to be used as a safety 
feature at this year's 12-Hour Sebring Classic 

Apr. 1. 

But this net plan isn't the only new feature added 
safety-conscious Sebring officials this year; 
jrovements have also been made over public 
facilities. 

A 30-inch high concrete fence and two cyclone 
fences have been erected along the grandstand area 
on the start-finish stretch, and about two miles of 
regular highway steel guard rails have been set 
up at all the major turns, their approaches, and 
beyond them. 

A problem, long overlooked at Sebring, is the public 
sanitation facilities. This year something has been 
done about them. 

"We have met all requirements of the State Board 
of Health which wanted additional sanitation facilities, 
y V I"!nian, president of the Sebring Race, said. 
" i !ic improvements cost us between $45,000 and 
$50,000." 

Sanitation conditions at the track last year were 
deplorable. Some people go to the races early in 
the week, and stay until the checkered flag falls 
Saturday night. On the mornings before the big 
race, lines to use Vm : iblic rest rooms were some- 
■ • ts over a quarter mile long, ^Mien the fans 

. .ally did get in, they faind an abominable mess 
with a stench tiiat would drive a cow out. 

This vear thin<js should be better. 

Ulmann also commented on the once-proposed move 
of the classic to West Palm Beach, confirming that 
the race is in Sebring to stay. 

"We were wrong to consider the move and I've 
eaten crow as I deserved it." 

Problems in moving the Sebring fixture to the 
Palm Beach Speedway forced Ulmann to ask Se- 
bring to take the race back. 

"We have a five-year contract now," he said, 
and I honesUy feel we are more solidified than 

ever before. 

"We have that contract, we have the new safety 
features and improvements, and we have more 
entires for the four-mile preliminary than ever 

before. 

"Jo Bonnier of Sweden, who is president of the 
grand prix drivers' committee on safety, has 
ins})ected the facilities and judged them excellent. 
So has Lloyds of London. 

"We are about ready for what we hope wUl be the 
best and most accident-free race ever." Llmann 
concluded. 

The Florida Grand Prix of Racing is less than a 
month away now, and this year's contest for the 
Alitalia Cup could be the most exciting ever.

Spring training is a period when players learn 
a wide assortment of signals, assignments, coverage 
patterns, offensive or defensive plays and Lord knows

a team huddled before offensive move. Now. it might 
sound something like: "Sweep right inside 76; if he 
traps, slide outside, ship to the 43 hole, watch for 
the deal and maybe a fly pattern will develop." The 
quote is a fictional one. but it illustrates the true 
complexity of football's nomenclature and the learn- 
ing involved. 

The remarkable part is that most gridders absorb 
the technical stuff in their first varsityseason and.

Lawyer Pleads Innocent

Andrews, 44, was indicted last 
Thursday by the Orleans I'arlsh 
grand Jury, which said he gave 
answers which he "well knew 
were false and untrue" when 
questioned about Garrison's as- 
sassination conspiracy probe. 

In another development, an att- 
orney for Clay L. Shaw obtained 



court permission for his client 
to leave New Orleans Thursday 
to spend the l-,aster weekend on 
the Missisilppi Gulf Coast. 

Garrison has charged Shaw, a 
wealthy retired New Orleans ex- 
ecutive, with conspiring to mur- 
der Lresldent Kennedy. Follow- 
ing a four-day preliminary hear- 
ing last week, a three-judge couit 
ruled that Garrison hadproduced 
sufficient evidence to hold Shaw 
for trial. 

Tlie Andrews hearing lasted only 
rnlrmtes. 'Hie indictment was read 
and the plea was entered. Nature 
of the alleged perjury was not 
mentioned. 

Andrews, suspended from his 
post as an assistant district at- 
torney In suburban Jefferson 
Parish, appeared twice before the 
grand Jury. The indictment for 
perjury followed his second ap- 
pearance.

Guilty? 

Recently there has been a lot of discussion about 
the fate of the men on death row in the Florida 
Penitentiary at Raiford. 

Gov. Claude Kirk has promised to sign the death 

warrants of the men sentenced to be executed because 
he feels it is his duty. In his opinion the judge and 
jury make the decisions and he only does his job. 

Gov. Kirk further rationalizes his stand by saying 
that the death penalty is the will of the voters in 
Florida. Kirk's stand on capital punishment was no 
secret during the campaign last fall. 

We beg to differ with the governor's stand. 

In the first place, we do not feel the voters con- 
sidered capital punishment the number one issue in 
the gubernatorial race. Therefore the voter's choice 
for governor was not a mandate for legalized murder. 

Also, if the governor's role is nothing more than 
rubber stamping a court action, why should he have 
to sign execution orders? 

Obviously other governors have not felt compelled 
to be a party in the execution of a prisoner. Florida's 
last governor. Hay don Burns, did not sign a death 
warrant in his two years in office even though sev- 
eral were pending. 

Capital punishment has been shown to not be a 
deterrent for others who might commit serious 
crimes. In this day and age there are few, if any, 
experts such as psychologists, criminologists, et. 
al., who wouldconsider capital punishment necessary 
or useful. 

In fact, last year, in the entire United States, only 
one prisoner was executed. The trend now is for 
dealii^ with capital offenses in a more enlightened 
and constructive manner. 

We do not feel it is right to execute for revenge. 
Although it is a well worn cliche, we believe two 
wrongs do not make a right. 

By signing a man's death warrant Gov. Kirk will 
be personally responsible for the execution. In our 
minds he will be just as guilty of murder as anyone 
on death row.

NSA does purport 
to be the recognized voice of the 
American student community. 
Testifying before congressional 
committees, speaking on behalf 
of .American college and univer- 
sity students at national and in- 
ternatiiinai youth conferences, 
and generally claiming to repre- 
sent the views and aspirations of

our most serious consideration 
and study.

delegates to the conclave and few 
of those "representatives" which 
do attend are democratically el- 
eaed by their respective student 
bodies. 

tach summer, NSA holds its 
National Student Congress. NSA 
material states that the congress 
has two principal functions: "It 
provides a meeting place for stu- 
dents from every area of the 
counrrv to discuss mutual pro- 
blems and ideas, and it is the of- 
ficial declsior-iTidking body for 
the ; olicies and programs ofUS- 
.N^\." NSA claims that the NSC 
"rt.- ains the largest forum for 
the exj^resslon of the opinions 
and ideas of the American stu- 
dent community." (THE LIGH T- 
LENTH NATIONAL. STUDENT 
CONGRESS, by U»JSA, PhUa.. 
p. 2.) One might question the val- 
ue of this "forum" and die rep- 
resentative nature of the annual 
Congress, when one realizes that 

(1) less than fifteen per cent of 
the institutions that are eligible 
to join NSA actually belong to it; 

(2) less than 50% of the mem- 
ber sdwols send delegates to the 
NSA; and (3) most of the dele- 
gates and alternates who do at- 
tend annual NSC's are not dem- 
ocratically elected by the stu- 
dents whose views they purport 
to represent. This. then, is the 
National Student Congress: a 
fon;-!' d student opinion repre- 
sentmi; the views of a few hun- 
dred ,oung men and women who. 
in real II ., can claim to represent 
no one but themselves, since most 
of then were not elected by fel- 
low students. 

If. 1964, the delegates to the 17th 
.Vatienal Student Congress a- 
mended the .NS.A Constitution to 
provide, ostensibly, for the dem- 
ocratic election of delegates to 
the annual NSC. Anicle 111, i>ec- 
tlon t (1) of the Constitution 
states that : "No more than two 
;i;eml^rs in a delegation may be 
selected b> means other than a 
dem ocratic election b\ their en- 
■iFf -tudent body as long as this 
procedure does not conflict with 
the constitution and by-laws of 
the member school." (COOI- 
FICA I ION OF POLICY, 1965-66 
by bSNS.A. Washington. I). C. 
p. 1 ) The loophole in the latter 
part of the sentence would be sim- 
ilar to a mythical SupremeCourt 
raling which permitted every A- 
merican to vote except those in 
any state whose law prohibits the 
exoxlse of such franchise to cer- 
uln groups. In view of NSA's 
purponed concern for dvll rights 
for the Individual. It is ironic 
that NSA should indirectly abro- 
gate the right of a college stu- 
dent to dioose democratically 
whom he wishes to represent Us 
views at a national student for- 
um. 

The eleventh artide of the NSA 

Constitution is entitled "Parti- 
cipation In Political Affairs" and 

is relevant to the academic com- 
munit\. Ihis section is divided 
into ttiree distinct parts, two of 
which state:

Purpose of Guam 
Meeting Outlined 



WASHINCrrON (AP) - An ele- 
ment of ordiestratlon in the A- 
merican and South Vietnamese 
declarations coming out of the 
Guam conference suggests a be- 
lief that a softening of North 
Vietnam under US punishment 
has reached a point where it is 
politically dangerous to Hanoi's 
Communist regime. 

President Johnson said die 
Guam meeting was instructive 
and constructive, but produced 
no momentous decisions and no 
decisions of a military nature. 

Why, then, the Gum meeting? 

One reason may be what is go- 
ing on In North Vietnam. The 
North Vietnamese press and ra- 
dio have been full of propaganda 
about the 1967 state plan. This 
propaganda reveals serious.even 
dangerous, weaknesses. 

There was a party and govern- 
ment conference on the plan last 
month, and official statements 
there indicated the party's worry 
about food and manpower. 

Deputy Premier Pham Hung said 
"newly emerging difficulties" 
Impose heavy new burdens anc 
the "new situation" would re- 



quire utmost effort. Over-all de- 
mands on the economy have in- 
creased swiftl) and suddenl;, 
"while the economy was still at 
a low level." 

By Hanoi's own admission, the 
problems of this primitive eco- 
nomy have been growing. It ad- 
mits a "very low output of so- 
cial labor, especially In agri- 
culture." It notes that "a large 
bo(fy of young and saoag worlt- 
ers" had to leave farming to en- 
gage In figtfflng or combat sup- 
port. 

There are hints of growing 
weariness and dlssatlsfactien. 
Early this nronth. Brig. Gen. 
Pham Kiel, deputy minister of 
public security, wrote In a par- 
ty newspaper that "many peo- 
ple's security units have identi- 
fied and foiled all schemes by 
counterrevolutionary cliques and 
bad elements to sow dissension 
in a number of border areas." 
He ordered his units to "main- 
tain security and order in bor- 
der areas and important areas 
of the hinterland under all cir- 
cumstances."

TALLAHASSEE (AP) - The 
Florida Stpreme Court yesterday 
in effect reversed a lower court 
decision whidi had declared un- 
constitutional a 1961 legislative 
act dealing with grants of exclu- 
sive land ri^ts for the planting 
and harvesting of oysters. 

It is one of the so-called long- 
standing "grandfather" cases 
and remained unsettled because 
the high court remanded it back 
to circuit court for" furtlier find- 
ings of fact." 

The case stems from suits filed 
by three Franklin County resi- 
dents challenging a 1961 sutute 
which requires all persons as- 
serting any rights to oysters 
leases and grants to register 
with the state Department of 
Conservation and certain other 
agencies. 

The plaintiffs charged that pro- 
visons of the statute would sub- 
ject them "to deprivation of pro- 
perty without Just compensation 
and due process." 

The basic issue in tUs case is 
the present validity of certain 
rights of exclusive rights to 
plant and harvest oysters upon 
a designated area in the bottom 
of Apalachlcola Bay, St. George 
Sound and St. Vincent Sound." 
the court said. 
The state had argued that the 
grants in 1913 were not execu- 
ted In a manner required by the 
Constitution and rights acquired 
by the grantees were void due to 
non-use and abandonment of the 
lands in qjuestion.

Two other Americans were kll 
led and 10 were wounded when 
two US Air Force FlOO jecs 
accidentally t>ombed US positions 
in the area.

The Tay Ninh battle climaxed 
18 hours of the Vietnam war's 
sliarpest fighting ttiis year, with 
actions up and down the country 
but notably in the center and 
Just below the demilitarized zone 
separating North and South Viet- 
nam. Tliese actions subsided to- 
day. 

Heavy weather over North Viet- 
nam Tuesday again limited US 
air strikes. Sixty-two missions 
were flown, mostly against coa- 
stal supply targets, though there 
was another rald-the fourth- on 
the Thai Nguyen steel plant 35 
miles north of Hanoi.

But Johnson reacts to the 
needle, which helps Kennedy saty 
noticed. 

At this stage It seems fair to 
ask: Just how much attention 
would Kennedy be getting at all 
if he wasn't the brother of the 
late John F. Kennedy? At this 
lime in American history Ken- 
nedy is a magic name. 

But at least the two Democrats 
are trying to look nonpolltlcal 
this early in the game, which Is 
not tiie case with the Republi- 
cans, aldwv^ they say other- 
wise. 

Monday Nixon finished a four- 
day trip to the Soviet Union where 
in 1959 he had his famous "kit- 
chen debate" with the then-Pre- 
mier Nikita Krushchev.

(ACP) ~ Dissatisfaction with 
teaching conditions and require- 
ments may le«l many Universi- 
ty of Mlssouiihisioryprofessora 
to " vote with their feet," one iwo- 
fessor there predicted recently. 

"It is conceivable the entire his- 
tory dept. might get up and walk 
away within a year," William 
Allen, assoc. professor of his- 
tory, said in a Maneater news 
report. 

Dissatisfaalon in the depart- 
ment stems from the same pro- 
blems that plague professors in 
many institutions— tor. many 
classes, too many students to 
teach, too little time for re- 
seardu 

"There is no one in the depart- 
ment who has to stay." Allen said 
"Every man has a bener offer 
elsewhere." 



Then wh\ have they stayed this 
long? "Because we feelo an obli- 
gation, not to the university, but 
to the students and to each other." 
he said. "But this obligation is 
not limitless." 

Allen's own commitment to sta> 
at the university was based on a 
fl^t for free speech, a fight he 
won last spring when he was f ran- 
ted teiaire. He had been attacked 
in some state newspapers as a 
Socialist, and agooddealof pres- 
sure was exerted to have him dis- 
missed. 

What is needed to keep good pro- 
fessors? "It can be summed up 
in three requirements: more 
money, more men and a sense 
of direction for the university as 
a whole," Allen said. 

"Of these three, a sense of di- 
rection is the most vital. If you 



have vital leadeship, professors 
are willing to make the kind of 
sacrifice they do by staying herse 
Necessary to ataract top- flight 

professors, in addition to admin- 
istrdtlve "initiative and imagina- 
tion" that will enable theuniver- 
sity to lift Itself up. Is a com- 
mitment by the state to adequa- 
tely support education. Allen 
sdl'd.

"Pockl" describes the echo of a pounded tennis 
ball searing its path toward a far-reaching court 
corner. 

Tennis stylists display lithe power and forge re- 
lentless attacks, but the game is also one of classic 
and graceful restraint. 

Net points are earned by artful placements, which 
develop from the strokemaker's ability to maneuver 
and out-think his opponent. 

Does the thoughtftd and strategic tennis style 
extolled above coincide with a more widely pub- 
licized serve-and- volley power brand of net play? 
No, they are most dissimilar; the smoothly con- 
trolled backcourt tennis style is emphasized here 
because it characterizes action on the FSU horns 
clay courts. 

To make perfectly clear the biased sound which 
this writer vibrates above, a clay surface offers 
more suspense, cunning, action and a wider assort- 
ment of shots than the rat-tat-tat "power" game. 

In particular, the dramatic flavor of a tennis 
match abounds when tennis combatants match whip- 
strokes and wits on a non-slick surface. 

Coach Lex Wood's netmen are eauipped to draw 
many ounces of drama fron. tht competition which 
unfolds beside Tully Gym. Wood has trained every 
player to be adept in the fluid skill of a ground 
stroke, the lashing pace of a serve, the delicate 
arch of a dr<^ shot or the quick pinch of a net 
volley. 

Although the squad is only one of approximately 
25 outstanding tennis teams in the nation, Seminole 
racquetmen have a flair for generatii^ heavy sus- 
pense in their varsity matches. 

As Wood has craftily noted. "Some of our players 
compete better when the score is close; if they get 
ahead, they'll let (wonents catch up to keep things 
. . .interesting." 

Wood calls them "bulldogs," netmen who like a 
scent of a battle and a last-ditch finish. Th<j tjuess 
here is that Clint Murphy, Al ("little gun") Procopio 
and Dave Danielson are prominent among these 
crowd-pleasing "bulldogs." 

Tennis is a tantalizing tableau of darting forms, 
a winging ball and shrewd underlying strategy. The 
intensity of such man-to-man combat creates legi- 
timate theatre on the FSU courts which is worth 
attending.

Our Choice 

The array of candidates running for the Florida Leg- 
islature in today»s election is almost enough to make 

a potential voter stay away from the polls. 

While many of the candidates do not appear to be of 
the quality we feel North Florida deserves, we have 
preferences in two of the rces. 

The most interesting race for the State Senate is 
between Sen. Demsey Barron, Democrat, and William 
H. Sapp, Republican. There is no difficulty in choos- 
ing the better of the two candidates. 

Sen. Barron is an experienced lecrislator and is pre- 
sently president pro-tempore of the Senate. The chal- 
lenger Sapp, makes this race interesting. 

A Panama City lav.yer. Sapp has taken the extreme 
right-wing GOP trail inattackinghis opponent. Sapp 
is so carried away with his extreme right rantings 
and ravii^s inhisadvertisementswe wonder if he has 
any idea of what the pertinent issues are. Barron is 
obviously the better choice. 

In our opinion, the best man running in any of the ra- 
ces is David Linn. Linn, a Tallahassee lawyer, is a 
Republir-in who calls himself a "Capitalist-Conser- 
vative." '\Ae will not attempt to explain what a capi- 
talist-conservative is, but suffice it to say that Linn 
i5, in reality, a progressive intellectual. 

Linn's opponent is Miley Miers, a Tallahassee Den- 
tist. Miers is a Birch-like conservative and not the 
sort of representation this area needs most. 

We prefer Linn bee Muse he has high ideals and good 
judgement. He is a young man with enthusiasm and a 
knowledge of government. We believe Linn would pjut 
his constituents first and work hard to represent them 
well. 

Although this election has had little public appeal, we 
encourage everyone who is registered to get out and 
vote.

At last, those students who choose not to report in- 
stances of cheating are less giiiltv than the cheaters 
themselves.

Women's Rules Split Campus 



With the persistence of a:: j: - 
cient demogogue, I shall pursue 
the Women's Senate further. 

The last few weeks of strife 
have divided the factions on cam- 
pus. First, we have those ethnic 
groups of thought on campus. 
First, we have those who feel 
that the coeds on the Universirv 
scene are, as a whole, lacking 
the proper emotiondl constructs 
to succeed In school and guide 
their personal l:ves without a 
set of rules, and that they are in 
need of parental permission. 

Second, we have those who feel 
that coeds on the University cam- 
pus may or may not be mature, 
depending upon their past home 
and social life. These people feel 
that there is a necessity for the 
rules which enable a person to be 
a good student, and the rest are 
either not enforceable or are ir- 
relevant. 

Third, there are those who 
maintain that most of the student 
at any campus are mature and 
that no student needs any rules 
for ^0 : r iling their social be- 
havior. 

It IS diflicul: for a person as my- 
self to understa:;d and towriteon 
another persons' views. One thing 
IS clear- -there is a distinct dif- 
ference concerning a persons's 
opinion and his position In the Uni- 
versity System. 

The majority of the administra- 
tion, if itb<jthers with a petty 
problem like woner's rules 
tends to recog: i.'e the fi: d .cial 
implications and the answer it has 
to give to the tax-paying public 
concerning the behavior of its 
students. 

The faculty tends to condone 
thought on the matter and to take 
class polls on the feelings of the 
students. They are aware of our 
transitional period of moral and 
social change. I would Imagine 
they can see the distinct dianges 
between their generation and that 
of the students. I would also note ' 
that they reflect more honesth a 



.'actual concern on these matters 
rather than any one-sided ap- 
proach. 

The students divide into the 
three factions mentioned before. 

FSU's present state is reflective 
of the transitional state by which 
our entire social structure is 

changing. 

In America, recent and import- 
ant changes have been made in 
techniques to control behavior, 
[■niiiarily sexual behavior. The 
unmarried female was formerh 
subjected to strict control by the 
ethical group and by govern- 
:;,cntal, religious and educa- 
tional agents. Access to the world 
was forbidden or permissive only 
in the coTT^any of a chaperone who 
mig^t use physical restraint if at 
all necessary. Stimuli leading to 
sexual behavior were eliminated 
from the immediate environment. 
The anatomy and physiology of the 
human body remained obscure 
and any behavior which might 
alter this condlUon was punished 
severly. 

This punishment, supplemented 
by other procedures, resulted in 
behavior which refleaed "puri- 
ty" or "modesty" as a form of 
self control. Facts related to sex- 
ual behavior which could not be 
concealed were explained in fic- 
titious ways. 

Such severe measures were jus- 
tified b> arguing that sexual be- 
havior was wrong, that it was 
i:e%enheiess ven. powerful, and 
that the ,,.;^;r'-s;ve sexual behav- 
ior on the pan of the male must 
be met with very exceptional de- 
fenses on the part of the female. 

There were often completely ob- 
jectionable by-produas, how- 
ever. Althou^ the control was 
intended to apply only to premari- 
tal sexual Ixbaaior. the effects 
frequently extended into the mar- 



ital state, and the Individual was 
prevented from enjoying sexual 
relations in a normal form. 
This resulting repression of 
sexual impulses had man\ neuro- 
tic effects, from pervened sex- 
ual aaivity to the behavior of the 
common cold. 

The modem version of sexual 
control is ver> different. Al- 
though there is no one clearlj 
formulated method. It is now rec- 
ognized that anxiet\ with respect 
to sexual behavior is unneces- 
sary.

loach Bill Peterson's gridiron 
version of the aerial circus 
amassed 615 total passing yards, 
which Included two TD bombs. 
Although four touchdowns were 
scored by runners, every TD 
drive resulted from key pass- 
catch combinations. 

Displaying the mid-season form 
which tabs him as a potential 
All-America, flanker Ron Sellers 
snared seven passes for 185 
yards, including one TD grab.

Over 80 
Per Cent 

More Men 
Dissatisfied 

Over 80 per cent of the 
FSU student body is dis- 
satisfied with women's 
regulations according to 
straw ballot voting in 
Monday's runoff elec- 
tions, but not everyone 
agrees on what chains 
they'd like to see. 

The interesting thing to 
note is that men are more 
dissatisfied with the cur- 
rent regulations than wo- 
men students are. Less 
than 10 per cent of toe 
FSU male student body 
v^oting favored current 
women's rules, while 
nearly 25 per cent of the 
coeds don't mind the pre- 
sent restrictions placed 
upon them. 

The straw ballot proposed four 
changes: (1) women's rules be 
made the same as male regula- 
tions (2) rules for upperciass 
womoi made identical to male 
regulations with current upper- 
class women's regulations being 
extended to freshmen womoi. 
(3) same as second proposed 
change except for mandatory 
sign-outs for all women (4) an 
Honor's Dorm arrangonent for 
opperclass women and current 
upperciass regulations for fresh- 
men women, with sign -outs man- 
datory for all. 

Almost 28 per cent of the stu- 
dents voting favored the third 
proposal with mandatory sign- 
outs. Over 26 per cent voted 
for the fourth proposal wth an 
ftoior's [term arrangement and 
over 25 per cent gave the second 
proposal the nod, wherdby only 
fresiunan women would be res- 
tricted. 

Broken down by sexes, 28.3 per 
cent of the men want to abolish 
all rules for women. CMily three 
fewer male votes were registered 
in the category to only place 
restrictiotts on freshman women. 
Over 23 per cent asked for the 
mandatory sign-out proposal and 
almost 21 per cent voted voted 
for the Honor's Dorm. 

Only 12 per cent of the wo- 
men voting wmit to see their 
regulations abolished com- 
pletly and 33 per cent favor 
the sign-out relation. Nearly 
30 percent like the Honor's Dorm 
idea and almost 25 per cent 
want to see regulatlonsonly im- 
posed on freshman womra. 

In other election results yes- 
terday Bob Shoemaker unani-- 
mously won the runoff for 
sophomore class president and 
Susan Kodat to<dt the womoi's 
sophomore senatorial seat. 
Karen Zahaiis won tte senior 
women's senate seat.

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Pope Paul Takes Stand On 
Government Birth Control

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI gave a carefully quali- 
fied endorsement action to con- 
trol population but did not indi- 
cate any relaxation in the Roman 
Cadiollc Church's opposition to 
mechanical means of birth con- 
trol. 

In the fifth encyclical of his 
reign, the Pope made clear d>at 
the "rightful freedom" of mar- 
ried couples who are opposed to 

artificial means of contraception, 
for moral reasons or under the 
guidance of their bishops, must 
be respected. 

Vatican sources said, however, 
the new attitude was likely to 
clear the way for government 
laws to make birth control in- 
formation available to the public 
in places where Catholic press- 
ure has opposed this in the past. 

It was the first time any Pope 
had gone so far on the subject 
of birth contix)l outside Roman 
Catholicism's own teachings. 

The encyclical deals with the 
world's social problems. In the 
section on population growth, the 
pontiff declared that "the de-no- 
graphic population increase by 
radical measures," 

Headdedc "Public authorities 
can intervene, within the limit of 
their competence, by favoring the 
availavility of appropriate ir.for- 
mation and by adopting suitable 
measures, provided that these be 
in conformity with the moral law 
and that they re=u-ect the right- 
ful freedom of married coq?les." 

The encyclical, endorsedlhe re- 
distribution among the poor of 
large estates which are "unused 
or poorly used" and criticized 
wealthy tax dodgers who trans- 
fer income abroad to escape ob- 
ligations to aid the welfare of 
their countries. 

The encyclical was titled "Po- 

pidorum Progresio-On theUeve-

lopment of Peoples," from its 
first words. It dealt with mater- 
ial things of the world rather than 
with religious or spiritiul 
themes. TTie docur ent i i re 'he- 
date of last Sunday, hasier, 
March 26. 
The section Dn demography con- 
ceded that "too frequentl;. a:. ,ic- 
celerated demographic i:i crease 
adds its own difficulties to the 
problems of development: the 
size of the population increases 
more rapidly than available re- 
sources, and ihngs are found to 
have apparently reached an im- 
passe. 

"From that moment" the Pope 
continued, "thetemptatlon s great 
to check the demographic in- 
crease by means of radical mea- 
sures. 

"It is certair. that public author- 
ities can intervene, within the 
limit of their competence, ^fav- 
oring the availability of appro- 
priate Irformation and by adopt- 
ing suitable measures, provided 
that these be iii conformity with 
the moral law and that they res- 
pect the rightful freedom of mar- 
ried couples." 

But the Pope then returned to 
the Church's traditional stand on 
birth control, stating: 

"Where the Inalienable right to 
marriage human dignity has 
ceased to exist. 

"Finally, it is for the parents 
to decide, with full knowledge of 
the matter, on the numl>er of 
their children, taicing into ac- 
count their responsibilities to- 
ward God. themselves, the chil- 
dren they have already brought 
into the world, and the commu- 
nity to which they belong. 

"In all this they must follow 
the demands of their own con- 
science enlightened by God's law 
authentically interprtted, and 



sustained by confidence in Him." 
This gave an indication of any 
change in the Church's position 
that the rhythm method is the only 
permissable form of birth con- 
trol. 

The bulk of the 8,000-word let- 
ter to his bishops was concerned 
with the broad field of economic 
ir.d social justice and the ills of 

capitalls-Ti.

Netherlands Greets 
Humphrey for Talks 



Oil Tanker Burned 



LAND'S END, England (AP)- 
Brltlsh bf.mbers set the shat- 
tered tanker Torrey Canyon and 
tiie sea ar und it ablaze yester- 
day in an effori to destroy 
spreading oil, but within two 
hours the fire went out. 

More naval and air force planes 
were immediately readied for 
a fresh attempt to stem the 
flow of oil from the 61,263-ton 
giant's cargo, which had already 
polluted 120 ml es of England's 
S'lUrhwest c iastline. 

The flames set by the first 
bombing strllces flickered and 
died, although smoke at one time 
towered to 8,000 feet above the 
sundered three sections of the 
974-foot-long ship and the planes 
Jettisoned their fuel tanks in an 
attempt to keep the fire going. 

Twin-Jet bombers of the Brit- 
ish navy were ordered to deliver 
the coup de grace after attempts 
to set afire tt>e giant oil slick 
appeared ineffective. 

All ships and aircraft had been 
warned away from ilie area seven 
miles off Land's End. A 20-mile 
radius was placed under restric- 
tion. 

Tbe 61.263-toa UDknr Icy spilt 
in three parts ondieSevcnStones 
Reef wiiile chocolate-brown 
cnide oil continued flowing from 
ber nqnurad tanks. More than 
half of the 35.8 million gallons 
aboard has poured into the sea. 

Maritime experts predicted that 
the disaster, wblch threatens to 
pollute south Britain's holiday 
beaches for years to come, will

THL HAGUE (.\P) - VlcePiesl- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey, pictur- 
ing himself as a friend rather than 
a negotiator in his European fence 
mending talks, arrived In the Net- 
herlands today to meet Queen Ju- 
liana and political leaders-and 
probably some Dutch antiwar 
demonstrators as well. 
Coming from Geneva, the first 
stop on his two-week European 
tour, Humphrey said in a pre- 
pared statement that the Amerl- 
czn people throughout their his- 
tory have had "deep and lasting 
lies with the Netherlands." 

"We share a common heritage," 
he declared, "inducing most of 
all a deep concern for the prin- 
ciple of law and order In the 
world. Now, both our cuntrles 
are concerned with the opportuni- 
ties that He ahead in strengthen- 
ing the NATO alliance and In 
building peaceful institutions. 
"Our nations and our people talk 
frankly and openly. While i am 
here. I hope to learn and listen 
as well as to expUir.." 

In additic;; to his talks, Hum- 
phrey was expecteii to encounter 
protests against the Vietnam war 
after the Alpine, Easter-boiiday 
quiet of Geneva. 

After his one-day stay In the 
Swiss center, the vice president 
was r^rted encouraged by the 
•progress of negotiations there fior 



a treaty to check the ^read of 
nuclear we^ns and theKennedy- 
Round talks to reduce trade bar- 
riers. 

Humphrey said both were of vi- 
tal interest to the United States, 
and he is expected to emphasize 
this in his talks with European 
leaders, nt all of whom see eye 
to eye with tbe Unlied States In 
widter the trade or tbe nuclear 
talks. 

The vice president told news- 
men at ttie American mission in 
Geneva that "I carry no special 
messages nor am I attemptii^ to 
act as a negotiator."

Changes! 

At last, FSU students have committed themselves. 

In Monday's straw vote, eighty percent of those 
^o participated expressed dissatisfaction with the 
current system of women's rules. Breaking it 
down into sexes, three out of every four women 
and nine out of every ten men called for a change 
in the ^stii% order. 

We believe such a change will come. 

Women's Senate should see the results of this 
poll as a definite mandate for change. There has 
been a great deal of progressive legislation passed 
this year, and, with the student support expressed 
Monday, the trend should continue. Those senators 
^o kept quiet, fearing censure for liberal points 
of view, now see that such fears are groundless. 
Students want more liberalization, and they want 
it as fast as the democratic process will allow. 
Those senators who mirror the conservative ele- 
ments in their constituency should realize that 
they were elected to provide leadership, as well 
as to reflect the opinions of those they represent. 
The fact that tl» straw vote so overwhelmingly 
endorsed change should give even these senators 
the in^tus to make the needed reforms. 

For those who doubted the validity of visitor's 
comments in Women's Senate, saying that only 
a "fringe group" sentiment was expressed, it 
should be pointed out that Monday's poll was open 
to any interested student. As 786 votes were cast 
against existing women's rules, it is difficult to 
believe that they all came from the so-called 
fringe group. 

Some senators seemed surprised at the results 

of the poll. They felt that in talking with their 
constituents, they had found the majority satis- 
fied with the present system of rules. It is possible 
that these poll-eaking senators interviewed just 
one faction of the campus, and it is also possible 
that those who responded favorable to the current 
rules, did not do so in complete honesty. There 
is a big difference between one senator verl^ally 
polling her friends, and a campus-wide vote by 
secret ballot. We believe the latter method to be 
f&r more accurate. 

Some senators feel that Monday's poll was inade- 
quate due to its wording. Since these senators are 
undoubtedly concerned with objectively representing 
ti^ women on campus, tiie FLAMBEAU proposes 
a detailed questionnaire be distributed to all women 
students. In it, specific questons could be asked 
about all phases of women's rules, with added 
space for individual comment. The polls could 
be tabulated by a Women's Senate committee and 
the results published in the FLAMBEAU. This 
would prolMibly clear up once and for all any 
misunderstanding about the women students' atti- 
tude towards women's rules, and give the senators a 
clear-cut basis for progressive legislation.

Negro studsns 
In the South are likely to select 
Negro colleges where the atmos- 
phere is non-competltlve and, as 
a result, theNegrocollegegredu- 
ate is lllcely to receive an in- 
ferior education. With such an 
education, Negro teachers and 
professionals cannot compete 
successfully with white teachers, 
etc. Under such conditions In- 
tegration means disaster for Ne- 
gro teachers and professionals. 
Continuation of inequality of edu- 
cation will prolong the Inability 
of the Negro middle class to 
provide constructive leadership 
to the Negro community. 

We can help the Negro middle 



class by encouraging Negro stu- 
dents in Florida schools to apply 
for admission at FSU where they 
can receive the best education 
offered in the State. I believe 
that they do not apply now in 
greet«r mtmbers for fear that 
they will be lonely here and will 
not be able to meet the academic 
competition from white studsms. 
We can help them to overcome 
their fear by sending out stu- 
d«m to speak at high school as - 
semhiles inviting Negro high 
school stadents to apply bare. We 
should also give some thought 
to a social program In idUch 
they might participate so that 
their time here might be enjoy- 
able, comparable to the various 
kinds of satisfactions enjoyed 
by wblte students. 
If the student body would be wil- 
ling to finance a few recruiting 
trips, my guess is that many 
Volunteer for recruiting assign- 
ments. It would be excellent 
training In public speaking, and 
an opponunity to all individuals 
to do something as individuals 
to remedy our national shame: 
our treatment of the Negro as 
second class citizens.

Victims Like Charlie Brown 
Receive Counseling Help 

When FSU students fall victim 
to "the Charlie Brown syn- 
drome"- -campus slang for 
feelings of Insecurity and inde- 
cision- -they doo't have to look 
far for more constructive help 
that Lucy gives Charlie in the 
"Peanuts" comic strip. 
According toDr.HarmanBurck, 
Director d FSU's Counseling 
Center, more than 450 students 
"whose proMems were seldom 
any worse tlian Charlie Browa's" 
Sough: and received help in the 
Center last trimester. 
Contrary to popularmisconcep- 
tlons, said Burck, "most of the 
students wh seek help at the 
Counseling Center are neither 
'sick' nor 'mentally 111'.' 
In fact, he adds, the great ma- 
jority are normal, average stu- 
dents who just want assistance, 
or need encouragement and self- 
confidence, to cope with coU^e 
life. 

Burck, who believes that 25 per 
cent of any student body as large 
as Florida State's could benefit 
from the Center's services, says 
the typical problems of the 4 
par cent the Center is presently 
staffed to handie "are normal 
problems." 

"Most are related to the 
stresses of decision-making ty- 
pically associated with academic, 
social and personal questions 
faced by students durtag their 
college years." 

Urged by authority figures- 
teachers, parents or administra- 
tors — ^to "learn,' "succeed," 
and "conform" since early child- 
hood, most students view them- 
selves with small "1" when they 
encounter the university environ- 
ment. 

'Tor the same reasons, 
students view those in authority 
as a capUallzed "THEY," said 
dw Cotuseling Director. 

A majority of the Counseling 
Center's work is devoted to hel- 
ping students see themstf ves in 
capital letters. 

According to Dr. Burck, most 
counseling sessions begin by 
having the student ask himsetf 
two questions — "Who am I" and 
"What do' I want to be doing 
15 years from now?" 
When a student discovers that 
HIS Concerns and HIS views of 
His future are no less Impor- 
tant than 'Theirs," the Coun- 
seling Center s first objective 
has been reached. 

The process of self -discovery 
varies with individual student 
needs, but for the m',st part, 
counseling sessions are geared 
to helping students help them- 
saives, rather dum "telllngthem 
what to do." 
This transition of the student's 
viewpoint — from the lower case 
"1" to recognition that he, too, 
has a vote to cast for this future — 
Is important to the counseling 
process for a number of reasons. 



said Burck. 

"Unless the student sees him- 
self as 'one of THEY' the coun- 
seling Center can do very little 
for him.' the Director observes. 
"Once he realizes that he can 
turn 'THEY" into "WE" tht 
Center's services can be signi- 
ficant.' 

Without these achievements, the 
Center would be no more than 
another autiiority figure for the 
student, and another set of direc- 
tions which might not relate to 
his needs. 

The Center's philosophy of 

counseling is ^ne which seeks 
to break the stereotype of vo- 
cational guidance and psyche- 
therapy- neither of which are 
applicable descriptions of the 
Center's services. 

"We deal in nornisl, develop- 
mentai C'jncems related t many 
aspects of the m dem student's 
academic, social and personal 
life," said Bur^k, noting that 
the high academic potential held 
by m..st "f today's entering Col- 
lege students has placed the em 
phasis n f-ici rs ;:ie: :han 
"ability ' which used t dc a 
major student concern. 

"Most of the college students 
we see today have the ability 
to do well in college, and their 
problems are concerned with put- 
ting this ability to the most sat- 
isfying use, rather than keeping 
up wUh the academic competi- 
tion' he said. 

Choice of occupation is 
becoming increasii^y more 
complex tlian it used to be, tlie 
Director notes: "Most of today's 
collie training ^s multi- 



purpose, and the jobs which re- 
late to any major field of study 
are multiplying every day. 

"It is any wonder that students 
are worried and perplexed about 
statistics which show that three- 
founhs of the Jobs which will be 
available 10 years from now 
haven't been invented yet?" 

While the Cemer offers a variety 
of occupational and psychological 
testing services to students, fu 
counselors are careful to empha- 
size tliat a student's personal 
motives, havlis and values are 
Just as important. If not more 
important, than his measured 
abilities and aptitudes. 

Persuading the student to con- 
sider his future in with light 
is not always popular with par- 
ents, said Burck, "panicularly 
parents who have ch sen their 
Sons' and daughters' occupations 
ff.r thei::, r pushed them toto 
pren.riture decisions." 

While such Conflicts are n -t 
-.00 frequent, they Illustrate the 
Center's pnrirfem of public iden- 
tity. 

"Students sometimes ^ee the 
Center as an arm of the ad- 
ministratl in, rather than a hci- 
ping hand; and parents, too, make 
the mistake of thinking the Cen- 
ter is supposed to be pan nf 
the "in loco parentis" concept 
of university guidance centers," 
says the Director. 

"I wish we could convince 
everyone that our first and fore- 
most responsibility is to the 
students yAio come to us for 
counseling," be adds. 



Program to

A goal of $125,000 has been set 
this year for the GFSF, the annual 
giving program ofPSU alumni and 
friends. 

Alumni contributions, which are 
tax deductible, support the Uni- 
versity In hundreds of areas. Fle- 
dges may be earmarked for a spe- 
cific use but Caster said he hopes 
most gifts will be unrestricted. 

A sizable portion of the money 
goes to finance student scholar- 
ships and loans and the recruit- 
ment of honor students. Last year 
$10,000 was used in the honor Sttt- 
dent recruitment program.

Members of FSU's Young 
Liberals Club were halted In tlielr 
attempt yesterday to seU the 
Charlatan magazine on campus 
as a fund raising project for 
the "Dollars for Scholars," be- 
cause of a failure to comply 
with constitutional regulations 
regarding soliciting on campus. 

According to the FSU constitu- 
tion, all requests for fund rais- 
ing projects must be submitted 
to the Office of Finance two 
weeks before the proposed pro- 
jects starts. Phillip Mullhis. 
chairman of the project, sub- 
mitted the request Tuesday after- 
noon, and therefore had notcom- 
plied with this male. 
Mullinjj stated that the Young 
Liberals', hoped to accomplish 
three things in selling the maga- 
zines. Tiw project would raise 
funds for rteedy students, as the 
proceeds Wbuld be given to the 
Dollars for Scholars fund. 

He alsti stated that they hoped 
to guarantee the Charlatan maga- 
zine the rights of a free press 
at FSU and force a confronta- 
tion on a section of the FSU 
constitution which forbids tlie 
sale of "magazines, petty fa- 
vors, sweaters, etc. "on campus. 
MuUins said that he wfent to 
the Dean of Students office Tues- 
day afternoon in order to get 
permission to sell the magazine 
for the fund raising project. 

According to MuUins, Dean 
Carey told the group that if they 
obtained the necessary permis- 
sion from Student Government, 
they would be able to proceed 
with the project. 
Dean Carey stated diBt the 



Young Liberals were told that 
in orier for a group to solicit 
on campus, they must first get 
the approval of Student Govern- 
ment, and then get permission 
from SG to set up a table In the 
Union. 

Permission must be secured 
from the Secretary of Finance, 
Tim Redmer. 
Redmer gave this permissit>n 
to the group yesterday morning, 
but after checking the constitu- 
tion and findli^ that they were 
in violation of the rules, he 
asked Mulllns to discontinue the 
sale. 

The magazines went on sale 
in the Union at 9:30 a.m. yes- 
terday, according to Mullins. The 
sale contimied until approximate- 
ly 2 p.m., when Redmer asked 
the group to "close up" since 
they had not complied with the 
two week waiting period. 
Mullins said that he had agreed 
to leave if there was resistance 
from the administration, but 
since there had been no such 
resistance, he told Redmer that 
he would have to get a police- 
man to make them leave. 
Mullins explained that be felt 
that this would force a confronta- 
tion on the issue of what could 
be sold on campus and under 
what circumstances. 
Dean Carey expressed the 
opinion that while this is a legi- 
timate question, not only at FSU 
but at campuses around the coun- 
try, the Young Liberals should 
not try to determine the issue 
while they were in violation of 
another section at the Studat 
Body Constitution.

Florida Two- Party State 



MIAMI (AP)-Out of the wreck- 
age of old political traditions, 
Florida emerged-under the 
banner of its first Re[wbllcan 
governor in 94 years-as the first 
twoHparty state in the solidly 
Democratic south. 

A storm brewed by a swelling 
army of GOP faithful and dis- 
enchanted Democrats broke sud- 
denly over the Sunshine State 
Tuesday in the historic election 
of Its first one-man, one-vote 
legislature. 

The torrent swept 20 Rep- 
ublicans into the 48 -member Sen- 
ate and 40 into the 119-member 
House-giving a juLilan: Gov, 
Claude Kirk the strength he 
needed to keep his:;> Deino- 
crats from over-nding his ve- 
toes and torpedoing hispr grani. 

In a daring maneuver, Kirk 
had laid his own political pres- 
tige on the line when he cam- 
paigned for the Republican tic- 
ket as no other go\emor has 
done in mndem times. 

But many-Including Kirk hlm- 
self-expressed doubt that he had 
become sufficiently popular in 
bis three-month old administra- 
tion to have engineered such a 
stunning outcome. 

Behind the revolution was not 
only the rapidly growing strength 
of the Republican party, but the 
same subtle discontent that en 
abled Kirk to pull the political 
upset of the century by winning 
the governorship. 

In that election, party loyal- 
ties were submerged In a wave 
of public protest against racial 
rioting, war and high living costs- 
all of which conservative Florl- 
dians blamed on the liberal na- 
tional adnninistratlon. 

Kirk had called upon the people 
to "show your dissatisfaction 
with the Johnson administration 
as you did In November," and 
e . idently they did. 

The 3ig accomplishment of his 
parry. Kirk said, waj the crea-

tion of a solid two-party system 
and he called it "a great day 
for Florida, for the south and 
for the nation." 

Kirk failed to get something 
he wanted badly -the defe.->.t of 
Senate Presiden: Verle I'ope, 
the legislature's most powerful 
figure and the man first hi line 
of succession to the governor- 
ship. And he failed also in a 
bid for the downfall of House 
Speaker Ralph Turlington. 

But hi many areas of the state 
Democratic Incumbents fell like 
tenpins as Republicans -many of 
whom had registered with the 
other party to gain full parti- 
cipation in state affairs -flexed 
their muscles as never before. 

Democrats suffered almost total 
casualties in big Republican 
stronghiilds-Pineilas, Broward 
and Orange couniies. 

Populous Pinellas county, where 
the GOP had made its first seri- 
ous raids on the Democrats, was 
solid Republican before the elec- 
tion and stayed that way 
decisively. 

in the Brevr.rd County area, fast - 
growing heme of the Cape Ken- 
nedy missile center, the four 
Democratic House inccroents ail 
were thrown out f office. Re- 
publicans held on tr^ one Senate 
seat and wrested the other from 
the Democrats. 

The Broward County district 
sent solid Republican dele- 
gations - eight representatives 
aiul four senators-to Talla- 
hassee. 

And new disaster fell on the 
Democrats hi Orai^e County, 
which struck dovm four of the 
party's House members. The 
Republicans held on to one Sen- 
ate seat there and won another, 
leaving only one Democrat in of- 
fice.

County, beat Elliott even in his 
home city of Jacksonville, and 
added to his margin with com- 
fonable whis hi the satellite 
c unties of St. Johns, Baker, 
I'nion and Nassau.

TV, Radio Strike 



NEW YORK (AP) - The Ameri- 
can Federation of Television and 
Radio Artists struck the major 
television and radio networks 
yesterday, but supervisory per- 
sonnel kept the networks on the 
air by taking over such programs 
as news shows. 
In the first national strike In 
AFTRA's 30-year history, picket 
lines went shortly after 5 a.m. 
in front of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, the National 
Broadcasting Co; and the Mutual 
Broadcasting Co; the American 
Broadcasting Co; and the Mutual 
Broadcasting System, their affi- 
liates in New York, in Chicago 
and in Los Angeles, and at ad- 
vertising agencies. 

The dispute centers around 100 
newsmen at network -owned stat- 
ions in New York, Chicago and 
Los Angeles who are seeking a 
higher base salary and a larger 
return of conjr.ercial fees on 
sponsored programs on which 
they appear. 

Two of the first big news shows 
to be affected by the strike were 
the NBC Today Show from 7 a.m. 
till 9 a.m. and the CBS morning 
news with Joseph Benti from 7:05 
a.m. till 7:30 a.m. In both cases 
supervisory personnel took over 
the shows. 

Hugh Downs, host of NBC's To- 
day show, joined pickets in front 
of the West 49th Street entrance 
to the RCA Building in a heavy 



predawn rain. 

"I came down to picket In a car 
NBC pays for." Downs quipped. 

The news portion of the Today 
show was done by supervisory 
personnel while filmed portions 
were reruns of rrevir,iis shrjws. 

Calls Castro 
Aggressor 

PALMA DE MALLORCA, Spain 
(AP)- Venezuela denounced Fidel 
Castro's Cuban regime Wednes- 
day as an (pressor against other 
Latin American nations and called 
on the Soviet Union and other 
Communist nations to pressure 
the Havana government into ob- 
servance of U N. resolutions a- 
gainst intervention in affairs of 
other Countries. 

Speaking before the political 
committee of the Interparlia- 
mentary L'nion's council session 
here, Venezuelan chief delegate 
Ruben Carpi , said Cuba has no 
respect "for either international 
bans or the U.N. reso utions." 

He said though little can be 
done directly to force Cuba to 
observe U..\. non-intervention 
resolutions, "we do Lielleve that 
much can be achieved if some 
nations like the Soviet Union 
and other Communist countries 
take specific action to make more 
effective the peaceful coexistence 
about which they so often speak.

Responsibility for legislative action in the next 
fair years now rests squarely on the shoulders of 
the governor. We hope that this will not mean a 
program of conservative measures for the state. 

Instead, we now have the opportunity to see the 
e&ecta of a two-party system on Florida.

Gov. Kirk's promise of no new taxes will be easy 
to maintain in a legislature where his veto cannot 
be outvoted.

If the legislature holds the line on taxes, other 
sources will have to be found. 

The proposed constitutional revision will allow 
the state to issue bonds without an election for 
public approval.

Shakespeare is the author wh« 
has declined in popularity most 
conspicu usly. While 25 per cent 
of the Class of 1962 listed a: 
least one of his plays as a favo- 
rite, only nine per cent of the 
700-ma.".

In 
Florence, It is traditional to 
charge an additional fee when food 
and drink are served When custo- 
mers are sining.

Tragedy Strikes 

Eleven Overcome Handicap 




Tragedy In the form of glaucoma 
Struck Louis Capone when he was 
a freshamn at FSU several years 
ago and forced him to withdraw 
from the University. 

Today d)e23-yeaiM>ldCqwne is 
a graAiate studrat in jriiysics and 
is iroiidng on adieoretical model 
of die upper atmoaphere of Ji^i- 
ter in a radioastronomy group. 

He was able to overcome his 
handle^ of the loss of sig^ ir 
his left eye and a partial loss of 
his right eye. 

Sharon Ellis, 19, began wearing 
bifocals at the age of five buther 
eyes kept "getting weaker and 
weaker." 

Today Miss Ellis is a senior at 
Florida State majoring in French 
despite the fact that she has no 
vision in one eye andonlyasmall 
amount in the other. 

Capone and Miss Ellis are a- 
mong 11 partially sighted anc 
blind students attending FSU un- 
der qwnaorship of the Florida 
Council for the Blind. 

Eadi student has to face and 
overcome the challenge of livir.g 
and studying in a large university 
geared primarily to nudentswtth 
full vision. 

Capone completed his bache- 
lor's degree in physics with the 
aid of his wife who read for him. 
However, the complicated sym- 
bols in the language of physics 
became too complicated and he 
now has a reader provided by the 
CoiBMdl for die Blind. 
"It takes a wedc to train a reader 
to read die symbols," C^ne 
said. When the student wants in- 
formation from a certain techni- 



cal book he makes a request and 
the council arranges to have it put 
on cape. 

Capone holds down a half-time 
assistantshlp and pulls his full 
load of work with the other assis- 
tants. 

"He does the same amount of 
work that any other assiscantdoes 
and he has neither asked for nor 
received any special considera- 
tion," according to Colin Home 
Barrow, bis major professor. 

Miss Ellis rdies on 25 hours of 
reader service a week and with ■ 
minor in English the main pro- 
blem is keeping up with the read- 
ing. "If you have ever been able 
to read for yourself it is awfiilly 
hard to let someone dse do itfor 
you," she said. 

The Florida Council for the 
Blind provides Capone and Miss 
Ellis and nine other students with 
tuition, reader's fees and special 
services such as talking books, 
tape recorders, braillers (an in- 
strument that t\pes Braille). 

TTie Counseling Center at Flo- 
rida State, under a contract with 
the Florida Council for the Blind, 
evaluates and makes recommen- 
dations on every blind student in 
the Slate who wants tobaveaool- 
lege education. 

After two days of testing and pa- 
nel interviews, the Counseling 
Service provides final recom- 
mendations to the Council. 

TTie students' rate has been out- 
standing. " We have never recori- 
mended a blind student for af. 
college program In which the stu- 
dent has not only completed the 
program but also done well in it."

GOP Celebrates Victory 
in Florida, Not All Over 



WASHINGTON (APWRepubll- 
cans here arecelebratlnga major 
political breakthrough In Flori- 
da's special legislative election, 
but their elation is tempered by 
apparent failure to pick up a 
House seat in Rhode Island. 
The Rhode Island contest re- 
mained in doubt with Democrat 
Robert O. Tleman clinging to a 
370-vote margin over Republi- 
can James DlPrete Jr. for the 
seat of the late Rep. John E. 
Pogarty. Nealy 1,900 absentee 
ballots are to be counted Fri- 
day. 

Sources in both parties ex- 
pressed duuijt DlPrete could 
overcome Tieman's lead, unless 
substantial counting errors have 
been made, "It's definitely 
uphill," ccMBimnted one GOP 
spokesman. 

But in Florida, RepubUcans 
scored a major victory. Al- 
though failing short of a majority, 
they picked up enough seats to 
prevent Democrats from over- 
riding vetoes by GOP Gov. Claude 
Kirk and gained their stroi^est 
foothold in aof deep South leg- 
islature. 

R^xibUcan National Chair- 
man Ray C. Bliss said the GOP 
"has established a solid beach- 
bead for an even greater Re- 
publican victoiy in 1968' and 
Rep. William C. Cramer, R- 
Fla., said the result "clearly 
shows the people's disapproval 
of the LBJ high society," 

Democratic National Chair- 
man John M. Bailey said the 
results "imply that our two- 
party system will be put to work 
in Florida. ' 

The two elections were the first 
major political tests of strength 
since Republicans gained 47 
House seats, three senators and 
eight governorships last Novem- 
ber.

BALTIMORK MJ. (AP)- Atfaiee 
Judge federal court said yester- 
day it would extend a temporary 
restraining order prohibitii^ ttie

SG Explains Stand on NSA 



President-elect Gene Stearns has spent a great 
deal of time recently running around sticking his 
nose into other pe<9le*s business. For the most 
part, his snooping is unwanted and highly unneces- 
sary. 

Under the guise of investigating economic and bud- 
get standings of different organizations, supposedly 
for the budget discussions now underway in Stu- 
dent Senate, Stearns has delved deepi into FLAM- 
BEAU records. After reviewing printing costs, which 
have risen greatly in the past couple of years. 
Steams has come fourth with the news that HE 
will buy an offset press for the FLAMBEAU. 

The idea of a FLAMBEAU press is great, and 
we support it wholeheartedly. But why should the 
student body president - elect concern himself 
with matters which are so clearly out his realm? 
Why has he left out the editor and editor-elect of 
the FLAMBEAU from this new drive to benefit 
the FLAMBEAU? 

Steams himself estimates that the purchase of 
an offset printing press would amount to $60,000. 

Probably, the figure would end up in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000. To relieve the burden of such 
a strain on the budget. Steams has proposed pro- 
rating this sum over the next 10 or 20 years, 
Okay, Mr. Stearns, where will the money come 
from? 

Right now. Senate is in a dilemma trying to shave 
most of the student activity budgets to build Stearns' 
reserve fund which he has been pleading for. They 
are also trying to scrape up funds to allocate to 
the new projects which Stearns promised during 
his campaign. In light of this, money for a printing 
press, especially such a costly one, would be out 
of the question. 

Besides this, the editor of the FLAMBEAU and 
the staff have conducted careful investigaton over 
the past few months into the pjossibility of going 
independent; creatii^ a student newspaper free of 
control hy Student Government or any influential 
group. 

To operate properlyi as the ''fourth estate," or 

the part of society whose purpose is to act as a 
watchdog for the other parts, a newpaper must l>e 
independent of censorship or any form of outside 
control. The most successful and respected college 
newspapers in the country — The Daily Texan, The 
Wisconsin Daily Cardinal, etc, — are examples of 
this independence. But they operate under their 
own auspices. 

A^Tiat exactly is the ulterior motive which lies 
behind Stearns' sudden eagerness to secure a press 
for the FLAMBEAU? It is well known that Stearns 
bears a grudge against the paper, and it is possible 
that he believes he could easily control it through 
the magnanimous gesture of obtaining the offsett 
press. Could this be a power play for Student 
Government to control what is published and what 
isn't? 

Our main gripe about Stearns is his failure to con- 
sult with the people who are most closely connected 
to the life of the FLAMBEAU— the editors. If 
Stearns is so concerned about the fate of the FLAM- 
BEAU, its budget and the high printing cost, why 
does he not allocate tiie $60,000 or $100,000 to the 
FLAMBEAU and let the editors buythe press, thereby 
keeping out unwanted Student Government meddlers. 

The FLAMBEAU doesn't try to run Student Govern- 
ment; we would like the courtesy to be returned. 
In other words: MIND YOUR OWN BUSINESS.

As Student Govemmoital offi- 
cials concerned willi MSA's atuid 
at FSU, we would like to Inform 
the FLAMBEAU and the student 
body that the following is and has 
b«en tut potitieii of FSLTs stu- 
dent gDvernemiit with NSA.

It's that time of year again, time tor the annual trek 

to Sebring. Florida, for a 48-hour drunk, and inci- 
dently, the 12-Hour Grand Prix of Endurance. 
Approximaterly 50,000 racing fans and drunks will 
be on the scene tomorrow as Ford tries to make up 
for the drubblii^ Ferrari handed it at Daytcma earl- 
ier this year. 

If you have been there before, you know about what 
to watch out for and how to prepare. For the novice 
planning on attending for the first time, here are 
some helpful hints: 

Sebring can be compared witii Mardi Gras in many 
ways: It's expensive and staying alive can be quite 

difficult if you aren't prepared. 

The most important thing to remember is to take 
grubby clothes along. Sebring is perhaps the dirti- 
est place in the world. There is very little j^rass and 
plenty of dark brown dirt—sort of like a mud pud- 
dle with the water removed. There's no point in try- 
ing to stay clean because it's impossible. 

Take plenty of food or plenty of ntonev, for you'll 
need one or the other, the entire town of Sebring 
gets in on the kill when it comes to prices. For in- 
staiK^e, one of tte local service clubs sponsors a 
pancake breakfast. For the price of $1, the hunsjrv 
lad can eat three pancakes, a strip of bacon and a 
glass of milk. If he prefers to drink coffee instead, 
that's an extra dime, whether he gets the milk or 
not. 

A wise thing to do is to take three ice-chests — one 
for beer, one for food and another for cokes. The 
battle-wise Sebring vet knows he can sell anv of the 
three well under local prices and still make a good 
profit. 

Another important thing to take along is some camp- 
ing gear. It gets vcrv cold around Sfbriiii; now and 
then, and a sleeping bag can cume in (luite handy — 
it beats sleeping in the trunk in any event. Take an 
extra tent along to set up vour own latrine — you'll 
be glad you did by Saturday night, Uike my word for 
it. 

Transportation can be another problem. The track 
itself is loc.Ued at an abandoned airjjort about five 
miles out of town. Once a car i.< inside the track it- 
self, forget about getting out again for any reason, 
niere are so many other cars it takes more time 
than it's worth. A good idea is to t:ik«^ a motorcy- 
cle along in the trunk. Drive the car there and back; 
but use the bike to bomb around in. 

Sebring can be a lot of fun. For the small price of 
$6, one is privilaged to spend the entire weekend get- 
ting drunk, with little or no interference from 
the area's finest—Sebring's answer to FSU's campus
